Fascinating sources of early Am- 
ericana household tools were the old 
hearth bakeries that dotted the coun- 
tryside down to fairly recent times. 
Before the days of huge commercial 
baking plants and pan bread those 
small bakery shops each with its 
proprietor and one or two apprenti- 
ces, could be counted on to possess 
as interesting a lot of cooking gad- 
gets as grandma’s kitchen ever did. 

One who has made a hobby of col- 
lecting old baking tools is Mrs. Ca- 
therine Clark, an Oconomowoc, Wis., 
home-maker who turned another 
hobby of hers — bread-making — 
into a career. Twelve years ago, Mrs. 
Clark started her Brownberry Ovens 
in a store-front bakery reminiscent 
of old 19th century shops where bak- 
ing was done “on the premises.” 

Some of her baking tool finds, dating 
back 70 to 300 years, are from upper 
Wisconsin. Others are from defunct 
bakeries around Milwaukee. She also 
has family heirlooms, like the sugar 
box her great-grandmother brought 
from “York State” (New York) in a 
covered wagon. In browsing among 
the Americana tools of baking and 
pastry-making, Mrs. Clark has 
learned quite a bit about our early 
bakers. 

“One of the sidelines of the village 
baker,” Mrs. Clark says, “used to 
be roasting turkeys and chickens for 
neighborhood families who didn’t 
have ovens big enough to do the 
job. They would bring him the 
dressed meat, then pick it up after 

the roasting,” she explains. 


a typical example of Yankee inge- 
nuity.” 

Bread-making was almost entirely 
a night-time activity, timed so that 
hungry customers could stop off early 
in the morning for their fresh loaves 
much as Frenchmen and Italians still 
do. 

Mrs. Clark has an English Betty 
lamp nearly 300 years old, a type 
much used by bakers. Though Am- 
erican Betty lamps were generally 
of wrought iron, and hung by chain 
and hook from beams or ladder-back 
chairs, English Betty lamps were 
usually of brass and were the stand- 
ing kind with a funnel-type base. 

“For bakers, ‘burning the midnight 
oil’ was no idle phrase,” Mrs. Clark 
says. “A 15-hour-a-day shift was the 
rule, long after the other trades had 
adopted shorter working hours.”

“It was households during the last century. 
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Most bakers of the past made 
hearth breads — that is, loaves lea- 
vened and shaped, then placed direct- 
ly on the oven rack. To get the 
bread loaves in and out of the oven 
bakers used a flat wooden paddle 
called a “peel.” One of Mrs. Clark’s 
choice finds is an oak peel, worn 
from handling who-knows-how-many- 
thousands of old-fashioned hearth 
loaves. 


A long, two-tined fork, for lifting 
pie plates in and out of the oven, 
is a similarly handy tool in Mrs. 
Clark’s collection. Many of her 
smaller kitchen gadgets, such as the 
oak rolling pin made in one piece, 
the cast-iron pans for muffins and 
rolls, and the butter churns, were 
used equally by housewives and old 
time bakers. 


“Real home-made bread lingered on 
in this country much longer than in 
Europe,” Mrs. Clark says. “Frontier 
women had to bake their own bread 
at first, and their daughters carried 
on the tradition even after many 
small bakery shops had opened. In 
Europe,” she adds, “the corner bak- 
ery became the regular supplier of 
bread to the community centuries 
ago.” 

In the anteroom at the Brownberry 
Ovens plant there is a large, cov- 
ered, oaken dough box, a companion

of the dough troughs widely used 
from colonial days on. Bakers and 
housewives used these capacious box- 
es or troughs to store dough until 
it had risen and was ready for use. 

A familiar spot for the dough box 
was by the fireside where the warmth 
of the hearth hastened the leavening 
process. Today such boxes are doing 
duty as planters or storage chests. 

Mrs. Clark’s quest for old baking 
tools has taken her back to the 
miller, from whom the baker bought 
his flour then as now. Several years 
ago she acquired a miller’s scale of 
brass. It was used to determine how 
many pounds of wheat there were in 
a given bushel. 

“Sixty pounds to a bushel is usual,” 
she explains, “but some wheat is 
heavier, some lighter.” She filled

the dough till their small ovens could accommodate the remaining loaves. 
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a bucket full of hard North Dakota 
wheat, attached it to a hook on the 
horizontal measuring rod and moved 
the balancing weight until the scale 
became motionless. Pridefully, she 
said, “You can see how portable this 
little scale is. Yet it provides a clear 
gauge of the average weight of wheat 
before it is milled.” 

Mrs. Clark feels a kinship with 
those early bakers, simple though 
their tools were by modern stand- 
ards. In her own baking plant she 
insists on preserving as many manual 
operations as possible — like hand- 
stirring of the porridge she uses in 
Irish oatmeal bread, or shaping 
“butter-twists” deftly by hand. 

“The finest tribute we can pay 
the bakers of bygone days,” she 
says, “is simply that they baked 
GOOD BREAD. They didn’t bleach 
it, soften it, or refine the taste out 
of it.” 

Mrs. Clark, who has amassed a 
wealth of old-fashioned bread re- 
cipes along with her baking tools, in- 
tends to go on collecting more of 
both — and striving to make that 
old French saying, “as good as bread” 
meaningful once more.

This is indeed a fine disc, in cor- 
rect pitch and well recorded. The 
Mapleson cylinders are quite clear, 
and the other recordings present an 
interesting variety of voices and se- 
lections. Beginning with the Maple- 
son group, recorded in the Metropol- 
itan Opera House: On the first band, 
Gadski comes across with some won- 
derful singing (doesn’t she always?) 
in a solo passage from “Ero e Le- 
andro,” preceded by a stirring en- 
semble from Mancinelli’s beautiful 
opera now buried under the sands 
of time. In “Le Cid,” Alvarez is 
heard in a heroic utterance to his 
sword; followed by Jean de Reszke 
asserting his vocal supremacy in 
glimpses from the same scene. The 
“Cavalleria Rusticana” fragment has 
de Marchi and Campanari doing the 
challenging in true Sicilian fashion, 
with Bridewell, as Lola, worrying 
over the outcome of the mess she 
brought about.

bination of Sembrich, de Marchi, 
Scotti and Edouard de Reszke never 
fails to lift O sommo Carlo to the 
artistic heights fitting its musical 
structure. Nordica lends her usual 
grand style to the Gotterdammer- 
ung” Immolation Scene; and Bis- 
pham, as Wotan in “Die Walkure,” 
drops the curtain on the Mapleson 
section of IRCC L-7015. 

Passing on to dise recordings: In 
Mascagni’s “Le Maschere,’” Bonin- 
segna first recites the reading of 
the letter and then sings the aria. 
The statuesque Celestina was one 
of the half-dozen creators of the 
female lead role, taking part in the 
Rome premiere when the opera was 
presented for the first time simul- 
taneously in six Italian cities. From 
the suave Renaud, a polished per- 
formance may always be expected - 
like the one he gives here in the 
“Damnation of Faust.” The coquet- 
tish de Treville takes Auber’s Laugh- 
ing Song literally: she really laughs 
with mirthful delight in the stac- 
cato passages suggesting laughter. 

More of “Cavalleria Rusticana” - 
this time the Santuzza-Turiddu duet 
by Rose and Naval, with Hempel 
relieving the tense jealousy scene 
with a bit of flirtation in the part 
of Lola. After the Mapleson “Cav- 
alleria,” it is rather odd to hear this 
Sicilian drama in German; but the

change stimulates the listener’s in- 
terest. Jeritza and Spiwak follow 
with the passionate duet from Puc- 
cini’s “Manon Lescaut,” also done 
in German. The ‘“Tannhauser” re- 
cording by Annie Krull reveals her 
as a singer of great artistic dis- 
tinction. Practically all Marconi’s 
discs are a treat, and especially one 
as rare as the “Ruy Blas” selection 
here reproduced. When listening to 
him in recordings made in his fifties, 
one can easily imagine the magni- 
tude of his voice in its prime. Far- 
rar’s youthful ebullience, on the other 
hand, invests her early recordings 
of “Mignon” and “La Traviata” with 
irresistible charm. 

To close IRCC L-7015, a delicious 
tidbit of vocalization was chosen — 
another Mapleson cylinder, but an 
informal one. As I heard the story, 
it seems that Mapleson asked Sem- 
brich to sing something into the 
enormous horn of his primitive re- 
cording machine. She graciously 
obliged, and here we have a few bars 
of Strauss’ “Voci di Primavera” 
waltz, sung unaccompanied as a so- 
prano would do when warming her 
voice.

A vocal wonder of a not too dis- 
tant past, Kirsten Flagstad, left on 
records many examples of her extra- 
ordinary art, which evoked the fond- 
est admiration from all who heard 
her — be they experts or just plain 
music lovers. 

And who among us operaphiles of 
years ago will ever forget the spec- 
tacular unheralded debut of the Nor- 
wegian soprano at the Metropolitan, 
in February 1935? The lagging 


season suddenly throbbed with new 


life, while Wagner with Flagstad be- 
came a must then and there, even 
for the uninitiated to the German 
master’s creation. Endowed with a 
voice as beautiful as it was large 
and enduring, this modern pheno- 
menon was no less gifted dramatic- 
ally, for with the least effort she 
was able to convey what all the 
emoting in the world could not 
express. Her noble, eloquent pos- 
tures in the flowing robes of Isolde 
— to cite just one example — were 
beauty personified, difficult to equal 
and impossible to surpass. 

On CAL-462, Kirsten Flagstad is 
equally familiar with Beethoven’s 
classic severity, Wagner’s exalted ro- 
manticism and Weber’s ravishing 
poetry of sound. Good recording and 
perfect pitch contribute in no small 
measure to the successful presenta- 
tion by RCA Camden of THE ART 
OF KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD.

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The Happiness Boys .. . 
Billy Jones and Ernest Hare 


V. Other Good Ones 

Of course not all the outstanding 
Jones and Hare records were confined 
to Edison Diamond Discs. They made 
hundreds of superb needle discs, and 
it is one of the pleasures of collect- 
ing their records that they are still 
easy to find at reasonable prices. They 
can often be bought for five or ten 
cents each in second-hand stores and 
can be obtained in excellent condi- 
tion from such reliable HOBBIES ad- 
vertisers as Gertrude Heyman for 50 
cents or so apiece. No one who has a 
quantity of Jones and Hare records 
should think he has the nucleus of a 
fortune, but he does have the mak- 
ings of a great deal of wholesome 
light-hearted entertainment. 

One of the outstanding characteris- 
tics of the offerings of these inimit- 
able comedians is the seeming nit-wit- 
tedness of many of their songs. They 
possess a quality that, for lack of a 
better term, I shall describe as “in- 
tellectual idiocy.” A prime example 
of this quality is their Okeh record of 
“Oh My Yes, Us Boys Must Have 
Our Fun,” sung to a ukulele accom- 
paniment by Harry Reser. 

Interspersed with the nonsensical 
lyrics they sing snatches of children’s 
play songs. An elderly woman for 
whom I played the record laughed 
helplessly and then exclaimed: “Just 
think of two strong grown men sing- 
ing such stuff!” That is one of the 
unfailing charms of the Jones and 
Hare records. Superficially, it does 
seem hard to conceive of two mature 
men singing such foolishness, but the 
listener at the same time is aware of 
the overmastering sense of humor and 
the keen intelligence behind the per- 
formances, 

A special word should be said for 
the tone quality of “Oh My Yes.” It 
was made about a year ago before 
the advent of electric recording, but 
the sound is so brilliant it is hard 
to believe a microphone wasn’t used. 
For several years prior to1925 Okeh 
had the consistently best recording of 
any company making lateral cut discs. 

It is hard to decide in what record 
the Happiness pair reached the ulti- 
mate in buffoonery.! If the distinc- 
tion doesn’t go to “Oh My Yes,” it 
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may be deserved by their delightfully 
imbecilic Columbia of “I Love to Catch 
Brass Rings on a Merry-Go-Round.” 
J defy any normal person, no matter 
how much of a grouch he may be 
sporting when the record begins, to 
keep from laughing before it ends. 
Two other mirth-inducing Columbias, 
combined no one disc, are “She’ll Nev- 
er Find a Fellow Like Me” and “She’s 
the Sweetheart of Six Other Guys.” 

Among their acoustic Columbias, 
“So This is Venice!” is outstanding. 
It ends with their deciding to use a 
gondola for a taxi and summoning 
its owner by exclaiming, “Hey Wop!” 
The other side is their version of Wen- 
dell Hall’s 1923 comedy classic, “It 
Ain’t Gonna Rain No Mo’.” Hall him- 
self sang “It Ain’t Gonna Rain” for 
Victor, Edison and Gennett, but Jones 
and Hare did a “second edition” for 
Edison. Brunswick called on the pair 
to sing the vocal refrain of a dance 
version of “The Wreck of the Old 97” 
by Carl Fenton’s Orchestra. 

In discussing Jones and Hare’s Co- 
lumbias I almost overlooked what is 
probably their best for that company, 
excepting the “Brass Rings” master- 
piece. It is “Since Henry Ford Apolo- 
gized To Me,” a song which they also 
sang for Victor and some of the mi- 
nor companies, and which perpetu- 
ates in burlesque form a bit of the 
colorful American history of the late 
1920's. 

Henry Ford’s weekly newspaper, 
The Dearborn Independent, had been 
carrying on a wrong-headed, unfair 
campaign against the Jews, both as a 
race and as individuals, and one of 
them, Aaron Shapiro, sued Ford. The 
suit ended with a public apology by 
Ford to Shapiro. Song writers Billy 
Rose, Dave Stamper and Ballard Mac- 
donald seized gleefully upon the in- 
cident and turned out a comedy song 
classic—at least it deserves to be con- 
sidered a masterpiece after being 
modified and improved by Jones and 
Hare, 

From the first words, Jones’ “oy, 
oy, gevelt, gevelt!” and Hare’s “Vot’s 
der matter Abram?” the whole thing 
is a masterpiece of Yiddish dialect 
and interpretation — heavily bur- 
lesqued, of course. Among other things 
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Jones, who impersonates the man who 
received the apology, says: “I told 
the superintendent that the Dearborn 
Independent doesn’t have to hang up 
vere it used to be” and rapturously 
proclaims that “since he changed his 
point of view I like even Edsel, too!” 
Probably Thomas A. Edison’s friend- 
ship with Henry Ford kept Edison 
from issuing a Diamond Disc of this 
song. 

Perhaps Okeh led in giving Billy 
and Ernie odd assignments. One of 
Billy’s best Okeh solos bore the sense- 
less title, “I Want a Phos Phos.” 
Hare helped one of the pioneer re- 
cording comedians, Frank Kennedy, 
whose career went back to the 1890’s, 
in a, talking skit based on funny pa- 
per characters, “Mutt and Jeff on So- 
cialism.” He also recited “Jack and 
the Beanstalk” on a record for chil- 
dren. 

One of the most unusual jobs Hare 
did for Okeh was to serve, so to speak, 
as master of ceremonies for a har- 
monica solo. Joe Ross played “The 
Barking Train Biues,” on his mouth- 
harp while Ernie explained what it 
was _ all about. He was frequently 
called on to make records specially for 
children and for Brunswick he did a 
medley of Children’s Playroom Songs 
with a group of boys and girls as 
assistants, The other side is an ac- 
count of the adventures of Peter 
Rabbit. 

For Columbia, Jones and Hare 
were masters of ceremonies on a 12- 
inch record, “Studio Stunts,” designed, 
Billy said, “to show the multitude the 
tone qualities of the new Columbia 
Viva-Tonal phonograph.” Other ar- 
tists in this 1927 record were Frank- 
lin Baur, tenor; saxophonist, Arnold 
Brillhart; Freddie Rich’s Orchestra; 
the Cavaliers, who specialized in play- 
ing waltzes, and the Shannon Four, 
also doubling as the Singing Sopho- 
mores. 

Until this moment I had overlooked 
an unusual record in which Ernest 
Hare took part. It is a 1926 Edison 
of ‘a pseudo-moralistic song, “Too 
Many Parties and Too Many Pals,” 
sung by a group called the Metro- 
politan Entertainers. The trio sang 
together on only this one record. It 
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consisted of Elizabeth Spencer, 
Charles Harrison and Hare, who takes 
the part of “a stern old judge” in a 
courtroom scene. Ernie was also called 
on by the Grey Gull company, which 
made a cheap “off-brand” record, to 
sing old-time songs, such as “Home, 
Sweet Home,” and even gospel hymns. 

A real novelty is the Cameo record 
called “Tuning in with Ruby Nor- 
ton,” combined with Jones and Hare 
singing “Will the Spearmint Keep 
Its Flavor on the Bedpost Over- 
night?”—a title worthy to rank with 
their Okeh of “The Coat and Pants 
Do All the Work but the Vest Gets 
All the Gravy.” The “Ruby Norton” 
side is a satire on the radio programs 
of 1924, and it is by Jones and Hare 
although their names don’t appear on 
the label. 

However, there was a vaudeville 
performer named Ruby Norton and it 
may be she, rather than Billy, who 
gives the imitations of a screechy op- 
eratic soprano. In effect, the Cameo 
is a try-out for the memorable Victor 
of “Twisting the Dials,” one of the 
funniest records ever issued. It was 
reviewed in the January, 1929, issue 
of the Phonograph Monthly Review: 


“This two-part satirical delineation 
of a quiet evening with the radio is 
without doubt the funniest record since 
the memorable first release of the Two 
Black Crows. . . This masterpiece of 
earicature is consistently funny from 
the first squeal of tubes and rasp of 
static to the signing off, ‘And this 
concludes our program for this eve- 
ning—and forever.’ 

“The operatic soprano, the prize 
fight, the jazz band, the bedtime story 
man (with his hair-raising lion story 
followed by the injunction for the 
kiddies to have pleasant dreams), all 
the familiar ‘raddio’ artists are caught 
with broad sure strokes. The lowbrow 
will enjoy it as burlesque; the high- 
brow as satire. Anyway you take it, 
it’s unqualifiedly good. Let us hope 
the signing off is not ‘forever;’ the 
subject can bear reworking.”’ 


“Twisting the Dials” deserves to 
be called a masterpiece. Everything 
goes wrong. The “announcers” invari- 
ably “fluff” and make the wrong in- 
troductions. The sound effects man is 
equally erratic. When a lion’s roar is 
needed he prdouces the high-nitched 
call of an elephant, and when the ele- 
phant should be heard the lion roars. 
There is a New York announcer with 
a “tough” accent, who says “On Der 
Rud Tuh Manduleh” will now be 
“sang for de foist time on any raddi- 
yuh.” (Instead we hear a _ horrible 
version of the Lucia Sextette). 

A bit of a hill-billy record by the 
Carter Family is introduced. There is 
a physical culture professor with a 
German accent and a woman announ- 
cer who sounds as if she is about 
to burst into tears—patterned after 
one who was heard from WSAIT, Cin- 
cinnati, in the early days. Hare gives 
a broad burlesque of the late Graham 
MacNamee announcing a prize fight. 
He is also “Daddy Scarem,” who 
frightens the wits out of tiny tots 
with his gory bedtime story. Jones 
is “Miss Louder Screecher,” an oper- 
atic soprano. The 12-inch record, not 
an easy one to find nowadays, is one 
long laugh. 


VI. Decline Of Recording Career 


If, as has several times been said, 
1927 marked the peak of Jones and 
Hare’s recording career, there was a 
perceptible decline in their phono- 
graph popularity during 1928. They 
continued to make many records but 
not so many as in former years and 
the records didn’t sell as well. 

The downward trend was even more 
marked in 1929. Brunswick had ceased 
making records by them, and their 
last Columbia, which appeared in 
March that year, was an excellent 
version of Frank Crumit’s great Vic- 
tor hit, “A Gay Caballero,’’ combined 
with a splendid rendition of “All By 
Yourself in the Moonlight,” sung as 
a couple of English comedians might 
do it. 

Frank B, Walker, then in charge of 
Columbia’s popular recording activ- 
ities and now president of MGM rec- 
ords, attributed the comedians’ de- 
cline in recorded popularity partly to 
their having given up their Happi- 
ness Candy program and become the 
Interwoven pair. The late Frank Do- 
rian said they lost out because peo- 
ple could tune them in so frequently 
on radio they didn’t see any need of 
hearing them sing the same songs on 
records. 

Victor continued to use them through 
1929, but after the stock market 
crash the record business began speed- 
ily to go to pieces, and most high 
priced artists were dropped. (I should 
have mentioned before this that Co- 
lumbia frequently put Jones and 
Hare records on the back of solos 
by that very expensive star, Al Jol- 
son). 

Their final Victor record appeared 
in October, 1930. It was “Happiness 
Boys Going Abroad” and “Happiness 
Boys in London,” mediocre talking 
sketches with almost no singing. The 
monthly record supplement, however, 
said: “These clever comedians are un- 
usually entertaining in their dialogue 
relating to their first European trip. 
You’ll get a good laugh when you hear 
Going Abroad and The Happiness 
Boys in London. Here are wise-cracks 
and jokes galore.” 


In 1929 Billy and Ernie signed a 
contract to make the new Edison nee- 
dle-cut records as well as Diamond 
Dises. but the Edison company aban- 
doned the record business after the 
needle discs had been on the market 
only about three months, and that re- 
moved one of the most consistent mar- 
kets for the team’s services. Jones and 
Hare may have made a few records 
for Domino and other minor compa- 
nies after 1930, but I have not seen 
them. 


What appears to be the final record- 
ed appearance of either Jones or Hare 
was made in April, 1932, when Co- 
lumbia issued two solos by Ernie— 
“Gene, the Fighting Marine” and 
“Those Good Old Days Are Coming 
Back Again.” Surprisingly, and for no 
apparent reason, this combination was 
issued in the Columbia hill-billy series. 

“Gene, the Fighting Marine” does 
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not refer to Gene Tunney, as I imag- 
ined it did until I found a copy of 
the record. “Those Good Old Days” 
was a prediction that, some time or 
other, the terrible depression of the 
early 1930’s would end. Fewer records 
were sold in 1932 than in any other 
year since the beginning of the cen- 
tury, so there probably are not many 
copies of Ernie Hare’s last disc still 
in circulation. 


Part IV 
I. Some Preliminary Corrections 


As a rule, in writing HOBBIES 
articles that are to extend through 
several months, I prefer to complete 
the manuscript before mailing it. 
Having the entire production before 
me makes it easier to strike out 
repetitious matter and arrange in- 
stallments of more nearly equal 
length. 

Circumstances, however, have com- 
pelled me to write about Billy Jones 
and Ernest Hare from month to 
month, and I am glad they have, for 
this has made it possible to publish 
some interesting material that other- 
wise would not have been used. After 
the first installment appeared, I re- 
ceived some valuable letters and two 
charming photographs from Ernie 
Hare’s daughter, Marilyn, as well as 
communications from other persons 
who had known the Hare family. I 
shall make use of these windfalls in 
preparing the final portion of this se- 
ries, 

I also now have the opportunity of 
correcting a couple of errors. By a 
mental lapse, when I wrote the cut 
lines for a photograph of Jones and 
Hare in the April HOBBIES, I said: 
“Whoever the piano player may be, 
it’s obviously not Dave Elman.” What 
I meant to say was the accompanist 
couldn’t be Dave Kaplan, who played 
for Jones and Hare on records. Vet- 
eran radio listeners may recall Dave 
Elman as a man who had a network 
program, “Hobby Lobby,” 20 years 
or sO ago. 

I have also learned that when I 
mentioned Ernest Hare’s last record- 
ings for Columbia in 1932, I over- 
looked one dise of about the same 
date as the already mentioned 
“Gene, the Fighting Marine.” It is 
No. 2602, “New 21 Years” and “Fif- 
ty Years.” 

A more serious slip occurred in the 
February issue when [I identified a 
man rejecting a test recording of the 
“Lucia Sextette,” by the Victor Op- 
era Company, as Walter B. Rogers. 
Actually, I have been informed, the 
gentleman turning thumbs down was 
the head of Victor’s Red Seal record- 
ing division, Calvin G. Child. The 
mistake came about through ambigi- 
ous wording in the Victor house pub- 
lication, Voice of the Victor, from 
which the photos were copied. It said 
merely that “the chief” was called in 
to decide, whether to accept the mas- 
ter. Since Rogers had conducted the 
recording session, I assumed “the 
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chief” meant him instead of Child. 
Jesse T. Bastian, of Hollywood, Calif., 
says the man with Rogers was Vic- 
tor Recording Engineer, Harry Sooy. 

Shortly before the February issue 
appeared, I learned of ‘the death of 
Marguerite Dunlap, who sang con- 
tralto in the Sextet and is shown 
in one of the photographs. In private 
life she was Mrs. Joseph E. Gara- 
brandt, wife of a retired marine en- 
gineer, and lived at 271 Montclair 
Avenue, Upper Montclair, New Jer- 
sey. She was 71. I was never able, 
during my lifetime, to learn what 
had become of Miss Dunlap, who was 
a native of South Carolina, and in 
1910, began making records for Vic- 
tor, the only company for which she 
ever recorded, For the next ten years 
she shared honors with Elsie Baker 
as one of Victor’s most popular con- 
traltos. Miss Baker was born in 
Philadelphia, Sept. 27, 1886, and died 
in New York, April 28, 1958, also 
at the age of 71. 

With these preliminaries out of the 
way, I now can proceed to tell the 
remainder of the life stories of Billy 
Jones and Ernest Hare. 


II. Later Radio Days 


Although Jones and Hare’s record- 
ing career was virtually over by 1930, 
as the depression caused sales of rec- 
ords to tumble, they retained a con- 
siderable measure of radio popular- 
ity and remained network attractions 
until late in 1932. They also sang 
for the new-fangled “talkies” (not 
exactly new to Jones in view of his 
work for the experimental Edison 
talking pictures of 1912), and had 
become such masters of improvisa- 
tion that once, when Billy forgot his 
lines, he “invented” new words for 
the song they were sifting and he 
and Hare went along as if nothing 
had happened. 

When the makers of Heilman’s ma- 
yonnaise decided to give up sponsor- 
ing the pair as “The Best Foods Boys” 
in those dark days of 1932, their 
network activities came to an end 
for a few years. But Billy and, Ernie 
were still in demand for personal ap- 
pearances and set out on a coast-to- 
coast tour, during which they fre- 
quently were treated as conquering 
heroes. On one of their visits ta 
California, Gov. James Rolfe, Jr., ap- 
peared on a radio program in which 
they appeared “to pay the respects 
of the State.” In San Francisco, 
Mayor Angelo J. Rossi honored them 
by a visit. ‘e 

By 1934 they were again in New 
York, not on a network but doing 
well over a local station. Their good 
friend, Vaughn De Leath, “The Orig- 
inal Radio Girl,” wrote an article, 
“Are Listeners Loyal?” for the June 
16, 1934, issue of Radio Guide, in 
which she said: “Jones and Hare, 
long known as the Happiness Boys, 
were as such at one time the biggest 
attraction on radio. Then their pop- 
ularity waned. Recently they have 
swung back into public favor with 
new material and an _ enthusiastic 
sponsor.” The lovable Vaughn her-

self was making a comeback in 1954. 

The network return for which the 
now middle-aged “Boys” were hoping 
came in the fall of 1936. The Gillette 
Safety Razor Company decided to 
sponsor a community sing program 
over the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, with the present day veteran, 
Milton Berle, then a brash young 
comedian, as master of ceremonies. 
Wendell Hall, “The Red-Headed Mu- 
sic Maker,” also was a feature, as 
was a small girl, “Little Jolly,” 
known today as Hileen Barton. An- 
dy Sanella’s Orchestra furnished the 
instrumental part of the offering. 
Jones and Hare were placed in charge 
of the community singing. A com- 
munity sing booklet issued by Gil- 


lette showed photos of Billy and Er- 
nie, wearing top hats, and contained 
the following comment: 


Billy Jones and Ernie Hare are the 
exact height, wear the same size shoes, 
‘celebrate March 15 as a mutual birth- 
day, have mothers whose maiden names 
were Roberts, and are often mistaken 
for brothers. And small wonder, the 
Gillette Gentlemen have been insepar- 
able since 1919. Famed as_ recording 
artists before their radio debut in 1921, 
Billy and Ernie, then known as the 
Happiness Boys, were radio’s first out- 
standing singing and comedy team. 
Their appearance on the Gillette Or- 
iginal Community Sing is another mile- 
stone in their careers. 


In passing, I’ll say, I don’t believe 
Jones and Hare had met as early as

SHARING 
DOLL CLUB 
ACTIVITIES

The thought has occurred to the 
writer that possibly the experiences 
of the Dollology Club of Washington, 
D. C., might be of assistance to other 
clubs in the United States. As Pres- 
ident of the Club, I would like to tell 
you of some activities we used to re- 
vitalize our Club. I am not a new 
acquaintance to your readers. Through 
the courtesy of our very renowned 
club member and doll author, Clara 
Hallard Fawcett, my picture, to- 
gether with that of my dolls appeared 
in the December issue of HOBBIES. 
During the past few years, Clara has 
included articles about some of my 
other dolls. I was pleased when on 
a trip to my home state last Christ- 
mas to have several antique dealers 
recognize me from the December is- 
sue which came out shortly before 
my arrival. 


Now to Club activities. In Septem- 
ber, 1958, our Club put on two ex- 
hibits in conjunction with one of 
Washington’s large department stores 
in their Maryland and Virginia 
branches. These were held in their 
air conditioned auditorium, which con- 
tained a stage. It was a fashion show 
for children from three into their 
teens. In some instances, the models 
carried dolls dressed as they were. 
Two of our club members had daugh- 
ters appearing in the second show, 
due to their graciousness in assisting 
with program distribution and what- 
ever else we needed done at the first 
show. They are Miss Sheila Brinkley 
and Miss Gay Grinnings. 


Our Club’s part consisted of twen- 
ty tables around the auditorium. We 
had infinite variety, due to the ver- 
satility of our club members. A 
teacher member, Mrs. Mildred Nott, 
very appropriately had a State Doll 
display. This consisted of a map of 
the United States, with a ribbon run- 
ning from each state to a doll ac- 
quired from there, by which stood a 
card with, a picture of the state flag 
and flower. 


Then we had our doll makers. 
Gladys MacDowell and her beautiful 
wax creations have been written up 
by Clara Fawcett in this magazine. 
In addition, we had three china doll 
displays by Mrs. E. J. Carter (assist- 
ed by her husband), Mrs. Florence 
Boyer and Mrs, Caroline Linkins. A 
dressmaking table by talented Anne 
Jinkins, a doll house belonging to 
Mrs. Eleanor Childs, a German school 
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owned by Mr. and Mrs. Grinnings, 
who also displayed some very fine 
antiques and demonstrated unusual 
mechanical dolls. Mrs. Carol Dellin- 
ger, the wife of an American scien- 
tist, very appropriately displayed 
dolls from European countries she 
had visited and Mrs. Pauline McCat- 
lum, a former school teacher, had a 
table of exceptionally fine Asiatic 
dolls. Mrs. Helen Jo Payne had a ta- 
ble of wonderful Greiners with appro- 
priate furniture background. The 
year 1958 was the centennial for this 
doll. Josephine Taylor had a very ef- 
fective display of her cloth creations 
in the Persian Gardens, taken from 
the Arabian Nights. 

Another unusual event our Club 
staged was a fashion-doll luncheon in 
November at one of our large hotels. 
We had our luncheon in a spacious, 
attractive room and moved across the 
hall afterwards to a room all pre- 
pared with chairs for our fashion 
show. This was divided into two 
parts. The first was a display of mod- 
ern clothes by a local shop and pro- 
fessional models. 

The second was a presentation of 
antique costumes from about 1850 
through the Gay Nineties, modelled 
by our Club members, their teenagers 
and two darling little tots. As back- 
ground, we had tables of dolls and 
beautiful period clothes. American 
history was appropriately used, to- 
gether with display of art objects, 
books and dolls. E. J. Carter’s talent 
in another field came to the fore as 
‘our pianist. Her daughter wa3 com-

SANTON FIGURINES 
COME TO AMERICA 


About 150 years ago in the city of 
Marseille, France, which was a sea- 
port centuries before Christ, the San- 
tons of Provence, a figurine art of 
the people, came into prominence. 
Each year since, the Santon Fair is 
held there and santonniers bring their 
old and their new figurines. 

When santons began is unknown. 
They grew out of the religion and 
hobby of the neighborhood. They were 
used in the Christmas creche to re- 
vere the birth of the Christ Child. 

People who made these figurines 
were the “butchers and bakers and 
candlestick makers.” They created 
santons during long farm evenings, 
or on quiet Sunday afternoons in 
town. They “played” at turning clay 
into figurines and showed their chil- 
dren how. They made molds _ that 
would shape the same figures each 
year. They painted these figures with 
lifelike colors. They stood them on 
small green platforms. Some were 4” 
tall, some 11”. Most were about 3”. 

Secrets of making santons were 
handed down in families. Today’s 
santons follow the same tradition as 
early 19th century ones. Even an- 
tique patterns and colors of the cos- 
tumes are used. But new santons are 
added each year at the inspiration 
of the santonnier. 

Perhaps the creche and the fig- 
urines came from the old Pastoral 
plays. Whatever the ancient origin, 
the santons each have their especial 
character, meaning, and place. Each 
has a story connected with Christ- 
mas and the miracle of Virgin and 
Child. The drum player, fisherman, 
miller, knife grinder, washerwoman, 
hunter, shepherds, Gypsies, knitter, 
the old couple who beg not to be 
separated even by death, all with 
French names, have their collectors. 

Now examples of these grace the 
converted barn which displays them 
for Helene Carter, collector and deal- 
er of Topsham, Me. Her creche, 
made for her first Christmas in New 
York, as in her native France, 
charmed her American friends and 
led to her providing them with san- 
tons, then going into the business of 
selling them. 

The Provencal creche, Mrs. Carter 
Says, is set up each Christmas in the 
French home by the family using 
seedlings, moss, rocks, a dovecot, sta- 
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ble, wayside shrine, a well, and even 
silver paper from wrappings to make 
a stream. Santons, smallest in back 
to suggest distance, are set in place. 
On December 24 the least child puts 
The Babe in the manger. Each eve- 
ning till Twelfth Night the santons 
are moved forward to give their of- 
ferings. 

Today santonniers are known for 
their style types. Filippi’s fleas (min- 
iatures %” high) and his crickets, 
his animated people and animals, 
draw collectors. Carbonel makes fine 
colored figurines and _ background 
items such as stables and farmhouses.

Key to Canadian

Uniform buttons need not be regi- 
mented — even if many of those 
who wear them have to be! Like 
costume buttons, they may occasion- 
ally be displayed in an unconven- 
tional yet appropriate manner. _An 
example of this “relaxed discipline” 
is illustrated: the Maple Leaf is out- 
lined in gold on black. It “holds the 
buttons together” in a practical way 
as well as symbolically. The buttons 
— all brass or gold-plated, and all 
convex with raised designs, are as 
follows: 


No. 1—116th Regiment, small size. 
(See No. 21). 


No. 2—72nd Highlanders. 


No. 3—Royal Canadian Air Force, 
small size. 





No. 4—Seaforth Highlanders of 
Canada (Vancouver), small size. (See 
No. 20). 

No. 5—Seaforth Cadets (Vancou- 
ver). 

No. 6—Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. This is a late design, in 
which the Buffalo’s head is accurat- 
ely depicted. On earlier buttons, the 
head was not as recognizable as it 
might have been! 

No. 7—48th Highlanders of Canada 
(Toronto). 

No. 8—Royal Canadian Air Force. 
The bird is an Albatross, although 
it looks rather like an eagle, on some 
buttons.* 

No. 9—Vancouver High School Ca- 
dets. . 

No. 10—Royal Canadian Corps of 
Signals. 

No. 11—Canada Militia. This old 
but excellent design is found in many 
variations. 

No. 12—Brant Dragoons (Hamil- 
ton, Ont.) For detailed drawing and 
description, see HOBBIES for De- 
cember, 1956. 

No. 13—Royal Montreal Regiment 
(Montreal). 

No. 14—Royal Military College of 
Canada. Its motto is “Truth - Duty 
- Valour.” 

No. 15—Gordon Highlanders of 
Canada. 

No. 16—Saskatoon Fusiliers (7). 

No. 17—Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps. 

No. 18—North West Mounted Po- 
lice (1885-96). This famous organi- 
zation was founded in 1873, and was 
made “Royal” in 1901. Later, the 
“North West” was dropped, since the 
“Mounties” were no longer limited to 
any one section of the country. 

No. 19—52nd Regiment. 

No. 20—Seaforth Highlanders of 
Canada (Vancouver). 

No. 21—116th Regiment. 

No. 22—52nd Regiment, small size. 

No. 23—Canadian Customs, small 
size. 

No. 24—Royal Highlanders of 
Canada. 


Of course, I do not recommend 
mounting ALL Uniform buttons in 
this “fancy” fashion! But a few 
such mountings make for interest 
and variety in any collection. The 
backgrounds should be chosen or 
designed to harmonize with the but- 
tons. For example: an Eagle, simply 
rendered, would make a_ suitable 
background for United States but- 
tons which show “The Eagle;” Bri- 
tish buttons could be displayed on a 
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Union Jack - the combined Crosses of 
St. George, St. Andrew and St. Pa- 
trick; a Fleur-de-Lis might be appro- 
priate for French buttons (or for 
Boy Scout buttons); an Anchor for 
Naval (or Rhode Island) buttons; a 
Lyre for Musicians’ buttons; a fire- 
man’s helmet for Fire Department 
buttons, etc. There is considerable 
scope for ingenuity and originality 
in such mountings, but they are most 
effective when the design is symme- 
trical and as simple as possible. 
The Canadian Uniforms shown are 
just a sample of the many which may 
be acquired, and which are delightful 
additions to any collection. Like prac- 
tically all British buttons, they are 
beautifully designed and finely made. 
And behind the devices they bear is a 
wealth of history and tradition. 
No wonder our neighbors to the 
north are proud of their symbol: 


“Then swell the song both loud 
and long, 

*Til rocks and forest quiver, 

God save our Queen and Heaven

1919. But I can still vividly remem- 
ber the thrill I felt at hearing them 
back on the air when the first com- 
munity sing program was given. I 
recall Berle’s saying they were such 
inseparable pals they lived in ad- 
joining apartments separated only by 
a towel. He told of calling on the 
team. “Jones,” he said, “poured me a 
drink; Hare drank it.” 

Jones, apparently wandering aim- 
lessly through the audience, came 
upon the Metropolitan Opera tenor, 
Charles Hackett, who no doubt had 
been “planted.” Billy asked Hackett 
what he had been doing during the 
summer and Hackett said he had been 
rehearsing some new roles for the 
Metropolitan. “Oh boy, I envy you!” 
Billy exclaimed, and then proceeded

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to do a brief bit of operatic singing 
of his own, which istackett  pro- 
nounced “very nice.” Finally, Billy 
pulled a terrible pun by handing his 
fellow tenor a new Gillette razor, and 
saying: “Always shave your face with 
this. Then you’ll be sure you won't 
hack-it!” I also remember Ernie’s 
coming upon his wife in the audience 
and kissing her to the noisy gratifica- 
tion of the onlookers. 


After their engagement with the 
community sing program ended, Jones 
and Hare did more touring, then re- 
turned to working on a local station 
basis in New York. They had re- 
gained much of their formerly vast 
popularity before Ernie succumbed 
to his fatal attack of pneumonia, fol- 
lowing an illness of several weeks. 


III. Death of Ernie Hare 

The New York Times for March 10, 
1939, published a long death notice 
of the brilliant comedian, news of 
whose passing brought tears to both 
my late mother and myself when we 
heard of it. I shall quote the Times 
write-up but condense it in order to 
omit, as far as possible, information 
that has already been given: 


Ernest (Ernie) Hare, whose reson- 
ant baritone voice was heard over a 
period of 18 years in the familiar song- 
and-comedy patter of the ‘Happiness 
Boys,’’ pioneer radio funnymen, died 
early yesterday in Queens General 
Hospital of complications resulting 
from bronchial pneumonia. 

Many ‘“‘firsts’’ were claimed by the 
smiling Ernie Hare and his more ro- 
tund partner, Billy Jones, since they 
made radio history on Oct. 18, 1921, 
by singing into a ‘‘tomato-can”’ micro- 
phone. They received credit, before the 
‘big broadcast”’ era, of being the first 
successful radio comedy team, among 
the first to entertain under the aus- 
pices of a commercial sponsor, and 
the first to adopt a team name identi- 
fying themselves with their sponsor’s 
product. 

In later years, when radio drafted 
such established stars as Eddie Cantor, 
Al Jolson, Ed Wynn and Jack Benny 
from the stage, the popularity of the 
“Happiness Boys’’ waned. The part- 
ners, however, took it smiling. They 
attempted a comeback in 1936, essayed 
long coast-to-coast personal appearance 
tours, and before death broke up the 
act were doing Sunday afternoon pro- 
grams over Station WMCA, singing 
songs and cracking jokes in their old- 
time manner, 

In the last three weeks of her 
father’s illness, his 16-year-old daugh- 
ter, Marilyn, who never before nad 
undertaken professional appearances, 
substituted for him on the radio pro- 
gram. For Billy Jones, however, the 
team of Jones and Hare is broken. 
“T’ll try to go on alone,”’ he said, ‘‘but, 
as far as I am concerned, I'll never 
have another partner.” 

Born in Norfolk, Va., he (Hare) 
attended the Xaverian Brothers’ 
School. He started earning his living 
as a baking powder salesman, but he 
discovered, by singing in a church 
choir, that he had a voice. In 1909 he 
was on Broadway, singing in various 
productions, which included ten Winter 
Garden shows. He teamed with Jones 
almost 20 years ago, just before their 
radio career began, when a talking 
machine company, in need of a tenor 
and baritone duo, brought them to- 
gether. The two men found they not 
only sang well together but enjoyed 
each other’s company, so they formed 
a permanent partnership. 

In 1936 the Columbia Broadcasting 
System called them back to radio to 
lead the ‘Community Sing’”’ programs

ALFRED CHAPUIS 





Alfred Chapuis ranks among the 
foremost historians of horology and 
his name is well known to serious 
clock collectors and horological schol- 
ars alike. His death last July 18th 
ended a long life of usefulness, and 
terminated his prolific production of 
published works on various aspects 
of the subject. 

The list of his works includes over 
forty volumes which he authored, two 
films, and numerous authoritative ar- 
ticles. These appeared in periodicals 
in several countries, including La 
Suisse Horlogere and Journal Suisse 
D’Horlogerie et de Bijouterie in his 
own country, and the Italian publica- 
tion La Clessidra. No writer has pub- 
lished nearly as much nor accom- 
plished as much research in the field 
of the history of science and _ tech- 
nology. 

Professor Alfred Chapuis was Doc- 
tor honoris causa of the Universite de 
Neuchatel. Among his honors must 
be included the fact that he was a 


freeman of the city of Le Locle, ° 


honorary medallist of the American 
Association of Watchmakers, as well 
as an honorary member of the Swiss 
Society of Chronometry. 

Just before his death Prof. Chapuis 
supervised the publication of an Eng- 
lish edition of one of his more im- 
portant earlier works under the title 
Automata—An Historical and Tech- 
nical Study. This was translated from 
the French by Alec Reid, and pub- 
lished in England. It has recently 
been made available for sale. 

The original work was written in 
collaboration with Edmond Droz. It 
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Horological Historian

appeared in Switzerland with the ti- 
tle Les Automates. 

A considerable amount of new ma- 
terial has been added to the English 
edition. Automata is a comprehensive 
study of automatons from the early 
articulated masks and jointed reli- 
gious figures of the 2nd and 3rd cen- 
turies, through a vast galaxy which 
includes the famous clock of the Ca- 
thedral of Strasbourg, the elaborate 
time-pieces of the 17th century, the 
“Microcosm” of Bridges in England, 
to the jeweled novelties produced by 
Faberge for the Russian court. It 
ends with the most modern robots 
and other forms of automation. 

The work presents an enormous and 
bewildering collection of material 
within its 408 pages, with its 488 
illustrations, some in full color. The 
late Prof. Chapuis, nevertheless, con- 
sidered the subject was far from ex- 
hausted. 


An earlier work on the same sub- 
ject was produced by Prof. Chapuis 
in collaboration with Edmond Gelis 
of France. It appeared in 1928 with 
the title Le Monde Des Automates, 
and the two-volume study was hon- 
ored with the Henri de Parville Prize. 

This was the first survey to be made 
of automata, and it remains one of 
the great classics of technological his- 
tory. Copies, which are available only 
rarely, command premium prices. 

Others of the works by Chapuis are 
well known to collectors and scholars. 
Among the first, which appeared 
about thirty years ago, was the 
Histoire De La Pendulerie Neucha- 
teloise, and its later supplement. 


La Montre Chinoise, which was 
produced in 1918, was one of his 
most unusual and valuable research- 
es. Others included Montres Et 
Emaux De Geneve, Histoire Et Tech- 
nique De La Montre Suisse; Les Au- 
tomata Dans Les Oeuvres D’Imagina- 
tion, and A.-L. Breguet Pendant La 
Revolution Francaise, which ap- 
peared in 1953. 


Unfortunately for most American 
collectors, the works of Prof. Chapuis 
were published in the French lan- 
guage. However, in 1956, his book on 
the subject of La Montre Automa- 
tique Ancienne—which had been pub- 
lished in 1952 in Switzerland—ap- 
peared in an English translation with 
the title The History of the Self 


Winding Watch (1770-1931). This 
and the recent edition of Automata, 
are the only two of his books avail- 
able in English at present. 

At the time of his death Prof. Cha- 
puis had just completed the reading 
of the final proofs of what has been 
advertised as his final work, Grands 
Artisans De La Chronometrie. This 
is a study of watch and clock-mak- 
ing of the city of Le Locle, one of 
the main horological centers of Swi- 
tzerland. 

It was produced by Editions du 
Griffon of Neuchatel, the publisher 
of the majority of the Chapuis’ books. 
Like its many predecessors, Grands 
Artisans is an. invaluable record of 
an industry, and it is one of the 
most beautifully produced works of 
the year. ] 


However, although it is generally 
believed to be the final work of the 
eminent historian, such is not actual- 
ly the case. There was still another 
work in progress at the time of his 
death. 

One of the subjects in which Prof. 
Chapuis was vitally interested for 
a period of many years was the 
Asiatic aspects of horological histo- 
ry. From the time he first undertook 
the writing of La Montre Chinoise in 
1918, Prof. Chapuis collected research 
material for a book which would be 
devoted to the subject of “Horology 
in the Religious and Diplomatic Mis- 
sionary Relations Between the West- 
= World and the Near and Far 

ast.” 


It was his dream to produce the re- 
sults of his research ag his final pub- 
lished work, but there was not time 
for such an ambitious undertaking. 
In 1956 he asked the present writer 
of this column to become his co-au- 
thor and work was already in prog- 
ress when death intervened. 


The writing of the book is being 
continued by the present writer. In 
due time the dream of Prof. Chapuis 
will be realized. 


Much as the horological world will 
feel the loss of Prof. Chapuis for 
many years to come, it will never be 
able to forget him. The name of 
“Chapuis” will be constantly before 
the eyes of every collector and schol- 
ar, plainly legible on the many vol- 
umes he produced for their book- 
shelves,

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“English Clocks” 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


The history of English clocks would 
require a very large volume indeed 
and would still be minus many inter- 
esting and important details. This his- 
tory would encompass a period of 
time from about 1500 A.D. to the 
present day, and would chronicle an 
industry that, through at least 400 
years, has played an important part 
in English life and profoundly effect- 
ed the peoples of civilized countries 
throughout the world. 

A work of such great magnitude 
cannot even be considered here. At 
the most, I would like to highlight a 
few points of interest that occur to 
me as J have studied this fascinating 
subject. 

Information available to us _ indi- 
cates that the production of domes- 
tic type clocks began in England near 
the beginning of the 16th century. 
By the middle of the 17th century 
they were in common use through- 
out the country. 

The first domestic type clock known 
to us is the one that is today gen- 
erally called a “Lantern Clock.” This 
clock has at various times been known 
by other names such as “Bird Cage,” 
“Bed Post,” and “Cromwellian.” The 
name “Lantern” seems to fit it best. 
One other name I have heard is 
“Sheep’s Head,” and where that

comes from I have not the faintest 
idea. 

Illus. 1 (P. 46) shows a typical lan- 
tern clock. It is usually characterized 
by a rather large brass dial. The 
older ones have only one hand. A 
large bell sets on top of four pil- 
lars. And the upper part is enclosed 
by pierced frets of cae design or 
another, 

The very earliest ones have a move- 
ment made entirely of iron, are 
weight-operated, and are controlled 
by a wheel type foliot working against 
a vertical crown whecl. After the 
pendulum came into general ure to- 
ward the end of the 17th century, a

PENDULUM AND WEIGHTS a 
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great many of these older clocks were 
changed over from foliot to pendu- 
lum for the sake of greater time- 
keeping efficiency. 

This was accomplished by chang- 
ing the crown wheel from a vertical 
position to horizontal, with the verge 
working across it in a horizontal po- 
sition, and with a pendulum hung 
from the end of the verge arbor. A 
close examination will often show 
the marks of the conversion. The an- 
chor escapement was invented about 
1676, promising even greater accu- 
racy, and after that date most of 
these clocks will be found with an 
escape wheel and anchor type verge, 
and of course, a pendulum. 

The foregoing points up one of 
the curiosities of English clock-mak- 
ing history. This lies in the fact that 
for a period of nearly 200 years the 
lantern clock was virtually the only 
type of clock produced. Almost every- 
body had one, and it must have been 
depressingly monotonous to see only 
one kind of clock wherever one went. 
The Englishman, of: course, takes 
pride in consistency and persistency, 
and these traits were never better 
demonstrated than in his clock-mak- 
ing activities. 

Because this type of clock was 
made over such a long period of 
time, the problem of dating one of 
them becomes a major problem. Many 
of them will have a maker’s name 
engraved on the dial and that sim- 
plifies things greatly. This is not true 
in all instances, and when this infor- 
mation is not available there is dif- 
ficulty. 

There are some guide posts to look 
for, but pitfalls are plentiful. Clocks 
made prior to the invention of the 
pendulum in 1658 would be expected 
to have a wheel-type foliot escape- 
ment. This rule does not always ap- 
ply, however, because so many of the 
older ones were converted to the pen- 
dulum after it came into being. 

The anchor escapement, which was 
invented in 1676,.did not attain full 





recognition for a long time after- 
ward in spite of its superiority. The 
crown wheel and verge type of es- 
capement with pendulum was still be- 
ing made up to 1800, and even beyond 
that date. 

Another method for date determi- 
nation is the design of the frets. It 
has been said that a heraldic fret 
was used prior to 1600, vr perhaps up 
to 1650. The dolphin fret appears to 
have been used after tnat, but many 
other designs appeared after about 
1680. This is a preca.ious test, at 
best, and is made especially doubtful 
by the known fact that transition pe- 
riods of 30 to 40 years are found in 
the adaptation of designs. A careful 
student will consider all possible facts 
presented by each individual clock, 
and will usually arrive at a reason- 
ably accurate date. 

In so far as the smaller types of 
domestic clocks were cencerned, Eng- 
lish clock-makers began to show a 
glimmering of imagination. The next 
highly characteristic English clock to 
make its appearance near the last 
part of the 17th century was a table 
or mantel clock that is now almost 
universally called a “Bracket Clock.” 
As a national style the bracket clock 
also showed great persistence and was 
again the characteristic clock made 
in great quantities well up into the 
19th century. 


Illustration 2 - shows a_ typical 
English bracket clock. Great numbers 
of these clocks were made, with only 
minor changes in the over-all design; 
the changes that were made being of 
a decorative nature rather than a 
variation of the basie design. A brack- 
et clock is, therefore, a bracket clock. 
One can pick out differences when 
two of them are studied side by side, 
but on the other hand, this type of 
clock is identifiable at a glance. 

Mechanically, the English bracket 
clock leaves little to be desired. The 
movement is almost invariably a stur- 
dy and well designed mechanism.

What the English clock-maker may 
lack in artistry and imagination is 
more than compensated for by his 
craftsmanship. Because of this me- 
chanical excellency, many of these 
clocks, after 200 years of service, 
show little evidence of wear, and are 
still capable of giving a good time- 
keeping performance. 

The movement of the bracket clock 
is spring-powered and is almost in- 
variably equipped with fusees. This 
is a tribute to the conscientiousness 
of the clock-maker. Theoretically, 
these clocks with anchor escapement 
and pendulum would not require the 
equalizing effect of a fusee. The prac- 
tical clock-maker, however, did not 
rely on theory and used the fusee 
anyhow. The result is a degree of 
accuracy one would hardly expect in 
a clock of this period. 

Very often the back plate of the 
movement is beautifully engraved and 
so is the pendulum, For this reason 
the rear door usually has a clear 
glass panel to allow this work to be 
seen. 

These movements may be found 
with only a simple hour strike, with 
quarter hour strike, with repeating 
mechanism, and many of them with 
elaborate musical attuchments. In- 
side there is a great variation of 
mechanical contrivances, but outside 
they all look very much alike. 

It will be seen that the principal 
output of the English clock-making 
industry over a period of 300 years 
was first, the lantern clock; and sec- 
ond, the bracket clock. Tremendous 
quantities of these two types were 
produced. They were well made and 
capable of giving long service. One 
would, therefore, expect them to be 
plentiful today. This, unfortunately, 
is not the case. Good ones are hard 
to find today, and when one is lucky 
enough to come across one, the price 
is discouraging to the average col- 
lector. 

It is scarcity that makes prices 
high, but by the same token, the 
value is there. A higher investment 
in a really good antique clock may 
be far more sensible than wasting 
smaller sums of money in the pur- 
chase of items that have no real value 
at all. It is a matter for good judg- 
ment. Money sensibly invested in good 
antiques will almost certainly grow 
over the years, while money invested 
in worthless junk will never be re- 
turned. 

About the middle of the 18th cen- 
tury, English clock-makers began to 
give a little more play to their imagi- 
nation. As a result one finds a bit 
more variety in English clocks made 
after that date. One such example is 
shown as Illustration 3. This clock 
by Jno. Lowe of Chester, and dating 
from the mid 18th century, has the 
most beautiful carved case I have 
seen, 

It is a small wall clock with a plain 
dial and hands, and the usual heavy, 
well made fusee movement with an- 
chor escapement. The movement is 
time only. The dial is surrounded by a 
single piece of carved mahogany with 
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leaves, nuts, and flowers. A simulated 
bracket, also beautifully carved, is 
actually a part of the case. 

By removing four wood pins the 
whole face of the clock, including the 
movement, can be moved forward and 
out of the case. In spite of its age 
the movement shows little wear, and 
the carved case is in reinarkably good 
condition. This clock was a prized 
piece in my collection until recently. 
It is now at Myr-Lea Farms near 
Greencastle, Pa., where I am sure it 
has a good home. 

It is easy to see that I have a 
great respect and liking for English 
clocks. After reigning nearly su- 
preme in the world of clock-making 
for a period of several hundred 
years, the English clock-making in- 
dustry fell into bad times and nearly 
reached the point of extinction in the 
last half of the 19th century. 

The reason for this fall from emi- 
nence is to be found in the tenacious 
nature of the English craftsman. The 
clock to him was a utilitarian thing, 
and he persisted in making it a prod- 
uct of the very highest quality, and 
offering it at a price commensurate 
with its quality. He could not, and in 
fact, did not wish to compete with 
inferior foreign competition which of- 
fered clocks at prices far below any- 
thing he could meet. The English 
clock-making industry, therefore, lost 
its place in the markets of the world, 
because it would not compromise the 
quality and integrity of its products. 
Perhaps this is something to be proud 
of after all. 

I feel that any collection which 
does not have one or more fine Eng- 
lish clocks of the 17th, 18th, and even 
the 19th centuries is lacking some- 
thing that should be greatly desired. 
I know of nothing finer than these 
clocks. oS

OLD 
JEWELRY 


One of the world’s finest collections 
of Chinese jade carvings of the 16th 
to the 19th century is on permanent 
exhibition at the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution’s Natural History Building. 

The collection, made over a period 
of many years by Mrs. Maude Monell 
Vetlesen of New York, was presented 
to the Smithsonian Institution on be- 
half of her estate by her son and 
executor, Edward C. Monell. It is 
housed in a beautifully appointed 
room, especially designed and buiit 
for it. The Jade Room adjoins the 
Museum’s new Gem and Mineral Hall. 


The collection comprises 130 pieces, 
carved in one or the other of the two 
jade minerals, nephrite or jadeite. 
Each piece is of superb quality, and 
each is an outstanding example of the 
remarkable craftsmanship of the Chi- 
nese jade carvers of this period, in 
which this art reached its height. 
Some specimens date from the late 
Ming Dynasty, but most are from the 
Ching Dynasty (1644-1912). In the 
more recent periods of Chinese his- 
tory, jade carvers often imitated the 
forms of the ceremonial bronze ves- 
sels of ancient times. A number of the 
jades in the hall were made in such 
shapes. 


Some of the outstanding pieces in- 
clude a chrysanthemum dish of ex- 
ceptional size (nearly 11% inches in 
diameter), carved to extreme thin- 
ness in translucent apple-green jade; 
a massive Imperial altar incense burn- 
er and cover of classic design, carved 
in white jade of exceptionally fine 
quality; a pair of altar boxes in the 
shape of the Divine Tortoise, each 
piece more than 13 inches long, carved 
in deep spinach green jade; and two 
Imperial Ju’i, or sceptres, made of 
gold filigree, and each inset with 
three large carved jade plaques.

SPACE EXHIBIT 


At ceremonies held in March at 
the Smithsonian Institution, Wash- 
ington, D. C., the Department of the 
Navy and the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration presented 
to the National Air Museum a work- 
ing model of Vanguard I satellite, 
which has now been in orbit for a 
year and which has been continuously 
sending signals. It has contributed 
greatly not only to the science of 
space but also to many features in- 
volving the earth itself.

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ard Carmichael, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, by Dr. John 
P. Hagen, Chief of the Vanguard 
Division of the NASA, and Capt. 
Peter H. Horn, Director of the Naval

It was on March 17, 1958, that the 
Navy placed the Vanguard I satellite 
in orbit about the earth. Carried in 
the fourth of the Vanguard test ve- 
hicles (TV-4), this 6%-inch experi- 
mental satellite, weighing 3.4 pounds, 
achieved the highest orbit of any 
earth satellite, with an initial apogee 
of 2,462 statute miles and a perigee 
of 406.5 statute miles. Because of 
the high and extraordinary stable or- 
bit achieved, it is reckoned that the 
Vanguard I will remain in orbit more 
than 200 years. Containing a solar 
cell-powered transmitter, it is the 
only satellite which has transmitted 
throughout an entire year. With so- 
lar cell power, the Vanguard I could 
continue to broadcast signals as long 
as the life of the satellite itself, pro- 
viding scientists with valuable infor- 
mation for many years to come. 

The Vanguard I satellite is provid- 
ing important new scientific informa- 
tion in a number of areas. It has fur- 
nished new information on air densi- 
ties at altitudes up to 750. kilometers, 
some 300 kilometers above the high- 
est altitudes at which densities have 
been determined from observations 
of other satellites. Orbital data from 
the Vanguard satellite have formed 
the basis for a new determination of 
the flattening of the earth. This 
fundamental measure of the earth’s 
shape is now known much more ac- 
curately than it was previously. 


More detailed studies of the Van- 
guard orbital data have shown that 
the earth is pear-shaped. This new 
fact has important consequences in 
connection with the theory of the 
structure of the earth. The earth’s 
mantle must be much more rigid than 
was previously supposed in order to 
support this shape. The Vanguard 
satellite data have thus provided the 
first evidence concerning the rigidity 
of the earth’s mantle — information 
that is expected to have major impli- 
cations for the theory of the earth’s 
structure. The orbit of the Vanguard 
satellite is also being used to make 
more accurate determinations of the 
locations of islands in the Pacific 
Ocean areas. Among the benefits of 
this program wiil be more accurate 
knowledge of positions of ships and 
aircraft in this area. Air and sea 
navigation systems using these is- 
lands as reference points will in the 
future be much more Xecurate than 
they are at the present time. 

The Vanguard I satellite is also 
providing important new technologi- 
cal information. It has been demon- 
strated for the first time that solar 
cells can operate in orbit over extend- 
ed periods of time. Solar cells on 
Vanguard I, in operation for a full 
year now, have shown no signs of 
diminished effectiveness as a result 
of operation in the environment of 
outer space. Vanguard I has also 
provided important information con- 
cerning the temperature environment 
experienced by satellites in outer 


space. The fact that the satellite has 
operated so successfully over the past 
year gives indirect indication of the 
effect of meteorite or micrometeorite 
impacts upon satellites and their op- 
eration. It appears that the hazards 
from meteorites are not excessive. 

Vanguard I is also providing valu- 
able information on tracking man- 
made earth satellites. 





THREE EARLY EXPLORERS.- 
VERRAZZANO, HUDSON, 
BLOCK 


The 350th anniversary of the en- 
try of Henry Hudson’s Half Moon 
into New York Harbor and up the 
river that bears his name is being 
recognized this year by state-wide 
celebrations. An exhibition focusing 
on this exploit of 1609, and covering 
also the discovery of New York Har- 
bor by Verrazzano in 1524 and the 
trading ventures of Adriaen Block 
in 1613, will be on view at the Mu- 
seum of the City of New York, Fifth 
Avenue at 103-104 Street from April 
1st through mid-September, 1959. 

Actual documents relating to the 
voyages of these early explorers, 
whose achievements were so import- 
ant to the founding of New York 
City, are scanty. Verrazzano’s ac- 
count of his voyage (the Cellere Co- 
dex at the Morgan Library) exists, 
as well as a map drawn by his broth- 
er (in the Vatican Library) and a 
number of 17th century printed ver- 
sions of the log kept by Robert Juet 
who was mate on the Half Moon. 
Copies of the parts of these docu- 
ments that relate to New York Har- 
bor will be on view. 

The only relic of these three voy- 
ages - it is also the city’s most sig- 
nificant archeological survival of the 
Dutch period - are some charred re- 
mains of Block’s ship, the Tiger, 
that are in the permanent collection 
of the Museum and will be on exhi- 
bition. In 1613, laden with furs from 
the New World and ready to sail 
for Holland, the Tiger burned to the 
waterline, was beached on the Hud- 
son River shore of Nieu Nederlandt 
and was discovered in 1916 while 
excavations for the West Side sub- 
way were in progress. 

In addition, the exhibition will in- 
clude models of Verrazzano’s Dau- 
phine, Hudson’s Half Moon and of 
the ship that Block built after the 
burning of the Tiger, the Onrust. 
Also, there will be navigational in- 
struments of the types carried by the 
explorers - actual and in replica - 
sailing charts, portraits, a cannon 
and flags to represent the newcomers 
to this continent, as well as a bow 
and arrow of the Raritan and Can- 
arsie Indians who welcomed them. 

An eight-page illustrated booklet 
giving the historical background of 
the three voyages has been prepared 
by William M. Williamson, curator 
of the marine gallery, and will be on 
sale at the Museum.

cloth on his 11” tall santons. Mme. 
Secard uses early 19th century molds. 
The expressions on Jouve’s santons 
are true to life. 

Once shaped by hand, santons now 
are pressed in a mold much like a 
walnut shell. It is shut for a few 
minutes till the well prepared, red 
clay takes shape, then is opened, the 
figure removed, smoothed, and let 
harden. Formerly it was sun dried, 
now it is baked. A coat of hot gelatin 
gives it firmness and polish which 
holds the paint. Faces, hair, and hats 
are painted on first, then the cos- 
tumes. 

Some molds date back to the early 
Santon Fairs. These molds are worn 
and produce figurines lacking in re- 
lief. But these santons, Mrs. Carter 
says, are especially treasured.

EN RESILLE 
(Hairnel) 
ENAMELS 


By GRACE KALER 


The names that were given to dis- 
tinctive techniques in the art of 
enameling were French. En résille 
(hairnet) enamel is quite a rare type 
and represents a high degree of skill 
and craftsmanship. Some of the lacy 
patterns, in appearance, have a qual- 
ity rather like a delicately woven 
silken net. Exariples of these enamels 
might be mistaken for cloisonné ex- 
cept that careful observation reveals 
the base of the work to be crystal. 
Fine thread-like wires of gold out- 
line each tiny incised motif of the 
exquisite tracery. 

Arabesques and scrolls were en- 
graved on a plaque of glass or rock 
crystal, to a depth of approximately 
one-fiftieth of an inch. The incised 
pattern was then outlined with the 
gold wires, forming minute cloisons, 
or cells, which were filled with opaque 
or translucent enamels. After care- 
ful firing and polishing, the design 
resembled an encrustation on the 
crystal base. Because the materials 
were extremely fragile, this curious 
process was one of great delicacy. 

The en résille technique was used 
by French goldsmiths in making jew- 
elry, matchless miniature cases and 
boxes; also odd objects of adornment. 
Vanity has long been a strange hu- 
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man weakness, and pleasures of per- 
sonal adornment have been an incen- 
tive to artistic creation. Many French 
and English portraits of the early sev- 
enteenth century show both women 
and men of fashion wearing fine ear- 
rings—some of them elegantly enam- 
eled. Gold buttons, enameled and set 
with pearls, and enameled crystal 
buttons adorned the dress of men and 
women. In an earlier period, even 
the handkerchief was ornamented 
with buttons—‘“silver-faced with bo- 
dy of blue glaze.” Toward the close 
of the seventeenth century the fash- 
ion for fabulous adornment in fem- 
inine dress diminished, and almost 
disappeared from men’s dress, Enam- 
els, however, remained in popular de- 
mand. 

French craftsmen were creating 
these intricate enamels in the six- 
teenth and _ seventeenth centuries. 
This type of work, however, was car- 
ried on chiefly in the East—partic- 
ularly in India, ) 

Historical evidence reveals that 
when a strong ruling dynasty exer- 
cised its influence over large domains 
in India, the intellectual and artistic 
genius was stimulated to produce won- 
drous works of art. This vitality af- 
fected the minor mediums as well 
as the major means of artistic ex- 
pression. 

The en résille method employed in 
the East was somewhat different. A 
design was worked in repoussé on 
a gold plaque. Colorless enamel cov- 
ered the reverse surface and filled 
in the hollow sections, Colored enam- 
els were laid on the obverse of the 
plaque and made permanent by fir- 
ing. The two sides of the plaque were 
then epplied to a grindstone, to make 
the repoussé and reserved surfaces 
disappear—leaving only an enamel 
set in a plate of crystal. 

Known examples of en résille 
enameling are almost non-existent to- 
day. Important specimens may be 
seen in the Louvre, also in the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum. There is 
a particularly fine piece in the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art: a Sixteenth 
Century French Vanity Mirror. There 
are very few pieces in private col- 
lections. 

The teapot shown here is of sil- 
ver (copper base) with en résille and 
cloisonné enameling. This combina- 
tion of methods is from a later pe- 
riod than the pure en résille, and 
indicates a reasonable transition 
from the simple schemes to the in- 
tricate. Translucent en résille picture 
panels form the front and back sec- 
tions of the teapot. Butterflies and 
blossoms in low tones of blue, green, 
yellow, tawny red and aubergine are 
vignetted against a ground of soft 
celadon green crystal. Every minute 
detail of this intricate network is 
outlined with very fine gold wire. The 
panels are enclosed by bands of steel 
gray cloisonné enamel, relieved by a 
delicate key fret pattern which has 
been formed by the gold cloison 
wires, This fretwork is repeated on 
the handle and on the spout. A fine 
lacy network of floral scroll cloisons 
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covers the two sides, top and bot- 
tom of the teapot. 

The French technique of en résille 
enameling is evident in this example 
although the teapot is of Chinese 
workmanship. It is believed that meth- 
ods other than those for painted 
enamels were introduced in China by 
the early French missionaries. 

Enamels are represented through 
the entire period of known art. This 
handicraft has been practiced in al- 
most all countries where art has 
flourished. Some have won greater 
fame than others. The works vary in 
substance and beauty of workman- 
ship as well as in their rarity and 
intrinsic values. The rare representa- 
tions are easily distinguished by char- 
acteristic forms, colors and designs.

The massive vaults that protect 
the nation’s gold supply at Fort 
Knox and a collection of antique me- 
chanical penny banks have a com- 
mon bond. 

Edwin H. Mosler, Jr., president of 
the 109-year-cld Mosler Safe Com- 
pany—the firm that built the Fort 
Knox vaults—is a collector of penny 
banks. He owns one of the few re- 
maining originals of the famous Fer- 
ris Wheel model, commemorating the 
‘Chicago World’s Fair of 1893, where 


the first ferris wheel was introduced. 

Mechanical penny banks date back 
to the late 1800’s when lessons in 
thrift were a common practice in 
American homes. To encourage this 
trait in children, artisans designed 
original penny banks, which were 
cast in iron or brass. Once an orig- 
inal design had been cast, the sand 
molds were destroyed. After casting, 
the banks were hand-painted and 
decorated with all the care and imag- 
ination of a work of art. While they

cost only a few dollars in the 1800’s, 
today many of them are worth hun- 
dreds of dollars. 

The earlier models generally at- 
tempted to depict humorous situa- 
tions such as a boy being butted by 
a buffalo, or a boy caught stealing 
a watermelon, Later, politics, social 
phenomena and national events in- 
spired designs. 

Typical was the so-called “Tamma- 
ny Penny Bank,” showing Tammany 
Boss Tweed pocketing pennies and 
nodding his thanks. 

The Mosler collection contains 
some of the rarer specimens of an- 
tique mechanical penny banks.

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ATLANTIC CABLE 
HISTORY 


In the early 1850’s the idea of an 
undersea cable connecting Europe 
and America was ridiculed by many. 
Henry Thoreau, the Concord indivi- 
dualist, wrote in Walden (1854): “We 
are eager to tunnel under the Atlan- 
tic and bring the old world some 
weeks nearer to the new; but per- 
chance the first news that will leak 
through into the broad, flapping Am- 
erican ear will be that the Princess 
Adelaide has the whooping cough.” 
However, many men in the United 
States and England had faith in the 
importance of the enterprise, and as 
a result the Atlantic Telegraph Co. 
was formed. 


By the summer of 1857 the plans 
were completed. The American screw- 
and-sail-propelled frigate Niagara 
would lay one-half of the cable from 
Valentia Bay, Ireland, to the middle 
of the Atlantic. Then the otner half 
of the cable would be spliced on and 
laid to Newfoundland by the English 
screw-and-sail-propelled frigate Aga- 
memnon. 


On the morning of August 6, 1857, 
the Niagara left Valentia Bay, but 
before it had made 5 miles the cable 
snapped. The ship returned to repair 
the damage, and resumed her course, 


this time more slowly. However, 
after four days out, the cable 
broke again. Unfortunately, 385 


miles of cable had been laid tu depths 
up to two miles. The Niagara sailed 
back to America, and the project 
was postponed until the following 
summer. 


However, before Cyrus W. Field 
left England for America, he per- 
suaded English investors to increase 
the capital and order 700 miles of 
new cable. In Washington, he then 
obtained more funds and the use of 
naval vessels for another attempt. 


On October 20, 1858, the cable 
went dead. However, the Civil War 
prevented any repair operations un- 
til 1865. This time the Great East- 
ern, then the largest vessel afloat, 
replaced the inoperative cable. Fin- 
ally, on July 18, 1866, messages 
could be sent once again. Some time 
later, Field salvaged part of the first 
cable, and another section from New- 
foundland was spliced on to it. Then, 
two submarine telegraph cables link- 
ed the two continents. 


On August 6, 1858, George Saward, 
secretary of the Atlantic Telegraph 
Co., wrote Cyrus W. Field from Lon- 
don: “The name of Cyrus Field will 
now go onward to immortality as 
long as that of the Atlantic Tele- 
graph shall be known to mankind.”

CURRIER & IVES 
EXHIBIT 


For generations of Americans, his- 
tory was depicted in the popular lith- 
ographs issued by the New York firm 
of Currier & Ives. Some 120 of these 
prints, from The Harry T. Pe- 
ters and other collections, are on 
view at the Museum of the City of 
New York, Fifth Avenue at 103-104 
Street, until September 7 in an ex- 
hibition “Through History With Cur- 
rier & Ives—from the Garden of 
Eden to San Juan Hill.” 


The distant past and the foreign 
scene are only sketchily chronicled. 
The Old and New Testaments provid- 
ed many stories familiar to Nine- 
teenth Century households, and prints 
such as “Adam Naming the Crea- 
tures,” were part of a religious group 
that found a ready market. Although 
the great sweep of European history 
was largely unrecorded, such figures 
as “Llewellyn the Great” and “Wil- 
liam Tell,” were depicted by these 
printmakers, and Napoleon, loomed 
as a popular subject. With an eye to 
both export and domestic trade, the 
firm also issued prints of heroes of 
the “old country,” that touched the 
hearts of newcomers to these shores 
such as the Irish community, for 
whom “The Siege of Limerick” and 
“The Funeral of Daniel O’Connell” 
were made. 


But it is the panorama of Amer- 
ican history that is depicted most 
fully, with varying degrees of authen- 
ticity and artistic merit. Episodes 
from the country’s early history were 
captured for the Currier & Ives pub- 
lic in prints such as, “The Landing 
of the Pilgrims at Plymouth, Mass.” 
From the period of the Revolution 
come “The Declaration of Indepen-

dence” and “Surrender of General 
Burgoyne at Saratoga, N. Y.,” both 
from paintings by John Trumbull. 
The first president is the subject of 
a number of prints among which are 
“The Inauguration of Washington” 
and “Washington Taking Leave of 
the Officers of His Army.” 

A whole series of lithographs of 
contemporary events caught “history 
in the making.” Some were drawn 
from “on-the-spot” sketches, others 
conformed to a pattern that was em- 
bellished with local detail, and oth- 
ers were frankly romanticized crea- 
tions. From the Mexican War comes 
“Naval Bombardment of Vera Cruz,” 
and from the Civil War come, among 
others, “Bombardment of Fort Sum- 
ter,” “Charleston Harbor,” and “The 
Fall of Richmond, Va., on the Night 
of April 2nd, 1865.” 

The group of Lincoln subjects in- 
cludes the “Hon. Abraham Lincoln, 
Republican Candidate for Sixteenth 
President of the United States”—an 
authoritative copy of the Brady pho- 
tograph made before the Cooper 
Union address; and, on the other 
hand, there is an imaginary recrea- 
tion of the scene that shocked the na- 
tion, “The Assassination of President 
Lincoln, at Ford’s Theatre, Wash- 
ington, D, C.” 

From the era of the expanding 
frontier come “Across the Continent, 
Westward the Course of Empire Takes 
Its Way,” “Gold Mining in Califor- 
nia,” and “Custer’s Last Charge.” 

Social and political history are doc- 
umented by prints as diverse as the 
“Great Riot at the Astor Place Opera 
House, New York, May 10th, 1849,” 
“The Great Exhibition of 1851,” “The 
Great Mississippi Steamboat Race 
from New Orleans to St. Louis, July, 
1870,” and “The Great Fire at Chi- 
cago, Oct. 8th, 1871.” The gallery of 
famous Americans of this epoch closes 
with a lithograph of “Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, U.S.V. Commander of the 
Famous Rough Riders.” 

The exhibition has been arranged 
by Patricia Pulling and Grace M. 
Mayer of the Print Department. 





Lincoln Portrait 


A hitherto unknown portrait of 
Abraham Lincoln, done from life by 
Francis Bicknell Carpenter, who spent 
six months in the White House in 
1864, was recently displayed at the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Arts and 
Industries Building, as part of a spe- 
cial Lincoln exhibit commemorating 
the 150th anniversary of the birth 
of our sixteenth president. 
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The painting is a miniature, 3% 
inches by 4%4 inches, done in oils on 
a copper plate, It shows Lincoln with- 
out a beard, even though at the time 
he was wearing a beard. Carpenter, 
who spent the bulk of his time at 
the White House working’ on his epic 
painting “The First Reading of the 
Emancipation Proclamation,’ now 
hanging in the Capitol, expressed 
himself as well pleased with the like- 
ness he obtained. He notes that he 
painted a beardless Lincoln at the ex- 
press wish of a correspondent, Charles 
Seward. In a letter to Seward dated 
April 6, 1864, he wrote: 

“It was a difficult task to paint Pres- 
ident Lincoln without his beard and 
still have that harmony of expres- 
sion. I visited the President several 
times to secure something more than 
the very tired expression I found he 
had and I feel satisfied that I have 
succeeded in securing a satisfactory 
portrait. 

Preliminary research has tended to 
support the authenticity of the paint- 
ing and letter. The painting is on 
loan to the United States National 
Museum from Col. Theodore Barnes 
of Washington, D. C., and Miami 
Beach, Fla. 

The White House silver service 
made for Mary Todd Lincoln, and 
the gold watch Lincoln carried as a 
prosperous lawyer in Springfield and 
throughout his presidency, was also 
placed on display. These objects, with 
other Lincolniana, were recently do- 
nated to the U.S. National Museum 
by Lincoln Isham, great-grandson of 
the president. The coffee cup from 
which Lincoln drank at dinner on the 
night of April 14, 1865, before he left 
for Ford’s Theater, was shown with 
other White House china of the pe- 
riod. A display of presentation piec- 
es included a gold box -and nugget 
from California. 

The Division of Political History 
of the Smithsonian Institution, which 
prepared the exhibit, possesses one 
of the largest collections of Lincoln 
personal memorabilia in existence.

VISITING 
THE MUSEUMS

To list all the museums where rare 
bells are to be seen, would be a 
monumental task. This selected list, 
however, is indicative of the innumer- 
able fine old bells to be found among 
museums both large and small. Some 
have many bells on display. Others 
have only one, perhaps; yet often 
that single bell is historic enough to 
merit a special visit.

The Halls of Desert Glass, National 
City, California: 


Here Hans K. Lindemann has not 
only established the world’s largest 
collection of sun-colored glass but has 
also built a vast museum of Amer- 
icana treasures, including a collec- 
tion of bells. At present the museum 
houses the 800 Ib. bell of the aircraft 
carrier Hornet; a 400 lb. church bell 
dated 1800; a 150 lb. Mississippi Riv- 
er boat bell; and a large early Amer- 
ican battery-operated tre alarm bell 
that once saw service in a San Diego 
fire station. Smaller bells are mostly 
of a commemorative type, many be- 





ing from early expositions. To his 
knowledge, Mr. Lindemann’s is the 
only museum where visitors may view 
one of the rare Columbian Exposition 
bells mounted on a standard and 
wheel. | 


Nevada State Historical Society, Re- 
no, Nevada: 


To prove to themselves that sweet- 
toned bells with silver content are 
more than a legend, many collectors 
stop here to see the silvery toned 
old bell from Virginia City. Cracked 
once when the gold rush ringers got 
too festive and vigorous, it had to 
be recast. During the recasting en- 
thusiastic citizens decided to give 








RARE CARVING ACQUIRED 
BY MUSEUM 


(Illustrated) 

A very unusual Benin ivory carv- 
ing has been purchased by the Brook- 
lyn Museum's Primitive Arts Depart- 
ment and has.just been put on pub- 
lic view on the first floor. 


The piece is a sistrum or double 
bell, probably hit with a stick for 
resonant sound, dating from the 
16th century, the best period of Be- 
nin art. Its craftsmanship is singu- 
larly fine, doubtless because it was 
made for the King and was one of 
his signs of prestige. There are nu- 
merous metal sistrums that have 
come down from these Nigerian peo- 
ples, but extremely few ivory rep- 
licas of them are known. 


The royal sistrum was carried dur- 
ing ceremonies, and was used to des- 
ignate prisoners for sacrifice. By the 
end of the 19th century the human 
sacrifices involved with these great 
royal ceremonies led to English inter- 
ference, and a British regiment sent 
in 1896 to prevent the sacrificial ritu- 
als was massacred. Thereupon the 
notorious Punitive Expedition went to 
Benin and completely destroyed the 
ancient city; many valuable art ob- 
jects were taken back to England. 
It was in this way that the Muse- 
um’s sistrum was brought to light, 
having been found buried in the roy- 
al compound along with the kings and 
their other prized possessions. The 
piece was described in Studio in 1898 
as “the gem of all the carved ivory 
work.” 


The intricate carving of the front 
of the larger bell depicts the King 
with his attendants. On the other 
side a smaller bell shows a human 
hand held in the mouth of a croco- 
dile. The sistrum is 14 inches long. 
(Purchased through A. A. Healy and 
F. L. Babbott funds). 
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their bell a more mellow tone by 
tossing in hundreds of dollars’ worth 
of silver and gold. ; 
Asistencia, near Redlands, California: 

Though not housed in a museum 
building, Asistencia’s growing collec- 
tion of ranch bells is under the spon- 
sorship of the local nistorical so- 
ciety. Appropriately, the bells hang 
in a walled enclosure or courtyard 
which was once a cattle outpost of 
the San Gabriel Mission. These bells, 
if they could speak, would have much 
to tell of early ranching history in 
the Redland area. 


The Gannon Museum of Wagons, Mab- 
ton, Washington: 

As an adjunct to its collection of 
horse drawn vehicles this museum 
has a large display showing all types 
of vehicles and harness bells. Most 
unusual in the latter group are the 
eye-catching saddle chimes with a 
cast eagle finial flanked by red and 
white horse-hair plumes. These were 
once used on a show harness in a 
circus. In the foyer of the museum 
the collector may find many other 
bells of almost every kind, from all 
over the world. Of special interest 
are the costume and regalia of the 
Yakima Indians, on whose reserva- 
tions the shop is located. Their an- 
cient squaw dresses, medicine neck- 
laces and dancing anklets are quite 
often decorated with tinkling bells. 
Arizona State Museum, Tucson, Ariz.: 

The 85 small cast copper bells on 
display here are a “must” for any 
serious student of aboriginal bells 
from the _ pre-Columbian period. 
Found in various ruins of the South- 
west, these bells date back to the 
15th or even the 12th century. 
Among the bells is one which is be- 
lieved to be the largest pre-Colum- 
bian bell yet uncovered in the South- 
west. Very possibly it is as large as, 
or larger than, any discovered in Mex- 
ico.

In- 
side the museum are other large 
bells from many parts of the world, 
the majority of them weighing 50 
lbs. or more. 


Douglas County Historical Society, 

Superior, Wisconsin: 

Here on permanent display is a 
charming private collection of metal, 
glass and ceramic beils given by 
Mrs. Frank B. Hayes, a long-time 
resident of this Wisconsin community. 


Fostoria Museum, Fosturia, Ohio: 

The hobby of Lyman Carr, a re- 
tired Fostoria business man, is main- 
taining this four-room museum left 
him by his uncle, a Civil War Col- 
onel. One of the most prized items on 
display is an ancient bell dating back 
500 years before Noah’s flood. The 
bell came into Mr. Carr’s possession 
when he purchased a collection of cu- 
riosities that had been exhibited at

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A Commemorative Cotton Print 


The collecting of antique fabrics 
is a delightful cultural adventure, 


bringing with it colorful glimpses in- 
to the past, as fabric designs ‘in all 
periods of history have reflected the 
thoughts of the people, and have 
been expressions of the times in 
which the designs developed. 
During the late 18th century, and

all of the 19th, color fast cotton 
prints were produced with designs 
based on the social and historical 
events occurring then. These cotton 
prints can be compared to souvenir 
spoons, as the same desire lay be- 
hind them, a desire on the part of 
the manufacturers to honor certain 
persons and localities, and to com- 
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memorate important happenings. 

This rare printed cotton fabric il- 
lustrated was made in 1876, the cen- 
tennial year, in commemoration of 
the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. It was printed by the 
Cocheco Manufacturing Company of 
East Rochester, N. H., and was sold 
by the Lawrence Company of Boston. 

The pattern consists of stripes 
which run lengthwise. The wider 
stripes have a white background on 
which branches of acanthus - like 
leaves frame a group of weapons, a 
cannon, a drum, and a flag. An 
amusing point to notice is that, al- 
though the cannon has just been 
fired (as indicated by the smoke 
exuding from it), the cannon ball is 
represented as returning to the can- 
non. 

Many of the designs in fabrics of 
earlier times were not drawn by art- 
ists but by the engravers who pro- 
duced the copper plates used in the 
printing. These engravers often had 
a sense of design which was greater 
than their feeling for realism, and 
a cannon ball going in the wrong 
direction was of little consequence as 
long as the pattern had balance and 
rhythm. 

The medallion which forms the re- 
peat in the narrower (central) stripe 
is even more interesting, as can be 
seen in the enlarged picture. The 
eagle, which was the most popular 
historic symbol of the 19th century, 
is placed against a background of 
brown. It surmounts an oval fram- 
ing—a wreath of ears of corn and 
corn leaves. 

This motif includes harvest sym- 
bols, pumpkins, corn shocks, plow, 
and rake, and represents peace, in 
contrast to the warlike designs of 
the other group. Extending from be- 
hind a shield is the “capet rouge,” a 
symbol borrowed from the French 
Revolutionary period, the cap of lib- 
erty atop a pole. The dove of peace 
in the sky carries an olive branch. 

The very narrow bands which sep- 
arate the wide stripes add a further 
patriotic note, as they contain phras- 
es from the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, “our lives, our fortunes, and 
our sacred honor,” and “life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.” 

The warmth of the color scheme in 
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this print, with its shades of brown, 
dark red, orange, and a touch of blue 
for contrast, appealed to Victorian 
ladies. They bought many yards of 
the cloth, cut it into six-foot lengths, 
and put four such lengths together, 
padded with wool and hand-tied with 
yarn, to make bed comforters. 

Only a few pieces of this historic 
cotton print remain today. The ma- 
terial pictured here (also see cover) 
is in the collection of the author. 
Other pieces are owned by the Art 
Institute, Chicago, Ill., and the Ford 
Museum, Dearborn, Mich.

their kind. Two are from the big 
Atlantic liner Leviathan, Another is 
from the first iron vessel built for the 
U.S. Navy, the U.S.S. Michigan. Per- 
haps the oldest is attributed to a 
British vessel sunk off Yorktown, Va., 
in 1781, at the time of Cornwallis’ 
surrender. A good many of the bells 
are engraved with their manufactur- 
er’s name. This in itself makes the 
collection valuable in studying early 
ship’s bells and their makers. 

Valentine Museum, Richmond, Va.: 
Among this museum’s hundreds of 

costume accessories dating back as 

far as 1750, may be seen a quaint 
pair of bell-earrings made of hair- 
work, Hair-work jewelry was very 

fashionable with m’lady between 1840 

and 1850, 

The Newark Museum, Newark, N. J.: 
Here may be seen some very un- 

usual and rare Tibetan bells. There 
are also examples froin China, Jap- 
an, Java, Ancient Cyprus, and the 
United States. The Museum has a 
policy of changing exhibitions and 
therefore all bells are not always on 
view. However, even though they may 
not be on exhibition, the bells are 
always available to students and se- 
rious collectors for study if they 
make the proper request to the mu- 
seum. 

The Jewish Museum, The Jewish The- 
ological Seminary, New York City: 
Objects found in very few muse- 

ums are seen in the seminary’s price- 

less collection of European Hebrew 
religious articles decorated with bells. 

Examples are a silver sabbath and 

festival lamp hung with hells, from 

Frankfort-on-the-Main, cir. 1680; and 

a richly ornate Torah crown from 

Lemberg, cir. 1774. 

American Museum of Natural Histo- 
ry, New York City: 

Much of the ‘pleasure in viewing 
the vast number of bells at the Mu- 
seum of Natural History lies in the 
fact that the bells are not shown as 
a collection but are an integral part 
of the various cultural displays from 
room to room. In ‘scenes from the 
African bush, for example, a bark- 
less dog wearing his bell sits in the 
foreground; and among Oriental dis- 
plays are rare horse bells from the 
Han Dynasty. Other bells are sim- 
ilarly displayed. 

Mystic Seaport, Marine Historical As- 
sociation, Mystic, Connecticut: 

An impressive collection of ship’s 
bells awaits the visitor to Mystic Sea- 
port. They vary in height from those 
a few inches tall to one huge ship’s 
bell 46 inches tall. Historically they 
represent ships ranging from the old 
four-masted schooners and Spanish 
warships to vessels that saw serv- 
ice in W. W. II. Among others is a 
bronze bell-buoy dated 1871. Too, 
there are several interesting captain’s 
dining table bells from early ships, 
all specifically catalogued as to their 
original owners.

originating from Boston. A year-long 
tour followed this engagement, and 
then came the WMCA contract about 
a year ago that was to continue until 
Ernie Hare’s death. 

Jones and Hare did not seem quite 
as much at home before the micro- 
phones of today as they did in the 
earlier days. Such things as scripts 
never worried them much as they ad- 
libbed their way through a program, 
packing their dialog with spontaneous 
humor. Nowadays, with radio time 
bought, paid for and timed to the 
exact second, they were forced to pre- 
pare scripts and follow them pretty 
closely. It hampered their technique. 
But with the aid of a third man, who 
sat at the piano and added his voice 
to choruses, they gave their Sunday 
afternoon listeners much the same type 
of entertainment that they purveyed 
during the 1920’s, and radio station of- 
ficials said they had attracted a good 
following. 

Besides his daughter, Hare is sur- 
vived by his widow; his mother, Mrs. 
Thomas E. Hare, and a sister, Mrs. 
J. C. Morgan of Norfolk.

Amid the many tasteful plums here- 
in included, a few are exceptionally 
tempting. Anselmi’s “Su la Villa 
Solitaria” is a charmer; and what 
more can be said about Zenatello’s 
splendid “Vieni”? The “Mulattieri” 
is of utmost importance because it 
preserves the only known recording 
of Cotogni. True, the great baritone 
was 77 when he made this disc, but 
still a glimpse of his now legendary 
voice is spotted here and there. If 
only Marconi didn’t insist on starting 
his passages in the middle part one 
bar too soon (funny how sometimes 
even the biggest can’t “hear” the 
simplest rudiments of musical divi- 
sion). Paoli’s “Prophet,” Vignas’ 
“Lorenza,” Escalais’ “Africaine,’’ 
Vezzani’s “Dinorah,” Dalmores’ ‘“Pa- 
gliacci” are all superb. Of the lower 
male voice exponents: Vanni - Mar- 
coux in “Hamlet,” Fugere in “Jo- 
conde,” Schorr in “Zar und Zimmer- 
mann,” Belhomme in “Caid,” Jour- 
net in “Ascanio” walk away with 
most of the honors. Among the per- 
formances in the ladies’ department, 
Tetrazzini’s ‘“Serenata,” Spani’s 
“Butterfly,” Ponselle’s ‘“Trovatore,” 
Lilli Lehmann’s “Nozze di Figaro,” 
Rethberg’s “Carmen,” Leider’s “Don 
Giovanni,’ Lotte Lehmann’s “Mig- 
non,” Gay’s “Carmen” shine particul- 
larly bright. 

Other selections also should be gi- 
ven prominence, but the listings 
speak for themselves, and certainly 
no one could possibly have difficulty 
in making the right choice.

Old Sandwich, ancient Cape Cod 
community, still lures the English who 
come to see and to settle, and at- 
tracts thousands of history-minded 
and gilass-loving Americans to view 
the town and the Sandwich Histor- 
ical Society’s Museum. 

The Sandwich Historical Society is 
to be highly commended, as it has pre- 
served for posterity its local history 
in its own locale. A visit to this Bay 
Shore section of Cape Cod and the 
Sandwich Glass Museum is a rich 
and rewarding experience, 

Many visiting Britishers, including 
those who are interested in living on 
the Cape, exclaim over the striking 
likeness of this Sandwich-Barns- 
table-Yarmouth area of Cane Cod, to 
the Southwestern coast of England— 
the Devonshire country.

Cape Playhouse appearances, said of 
Dennis Beach, “I can see, smell and 
hear the Devonshire Coast right here.” 

The late Gertrude Lawrence, who 
lived at Dennis, loved this likeness 
also. She exclaimed over the “atmos- 
phere of the Devonshire countryside” 
as she admired the coastal stretch 
from Sandwich down the Cape, with 
its miles of sandy flats, and narrow 
serpentine channels wending their 
paths seaward, forming small but 
charming harbors. 

Numerous Cape Cod _ historians 
have recorded that the early settlers 
saw again in their “mind’s eye” the 
coast line of Devonshire and South- 
west England when they named these 
towns on the north, or “Bay Shore” 
side of the Cape. Some of these now 
date back three centuries—Barnsta- 
ble, Sandwich, Falmouth, Yarmouth, 
and so on. Surely for the history-lov- 
ing and artistically inclined, the beau- 
ty of this particular region is un- 























surpassed, and Sandwich may right- 
fully claim its share of atmosphere 
and authentic antiquity. 

Its long history is suggested by the 
many old homes lining its quiet, tree- 
lined streets, and the early church 
with its beautiful Christopher Wren 
steeple. The old Hoxie house, fine ex- 
ample of earliest salt-box type, and 
claimed to be the oldest house on 
Cape Cod, is located on the shore of 
Lake Shawmee in the center of the 
town. Quietly waiting for its restora- 
tion is the Daniel Webster Inn, known 
earlier as the Fessenden Inn, with its 
original building intact, and _ the 
quaint, genial charm of an ancient 
hostelry, having served as a mail and 
stage coach destination. These and 
the Historical Society’s Sandwich 
Glass Museum, all contribute to the 
town’s beauty and importance, 


Sandwich, Massachusetts, was ac- 
tually the first incorporated town on 
Cape Cod, thus being one of the old- 
est communities in the country. It 
was founded in 1637, and incorpor- 
ated in 1639. The following unique 
bits of the town’s history were gath- 
ered from a collection of historical 
books and papers in possezsion of the 


milk glass. In three cases, the blue is combined with Sand- 


wich’s own alabaster and opalescent glass, both being originated 
by Deming Jarves at the Sandwich factories.

Sandwich was founded by ten men 
from Saugus (that town having been 
settled in 1629) and we find: 

April 38, 1637—“When these ten 
men from Saugus shall have liberty 
to view a place, to sit down and 
have sufficient lands for three score 
families, on condition propounded to 
them by the Governor and Mr. Win- 
BIOW.s 5:4) 6° 

These ten men were: Edmond Free- 
man, Richard Chadwell, Thomas Tup- 
per, William Wood, George Knott, 
Henry Feake, William Almy, Edward 
Dillingham, John Carmen, and Thom- 
as Dexter. Their names bxing to mind 
= old rhyme familiar to Cape Cod- 

ers: 


“Armed with a grant 
from the Pilgrim Town, 
Ten men from Saugus came 
with a view of settling down” 


The great expanse of salt marshes 
beginning at Sandwich also drew 
numbers of disgruntled settlers from 
Plymouth, colonists who were seek- 
ing greater freedom for themselves 
and their children, and better grazing 
grounds. Sandwich evidently was 
known as a “Good Towne” very early, 
as in Maverick’s early account of 
New England, it was stated: “Eigh- 
teen miles more southerly, from Ply- 
mouth Towne is a Good Towne called 
Sandwich. A towne which affords a 
good store of provisions and some 
years a quantity of whale-bone made 
of whales which drive up dead in 
that bay.” The Indian name for Sand- 
wich was Shawmee, the name of the 
pleasant small lake in the town’s cen- 
ter, which culminates in a picturesque 
mill-stream. 

Historically it is stated: “No man 
could be a citizen but a church mem- 
ber.” By 1654 a grist-mill had been 
established. In 1656 a new meeting 
house was built. This was probably 


on the site of the present Unitarian 
Church. In 1657 “Quakers came to 
this place to settle.” (In 1957 the 
Quakers celebrated the 300th Anni- 
versary of their founding church in 
Sandwich). 

In 1663 “Schools were first agita- 
ted.” In 1695 an order was passed 
that every unmarried man in the 
township, yearly, should kill six black- 
birds or three crows while he re- 
mained single, and that he should 
not marry until he obeyed and ful- 
filled that order to the letter. In 
Sandwich men over seventy were ex- 
cused from killing blackbirds. 

In 1700 a Sandwich boy was “bound 
out” to a man in Nantucket until he 
should become of age. An education 
was to be gained in manner and 
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method prescribed. Two suits of 
clothes were to be received and a 
Bible to be given when his time limit 
was up. One clause in the agreement 
specified that “he should not be com- 
pelled to eat quail too often!” 

In 1703, in appreciation for Chris- 
tian burial of her husband, a grate- 
ful widow presented a bell for the 
meeting house to Pastor Rev. James 
Fessendon. It was inscribed, “If God 
be for you, who can be against you.” 
It was cast in 1675, and the fact has 
been established that it was the old- 
est bell in the United States. 

By 1730 the population had in- 
creased to exactly 1730, and included 
136 families. In 1737 we read, “Her- 
rings are so scarce, no one is allowed 
to use them to fish their corn.” A 
method of fertilizing corn was to 
place several fish in each hill planted, 
a method still used to this day in a 
few New England localities. 

In 1774 we find, “A most notable 
event here in Sandwich was the lead- 
ership of Big Nathaniel Freeman, of 
1500 citizens to Barnstable to pre- 
vent the sitting of the King’s Court.” 
In 1775 a Sandwich boy, Johnnie 
Nye, ran away and joined the Boston 
Tea Party. 

By 1804 Sandwich had progressed 
educationally to the building of the 
Sandwich Academy. And in 1825 a 
Boston merchant, Deming Jarves, es- 
tablished in Sandwich the Boston and 
Sandwich Glass Co., a factor of great 
importance to this town and the Cape 
Cod region. 

Sandwich was luring its first sum- 
mer visitors by the late 1820’s be- 
cause of the town’s beauty, its long 
stretches of fine beaches, and the im- 
portance of Sandwich as a hunter’s 
paradise. Many of these vacationists

Wilson, while 
awaiting trial on burglary charges, es- 
caped from _the Warren County Jail, 
Warrenton, Mo. A complaint was filed 
before a United States commissioner at 
St. Louis, Mo., on November 8, 1955, 
charging Wilson with fleeing from the 
state of Missouri to avoid prosecution 
for the crime of burglary. In 1942, Wilson 
entered a plea of guilty to burglary 
charges and was given a four year sen- 
tence in a state institution in Missouri. 

He is described as 35 years old, blue 
eyes, light brown hair, height 5/’8”, slen- 
der, white, American, with one inch cut 
scar on the back of his left hand.

hobby with well compiled listings of 
cylinder recordings. 

Dr. Deakins’ latest work consists 
of “Edison Blue Amberol Records” 
Cylinder Record Index, Part III, Nos. 
1501 to 29077. Upon scanning the 
artist list, a long-hair collector like 
myself who isn’t too familiar with 
cylinders is surprised and gratified 
to discover that among the scores 
of names on blue amberols, those 
of Adelina Agostinelli, Carlo Albani, 
Blanche Arral, Alessandro Bonci, Lu- 
crezia Bori, Maria Farneti, Fritz 
Feinhals, Edoardo Ferrari-Fontana, 
Carlo Galeffi, Maria Galvany, Aris- 
todemo Giorgini, Maria Labia, Rosa 
Olitzka, and others of equal calibre 
figure prominently. The volume, over 
125 pages, is conveniently cross-in- 
dexed by Artist List, Numerical In- 
dex, Artist Index, and Title Index, so 
finding your way through the catalog 
is no problem at all. 

The Preface announces that late in 
1960, the fourth part of the Index 
will be published, which will list both 
the two and four-minute Indestruc- 
tible Cylinders. For 1961 is promis- 
ed the list of two and four-minute 
U.S. Everlasting, followed by the 
Columbia two and three-minute cylin- 
ders. Heretofore, the data on cylin- 
drical recordings was very scant and 
little diffused. At present, it looks 
as if, thanks to Dr. Deakins’ untiring 
efforts, no one need ignore what the 
cylinders had to offer in the days 
gone by. Moreover, this information 
may - or rather should - now be 
entered in the artists’ discographies. 
After all, a recording is a recording 
no matter whether tubular or flat, 
and a discography to be complete, 
must include every recorded effort of 
a given artist.

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Cape Cod and the Sandwich Glass Museum 


and summer visitors, chiefly well- 
known Boston and Massachusetts 
men, came for the shooting season, 
bringing their families with them 
overland by horse-drawn: chaises. 


In Edward Everett Hale’s “New 
England Boyhood” we find, “Nathan 
Hale and family, Daniel Webster and 
his family, Judge Story and Judge 
Fay enjoyed the charming and com- 
fortable Fessenden’s Tavern, and the 
older boys would be taken out to 
hold the horses on the beach, while 
our fathers walked about and shot 
what they might, 


Edward Everett goes on to say, 
“As for us and the girls, our prin- 
cipal occupation, I remember, was 
playing ‘dinner’ and ‘tea’ with the 
pretty glassware which the Sandwich 
Glass Works was just beginning to 
make for children.” So Edward Ever- 
ett Hale’s playtime further substan- 
tiates the claim that the Boston & 
Sandwich factory employed no glass 
drummers at this time. 


These precious little glass pieces 
were not used as samples, but were 
made expressly for children’s toys. 
This Company was outstanding in 
manufacturing these delightful min- 
iatures, the earliest ones being blown- 
molded, made from 1825 on, followed 
by the handsome Lacy Glass toys. 
Many are beautifully colored. There 
is a case in the new Museum wing 
marked “1840 miniatures,” a charm- 
ing and appealing display. All early 
American glass pieces made for chil- 
dren become fascinating with the 
years. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Sandwich Historical Society opened 
in 1957 with the dedication of the 
new Deming Jarves wing, a fine addi- 
tion to the Society’s Sandwich Glass 
Museum. Thousands of people have 
visited this Museum during the sum- 
mer seasons. The Museum exhibits 
part of the output of the Boston & 
Sandwich Glass Works, one of Cape 
Cod’s earliest industries. It manufac- 
tured glass of all kinds from 1825 
to 1888, being very successful from 
the start, and its total output was 
about 30 million dollars worth of 
glassware. 


The Sandwich Historical Society 
was founded in 1907, with its head- 
quarters at the Sandwich Town Hall. 
In 1925, just one hundred years after 
the founding of the first Glasshouse 
in Sandwich, the present old build- 
ing in which the Museum is now 
housed (having been built in 1813), 
was restored and occupied. The Sand- 
wich Historical Society’s brochure 


states: “The nucleus of the glass col- 
lection was largely contributed by the 
citizens of Sandwich, and available 
funds have been used to purchase au- 
thenticated pieces and examples that 
the curators considered valuable.”

The location of the Museum is 
unique and ideal. It is in the center 
of the town within walking distance 
of the old factory site, where inter- 
ested folks have dug and excavated 
in years gone by. The fact, too, that 
relatives and descendents of blowers, 
cutters, decorators, mold-makers, and 
workmen employed at the factory 
could furnish so much information 
when this Museum was being planned 
and set up, adds interest and worth 
to this outstanding collection of old 
Sandwich glass. 


It has been the policy of the Mu- 
seum to hold a loan exhibit in its 
rooms during the summer season, 2nd 
these small exhibitions have aroused 
much interest and brought forth new 
data on early American glass, from 
glass students throughout the coun- 
try. The word “Sandwich” to lovers 
of this. glass made on Cape Cod is 
held in reverence. There has always 
been an unusual fascination attached 
to the word, Truly, Sandwich glass 
has become a recognized American in- 
stitution. 


The first output of this factory was 
blown glass, and it was equal to any 
glass ever blown in this country. 
There followed the purely American 
innovation, blown-molded glass. It is 
now known that Sandwich developed 
many more individual patterns than 
was formerly conceded, and was a 
prolific producer of this valuable 
glass. 


One of the best examples of Sand- 
wich early blown glass is the tall 
blown bank with the rooster orna- 
ment and with the 1831 silver coin 
enclosed in the bulbous stem above 
the base. This is on view at the Mu- 
seum. What may well be the earliest 
piece displayed is a beehive shaped 
and covered sugar bowl made in 1829 
by the first William Kern as a gift 
for his sister’s wedding. A beautiful 
baptismal font made for a Sandwich 
church is also on display in the new 
Deming Jarves wing. 


The exquisite colorings of this old 
glass exhibit are beyond description. 
Colored pieces are beautifully dis- 
played for the most part against day- 
light. A window of overlay tall lamps, 
beautifully “cut to clear” (through 
the outside coatings of color to the 
clear glass beneath) is a gorgeous 
sight as the “eyes” reflect from. other 
windows of rare old Sandwich colors. 


A visit here is proof that the Bos- 
ton & Sandwich Glass Co. surely ran 
the whole gamut in glass production 
of form,and color. Deming Jarves was 
exceedingly fond of color and de- 
lighted in experimenting with it. Mr. 
Charles Connick, well-known artist in 
stained glass, said, “Every shade of 
color in the famous wirdows of the 
Chartres Cathedral is duplicated in 
the Sandwich output.” 


Many of these colors are now dis- 
played in a large glass map of Cape 
Cod, made entirely from pieces of 
Sandwich glass. This is on display 
in the Museum, an admirable way to 
show the range of colors used at 
Sandwich. Colored glass is here in 
all its beauty and rarity. 


Sandwich Amberina is shown, am- 
ber to dark red at the top. Surpris- 
ingly too, is the fuschia-toned red, 
claimed for other factories only. There 
is also on display a rare blue Am- 
berina bowl, amber to a bluish top. 
And Mr. Francis Wynn showed from 
his collection of fragments, a - piece 
with amber running into green, be- 
side another fragment of the blue 
Amberina in another blue shading. 


The handsome, rare Sandwich Over- 
shot glass is here in color. There are 
several authenticated pieces of Mary 
Gregory glass with the dainty and 
quaintly painted children. 


A window of Venetian-type Sand- 
wich threaded and striped glass, in- 
spired and made by Nicholas Lutz, is 
outstanding. The hand-threaded glass 
of Sandwich is noted. A yellow and 
orchid threaded bellows bottle is a 
product of Lutz’s blow-pipe. Beauti- 
ful, extraordinary shadings were 
used by him. His paperweights are 
featured here. 


In 1954, Mr. William E. Cross, a 
noted collector of paperweights, gave 
a lecture before the “National Ear- 
ly American Glass Club” in Boston. 
He said, “When considering the man- 
ufacture of paperweights in Amer- 
ica, we can find no better place to 
start than at Sandwich where the 
metal used was of an especially fine 
quality, and some fine weights were 
produced, undoubtedly under the 
guidance of Nicholas Lutz.” Lutz spe- 
cialized in fruit paperweights, tiny 
colored pears, apples and cherries, 
green leaves and stems on a latticinio 
background. He also made a number 
of floral weights. 


Many argued suppositions and 
claims have been, at least partially, 
settled by scientific research of the 
thousands of Sandwich glass frag- 
ments. These were taken from the 
ground where the buildings stood, 
from the waste heaps excavated from 
beneath the glass houses, from cel- 
lars, from between floors and walls 
of the actual old factory buildings. 


Much of this excavation was done 
by Mr. Francis Wynn of Sandwich, 
whose valuable collection was avail- 
able to the late Ruth Webb Lee when 
she wrote her outstanding book 
“Sandwich Glass,” copyrighted in 
1939. There is now a fine Sandwich 
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fragment collection at the Smithso- 
nian Institution, beside the Wynn 
collection at the Museum. 

In the late 30’s, scieutific research 
was carried on at Sandwich and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy by the _ internationally-known 
chemist, Professor Frederick H. Nor- 
ton of that Institute. A radio pro- 
gram of the American Chemical So- 
ciety on December 8, 1938, put Sand- 
wich glass on theair. Professor Nor- 
ton stated that no modern glass plant 
would attempt to turn out the great 
variety made at Sandwich, from the 
intricate threaded glass to the simple 
pressed glass, 

Regarding the invention of the 
pressing machine, over which there 
has always been much misunderstand- 
ing, confusion, and argument, Profes- 
sor Norton stated: “Credit must be 
given to Sandwich for evolving the 
first practical machine for commer- 
cial pressing of glass in quantity, 
the forerunner of the automatic glass- 
forming machines of the present 
day.” 

The old free-blown, and _hand- 
tooled, and blown three mold process 
of glassmaking was superseded by 
the pressing machine at Sandwich. 
A tremendous variation of patterns 
was produced, starting with the plain- 
er designs and progressing through 
the crude transition period into that 
aristocrat of Sandwich glass—Lacy 
Sandwich—for the best of which ex- 
pert mold makers were hired. 

True collectors of Americana only, 
especially when they collect early 
American glass, have interests which 
often stem from these thoughts. “Is 
it typically American? Does it have 
historical value? Are there any polit- 
ical or social reforms reflected in 
this article?” ~ 

The Sandwich factory answered the 
ambitious quest of such collectors 
better than any other early Amer- 
ican glasshouse, their historical Lacy 
Sandwich in cup plates, salt dishes, 
and plates being a happy medium to 
collect. These satisfy the demands of 
numerous historical glass lovers. They 
are now great “conversation pieces,” 
and from Sandwich glass we may fol- 
low Presidential candidates and their 
reforms. 

Many famous sailing and steam 
ships are shown, and dated American 
eagles. The building of Bunker Hill 
Monument progresses on cup plates, 
and the raising of money to complete 
the monument by the women of Bos- 
ton and Charlestown is celebrated on 
the last types of this series by the 
words, “From the Fair to the Brave.” 


Lacy Sandwich and the later 
pressed historical pattern glass in 
many forms offer an imposing variety 
to those who must “date” their glass. 
Lacy Sandwich was introduced in 
1839. It shortly gained world-wide 
fame for its excellence, having a fine 
flint content, as all the early Sandwich 
pressed glass had, giving it a beau- 
tiful metallic or silvery sheen. Sand- 
wich flint glass acquired a sheen 
and a musical ring which have be-

come almost legendary. The sand used 
in the manufacture was not from 
Sandwich, but was brought from the 
Berkshires in western Massachusetts. 

Deming Jarves chose this site be- 
cause of the great amount of wood so 
cheaply available for his furnaces, 
and the nearness to Cape Cod Bay 
through the innumerable narrow 
ocean channels, some of which led 
from his factory to the ocean. He 
transported his glass to Boston for 
many years on a sailing sloop, “Pol- 
ly.” He maintained a large sample 
room in Boston as he had to secure 
supplies from that city and else- 
where. Also he had to ship out his 
orders. And he obligingly brought 
supplies, produce, and an occasional 
passenger on his little boat on the re- 
turn trips. 

There were no railroads in 1825, so 
Mr. Jarves put into operation in 1827 
a horse-drawn railway using wood 
rails from his factory to the harbor. 
This is believed to be the first horse- 
drawn railway in America. Transpor- 
tation needs and the genius of Dem- 


ing Jarves were responsible for a 
number of “firsts” at Sandwich. 

When the Old Colony Railway went 
into operation in 1848, the Boston & 
Sandwich Glass Co. had trouble es- 
tablishing freight rates which they 
could afford to pay. Heated argu- 
ments with the railroad officials took 
place and Deming Jarves determined 
to procure other facilities. Although 
ridiculed by many, he ordered a mod- 
el for a steamer with a small steam- 
propeller made. 

This steamer was built for him and 
one day, “startled folk in Sandwich be- 
held a smoky smudge appearing over 
Cape Cod Bay where only sails 
had been before.” It is recorded that 
this little steamer was called “The 
Acorn” by Mr. Jarves, who was es- 
pecially fond of oak, leaf and acorn 
designs, And it is said, he was so 
gleeful to realize his victory over the 
Old Colony Railroad that he cele- 
brated by creating a new “Acorn” 
pattern in pressed glass. 

Excellent labor relations always 
existed between him and his employ- 
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ees. He did much for the town and 
the townspeople. In fact, Deming Jar- 
ves and his Boston & Sandwich Glass 
Co, was the town for many years. 

Pressed glass devotees may view 
many “strictly Sandwich” patterns in 
the Museum, and see the famous 
“Morning Glory” pattern which now 
commands the highest price of any 
pressed pattern glass, Buttons and 
jewelry have been made from the 
beautiful Sandwich glass, the metal 
work being done elsewhere. 

Fine cut glass was made at Sand- 
wich. Their exhibition of this ware 
in 1957 was an eye-opener to those 
who have stated that no outstanding 
cut glass was made at the Boston & 
Sandwich factory. Expert engravers 
and etchers were employed here, as 
much of the fine stem ware and hand- 
some presentation pieces reveal. 

Lamps were made from the first. 
All the available burning fluids from 
whale oil to kerosene have filled thou- 
sands of Sandwich glass lamps, and 
handsome indeed are the colored flint 
glass lamps, candlesticks, vases, and 
scent bottles so highly prized today. 
It is strange that only one small form 
of Sandwich glass produced bears the 
word “Sandwich”’—a_ small _boat- 
shaped salt dish. 

Sandwich also boasted of another 
well-known glass factory founded by 
the same Deming Jarves, after he 
severed his connections with the Bos- 
ton & Sandwich Glass Co. in 1858. 
This was the successful Cape Cod 
Glass Co., only about one half mile 
from the Boston & Sandwich Glass 
Co. This factory opened with much 
ceremony, every person in the town 
of Sandwich receiving an invitation 
to a clam bake and an inspection of 
the new factory. 

Beautiful Sandwich Alabaster glass 
was discovered and made here, and 
much of the genuine gold ruby was 
made at this Cape Cod Glasshouse. 
Here the famous glass maker also 
made beautifu} colored pattern glass. 
Many fragments of early patterns in 
color have been found. Sandwich 
Peachblow was made here, and later 
many fancy and variegated varieties 
of glass were made, including Span- 
gled glass and Vasa Murrhina. 

Numerous interesting and _ histor- 
ical items, other than glass, may be 
seen in this charming Museum. Up- 
stairs it contains a collection of ar- 
ticles given by a Cape Cod captain’s 
widow, who sailed around the world 
with her husband in “The Challeng- 
er.” There are log-books of sea cap- 
tains, old samplers, and prints, in- 
cluding rare old views of the orig- 
inal glass factory. It is an exhibition 
wide and varied in its scope. Every 
one finds something of interest. 

An old glass-worker’s bench, stool, 
blow-pipe, tools, and molds salvaged 
from the old factory may be seen. 
The lock and key from the watch- 
house door is there, and the large fac- 
tory bell taken from the main build- 
ing when it was demolished in 1921. 
It is inscribed, “Made by H. M. Coo- 
per & Co., 1833.”

ART CENTER 


Special ceremonies marked the 
opening of The John Nelson Berg- 
strom Art Center and Museum at 
Neenah, Wis., early in April. On his 
death, a few years ago, Mr. Berg- 
strom, founder of the Bergstrom Pa- 
per Co., left a substantial sum of 
money to the city for possible mu- 
seum purposes. Preliminary work on 
this civic project was begun in 1953 
when the Neenah Rotary Club asked 
James C, Kimberly to call together 
a committee of citizens to explore the 
possibilities of establishing a public 
museum. This committee met and 
Ernst Mahler was elected its chair- 
man. 


The first step toward the realiza- 
tion of such a museum was also taken 
in 1953, when the city of Neenah 
accepted Mrs. John Nelson Berg- 
strom’s gift of the Bergstrom resi- 
dence for ultimate use as an art cen- 
ter and museum. 


The second step was taken in 1954, 
when Articles of Incorporation were 
filed for the new City of Neenah Mu- 
nicipal Museum Foundation, Inc. A 
non-profit organization, its original 
founding members were: Mrs. John 
N. Bergstrom, Mrs. Jessie K. Clark, 
Mr. and Mrs, Ernst Mahler, J. Rus- 
sell Ward, the then Mayor of Neenah 
—Carl E. Loehning, Mr. and Mrs. S. 
F. Shattuck, Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Kim- 
berly, Helen E. Babcock, F. Eliza- 
beth Babcock, Mrs. H. K. Babcock 
and Arthur Remley. 


In accepting the museum on behalf 
of the citizens of Neenah, Mayor 
Chester §S. Bell, said it was “an hon- 
cr and a privilege,” and that “the 
center will become a focal point for 
culture and art in Neenah, and is 
a remarkable gift which the gener- 
osity of citizens made possible.” 


In his dedicatory remarks, Ernst 
Mahler, one of the founders of the 
City of Neenah Municipal Museum 
Foundation, Inc., and its president, 
said the art center will become “one 
of the great cultural centers of Wis- 
consin, and a pride to the city of 
Neenah.” 


Continuing he said that Mrs. Berg- 
strom not only left the home for the 
art center and museum, but also left 
some $400,000 in cash and securities 
as a start for the permanent endow- 
ment of the museum, and her out- 
standing and unmatched collection of 
glass paperweights for display.

praised and insured for $340,000 and 
is the finest in the world. The paper- 
weight collection is one of the per- 
manent displays of the museum. 

Mrs. Bergstrom bought her first 
paperweight in 1921, and was collect- 
ing them until the time of her death 
in 1958. In 1940, she published a 
book based upon her collection and 
on paperweight collecting. 

Another highlight of the exhibi- 
tion at the new museum is one of 
four original oils displayed from the 
Ernst Mahler collection. It is an au- 
thenticated self portrait by Joshua

The Post Office Department has 
authorized a temporary postal sta- 
tion June 26-28, 1959, at the LaSalle 
Hotel, Chicago, IIll., in conjunction 
with the annual convention and ex- 
hibition of the American Air Mail 
Society, according to Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

This cancellation will read “Amer- 
ican Air Mail Society Convention 
Station, Chicago, Illinois,’ abbreviat- 
ed as may be necessary. Collectors 
desiring this exhibition cancellation 
may send stamped, addressed envel- 
opes to the Postmaster, Chicago 7, 
Ill., with a notation on the outside 
wrapper “American Air Mail Society 
Cancellation.”

The first day cancellation to be 
used at Washington, D.C., on May 
380, 1959, when the 4-cent Lincoln 
Sesquicentennial commemorative is 
placed on sale will feature an angle 
view of the Lincoln Memorial. The 
stamp will picture a portion of the 
famed Daniel Chester French statue 
of Lincoln, which is located in the 
Memorial.

When the 2%-cent Bunker Hill 
value of the regular postage series 
is placed on sale at Boston, Mass., 
on June 17, 1959, the pictorial first 
day cancellation will feature a Min- 
ute Man, symbolizing the resistance 
of the Colonists during the Battle 
of Bunker Hill. 

The standard non-pictorial type 
cancellation was used at Denver, 
Colo., on May 1, when the 4%-cent 
Hermitage coil stamp was placed on 
first day sale.

From May 6 through November 6, 
1959, Waterford, N.Y., will utilize a slo- 
gan cancellation reading ‘‘Waterford 
Hudson : Champlain Celebration 1609- 
1959,” while Barre, Vt., will have a spec- 
ial postal marking from May 15 through 
December 31, 1959, with the inscription 
Barre, Vt. Champlain Anniversary 
1609-1959."’ 

Marysville, Wash., will have a slogan 
cancellation from May 10 through July 
18, 1959, reading ‘‘Marysville Strawberry 
Festival July 18, 1959.’ Another, in use 
from May 15 through August 16, 1959, at 
Freeburg, Ill., will read “Freeburg, Ill. 
Centennial 1859-1959 Aug. 13-16, 1959.’’ 

Downingtown, Pa., will also mark its 
100th anniversary May 15 through Sep- 
tember 18, 1959, with a cancellation read- 
ing ‘“‘Downingtown, Pa. Centennial Sept. 
11-19, 1959." Another centennial will be 
observed May 15 through Julv 24, 1959, 
at Fulton, Ky., with a special cancella- 
tion ‘Fulton - South Fulton Centennial 
July 18-24, 1959.’’ 

Other jubilees will be marked by can- 
cellations from the following post offices: 
Lo-ain, Ohio, May 15 through July 25, 


1959 - ‘125th Anniversary Celebration of 
Lorain July 17-25’’; ._Hillsboro, Kans., 
May 15 - Dec. 31, 1959 - ‘‘Hillsboro Dia- 
mond Jubilee 1884-1959"; Park River, 
N. D., May 15 through July 4, 1959 - 
“Park River Diamond Jubilee 1884-1959”, 
and Powell, Wyo., May 15 through July 
1, 1959 - “Powell, Wyoming, 50th Anni-

Other special slogan cancellations 
were authorized for use in various 
cities starting May 1, 1959. They are:

There were 320,000 first day cov- 
ers canceled March 16, 1959, when 
the 4%4-cent Hermitage regular post- 
age stamp was placed on sale at 
Hermitage, Tenn. This is almost 
three times greater than the number 
of first day covers (115,820) can- 
celed July 11, 1938, when the 4%- 
cent value of the 1938 Presidential 
series went on sale at Washington, 
D.C., according to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur E. Summerfield. 

A total of 650,000 of the 4%4-cent 
Hermitage stamps was sold March 
16, with a face value of $29,250. 
First day cancellations at Hermitage 
bring the figure for the first three 
months of this year to 2,992,534. 

—o-— 

The Post Office Department will 
no longer accept responsibility for 
replacement of first day covers on 
which stamps have been placed in 
any position other than the upper 
right corner in the accepted fashion. 
Collectors affixing stamps towards 
the center of the envelope in an ef- 
fort to secure a “bull’s eye” cancel- 
ation will henceforth do so at their 
own risk. 

At the same time it has been noted 
that postal personnel assigned to first 
day sales will no longer accept “test” 
cards from individuals or dealers. 
These cards are used to determine the 
position of the cancellation.

Beginning with the 4-cent 49-star 
Flag commemorative, plate numbers 
on all stamps printed on the Giori 
press will appear in the top and bot- 
tom margin corners of each sheet, 
rather than in the left and right 
side margins as at present. 

—o— 

Mail service has been extended re- 
cently to 1,577,336 additional Amer- 
ican families and 109.516 business 
concerns according to the newly is- 
sued “1958 Annual Report of the 
Postmaster General” for the year 
ended ‘June 30, 1958. 

Other pertinent facts ahout the 
postal service are: 

1. 3,965 new city delivery routes 
were established during the twelve- 
month period, including city delivery 
service for the first time in 141 com- 
munities, 
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2. Annual mail volume increased 
to 60.13 billion pieces, compared with 
59.07 billion in fiscal 1957. 

8. Net postal revenues were $2.55 
billion in fiscal ’58, compared with 
$2.50 billion in fiscal ’57. 

4, First-class mail pieces (primar- 
ily letters) totaled 32.22 billion in 
1958, compared with 31.56 billion in 
‘57. 

5. Postal inspectors were respon- 
sible for a record 8,284 arrests for 
postal violations in 1958, 940 more 
than in the previous year. 

6. Mail frauds hit an all time high, 
despite a conviction rate of 98.7 of 
persons brought to trial for postal 
crimes, rising to the point where they 
are causing an “annual loss to the 
American public in excess of $100 
million,’ Mr. Summerfield noted. 

7. The first American postage 
stamps were printed at the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing on the 
new Giori Press, capable of printing 
stamps in 8 colors in one operation— 
while postage stamp sales to col- 
lectors soared at the Philatelic Sales 
Agency in Washington, totalling 
$2,375,052 for ’58, compared with 
$1,990,911 in fiscal 757. 

8. The Post Office Department in 
fiscal 1958 laid the groundwork for 
maximum use of jet air mail with 
establishment of a new Joint Sub- 
committee of the Department and the 
Air Transport Association. (The 
first domestic jet air mail service be- 
gan December 10, 1958). 

9. Red tape was eliminated as 
23,500 local postal forms used in 
hundreds of post offices were re- 
placed by existing national forms or 
discontinued altogether. 

10. Construction began in fiscal 1958 
on 605 new post offices with 2% 
million square feet of space, at an 
estimated private industry construc- 
tion cost of more than $26 million. 

11. A total of 2,093 trucks, trac- 
tors, trailers and mailsters were add- 
ed to the postal vehicle fleet. 

12. The accident frequency rate for 
postal vehicles was cut to 2.05 for 
each 100,000 miles of driving, com- 
pared with 2.24 for 1957, while thou- 
sands of postal drivers received the 
National Safety Council Safe Driver 
Award, 

13. The number of postal employee 
suggestions adopted went up 42% 
over 1957. 

In addition, Mr. Summerfield re- 
ported widespread advances in the 
fields of automation and mechani- 
zation. 


1. Two prototype automatic mail 
“culling”? (separating various sizes 
of mail) machines were delivered in 
fiscal 1958. One was installed in a 
post office for operating tests with 
“live mail,” and the other underwent 
initial tests in the contractor’s lab- 
oratory. The machines have consider- 
able promise, although improvements 
in the final design will be made be- 
fore production units are ordered. 

Two prototype facing and cancel- 
ing machines were completed and 
tests begun in the contractor’s lab- 
oratories. 
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The designs for the St. Lawrence 
Seaway commemorative postage 
stamps to be issued jointly by Canada 
and the United States were released 
simultaneously on April 17 in Wash- 
ington and Ottawa by Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield of 
the United States and Postmaster 
General William Hamilton of Canada. 

The stamps are in the 5-cent de- 
nomination for Canada and the 4-cent 
denomination for the United States, 
these being the respective rates for 
First-Class letter mail in each coun- 
try. Forty million of the Canadian 
stamps and 120 million of the Am- 
erican stamps will be issued.

The First-day sale of the American 
stamp will be at Massena, N. Y., the 
site of the Saint Lawrence Seaway 
Development Corporation in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The two stamps will be placed on 
sale on June 26, 1959, the date on 
which the opening ceremony will be 
held by both countries.

“Photosynthesis” is a jaw breaker 
of a word, but look out for it. It is 
the basis of all known production of 
food. Science is gradually closing 
in on it, but has not crossed the 
magic line of understanding. In the 
meantime there is a great flair of 
population increase throughout the 
world. We are definitely headed to- 
ward a crowded world with a limited 
food supply, and toward starvation, 
malnutrition and wars of decima- 
tion. The Four Horsemen are waiting 
to meet us some place in the future. 

By photosynthesis huge quantities 
of water, air and sunshine combine 
somehow with very small quantities 
of other chemical elements to produce 
a moderate amount of food plants. 
But how? Who knows? Botany and 
agricultural research have vastly im- 
proved our ability to arrange these 
factors in more favorable proportions 
and has greatly increased the yield 
of many plants. But science has not 
yet invaded the sacred precincts of 
the actual process of basic food for- 
mation. When it does that the effect 
might well be much greater than all 
atomic and nuclear findings to date. 

In this fleeting moment of history, 
America has tremendous surplus of 
food — for the moment. When white 
men came to the Americas a few 
tens of thousands of Indians were 
continuing their age old wars over 
hunting and fishing grounds and 
other meager food supplies. With 
the great world food crops of pota- 
toes and corn native to the Americas, 
shortage of food held down the popu- 
lation to where it was easy prey for 
the white invaders. 

It is silly and superficial to assume 
that the present advancement of Am- 
erican agriculture is good enough to 
protect the entire world of the future 
against overpopulation. It is equally 
silly to assume that control of photo- 
synthesis over the seven seas that 
cover most of the earth can supply 
any population that may arise.

Sputniks have brought back for re- 
view the lore of the old almanac. 
Back in early Americana the alma- 
nac went along with the Bible in 
the very many two-book homes. Af- 
ter an absence of nearly three gen- 
erations from any great attention to 
the almanac, much that it contained

Sunrise 
and sunset for the month ahead was 
also of real importance in the pre- 
electric era. 

It is not surprising that such minds 
as that of Ben Franklin were in- 
terested in bringing the ancient lore 
of the Babylonians up to date to do 
practical work for Americans.

If you like quiz programs, take a 
careful look at the next stamp col- 
lection you see. In the categories 
of geography, history, politics, in- 
vention and others you will find you 
have questions that will tax the in- 
formation and memory of anyone. 

The Postmaster General estimates 
that the number of stamp collectors 
has risen from twelve million to 
twenty million in the U.S.A. in the 
past few years.

Norman Armor and 


Battle Standards 


MISSOURI — I am interested in Nor- 
man armor and battle standards, to a 
small extent, as applied to decorating 
a model of a Norman ship of the type 
used by William the Conqueror. These 
were much like Viking ships, but of 
heavier structure. The Normans did not 
seem to use the round shields that 
Vikings did. Norman shields were of 
lozenge shape, a la those in Bayeux 
tapestry. It seems possible that these 
would be found on a Norman ship’s 
gunwale as shown in the tapestry, or on 
the later Saga ships of Vikings c. 1200 
A.D. The dragon standard was appar- 
ently a sort of hollow silk or other cloth 
bag. This was fitted with a face or 
head of dragon-like features, with open 
jaws, legs and wings added. The breeze 
filled out this dragon making it undu- 
late, much like a wind-sock with closed 
end. Henry III in 1244 issued orders to 
have one made, long after they went 
out of use in late pre-Heraldic times. 
They may have been of wood, or of 
copper plates riveted to a frame. Sigurd, 
the Crusader, had a copper dragon 
which he gave to the Emperor of Byzanz. 
It was taken in 1204 by Belgians on 
crusade, brought home to Brussels, and 
later taken to Ghent and placed on top 
a new church there, c. 1300. It is still 
there!—Robert Barnett.

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Numismatics 
Proof Coins Must Be Perfect 


Proof coins are described by most 
publications as “coins specially struck 
with mirror-like surface, for collec- 
tors, at Philadelphia only. Also sand- 
blast and mat proof.” They have a 
lot more behind them than that. 

Today, they are very carefully 
struck to insure perfect specimens. 
Up until recently they were struck 
by hand to acquire this. At all times, 
the dies used were polished, as were 
the planchets. This gave the coins 
their mirror-like finish. 

A genuine proof must be perfect. 
Its field, including the tiny spaces 
between letters and designs, must 
have this mirror-like finish. The high 
lights of the coin are sharp and have 
a “frosted” or “uncirculated” look, 
causing the designs to “stand out” 
from their mirror-like background. 
Edges are usually sharp, and the coin 
is perfectly centered. 

Proof coins are truly beautiful 
coins, whether they be in gold, sil- 
ver, or copper. Sandblast or mat 
proofs have all the above qualifica- 
tions, with the exception of the mir- 
ror-like finish. They have a dull, vel- 
vety-type surface instead. 

While the first regularly recognized 
issue of proofs for collectors com- 
menced in 1858, proofs were coined 
before that time. The first early 
proofs were more like trial or experi- 
mental pieces to test designs and 
dies. Very few were struck, and con- 
sequently they are very rare. These 
were not usualfy offered for sale to 
collectors, but were more as “pres- 
entation” pieces, samples of coinage, 
and so forth. 

In 1858, when proofs were first of- 
fered for sale to collectors, the num- 
ber struck was very small. Records 
as to how many proofs were coined 
prior to 1877 are spotty but we can 
tell from what information we have 
that the quantities were very small. 
By examining the records one can 
see how the interest in proof coins 
steadily increased as the years went 
by. Popularity seemed to center on 
the lower denominations. 

During the 19th century, proof sets 
were offered as minor sets; complete 
sets; and lastlv, the gold. The minor 
sets were by far the most popular, 
then the complete sets, and lastly the 
gold. 

Gold coins were not very popular 
in proof even though their premium 
cost was very little over face value 
Probably, this was due to the initial 
face value investment involved. The 
coinage of proof double eagles ranged 
from onlv 20 to 158 proofs per year 
from 1865 to 1907.

Proofs were discontinued in 1915 
and were not resumed again until 
1986. The maximum number of proofs 
struck in 1915 for any denomination 
was around one thousand. The num- 
ber struck in 19386 that can make up 
proof sets was around 3300. Quite an 
increase, but nothing like what oc- 
curred from 1936 to 1957 when one 
million or so proof sets were coined. 

From 1936 through 1942, proofs 
were not sold as “sets” only, as they 
are today. One could purchase any 
quantity of any denomination desired, 
and had to make up ones own sets. 
From 1950 on proofs have been sold 
as sets only. 

Many “early strikes” of regular is- 
sue coins appear to be proofs, for the 
new dies frequently give the coins 
a mirror-like surface. This is often 
found with branch mint coins, but it 
must be remembered that no proofs 
were ever struck at any of the branch 
mints. While it is very difficult to 
detect these, it will be found that they 
never have the sharp, well struck 
edges of a genuine proof. The high 
lights are usually not sharp, and the 
coin is not perfectly centered. 

Attempts to fake proofs are fre- 
quently come across, Buffing will give 
an uncirculated coin a mirror-like fin- 
ish, but this usually can be detected 
by the mirror-like finish being on 
the designs as well as the field. Even 
those coins done more carefully, so 
that the designs are not buffed, can 
be detected by examining the tiny sur- 
faces between letters and designs 
where a buffer cannot get. The sharp 
edges of such coins are, of course, 
lacking also. 

Uncirculated coins which most fre- 
quently have the look of proof coins, 
when they are not, are: Silver dol- 
lars, 1878 up, from all mints. Liberty 
seated halves, prior to 1890. Quarters, 
prior to 1890. A few dimes in the 
70’s. The 1866 nickel. The 1865 three- 
cent piece. Gold dollars, particularly 
in the 1880’s. Some of the later three- 
dollar gold pieces. With regard to the 
gold $2.50, $5, $10. and $20—these 
sometimes are found with proof-like 
lustre. but are usually somewhat 
scratched, indicating contact with oth- 
er coins. 

Several of the scarcer, shorter is- 
sues, such as the four-dollar stellas; 
the three-dollar coins of 1873, 1875. 

1876: twenty-cent pieces of 1877 and 
1878- nickle three-cent pieces of 1877 
and 1878; and the two-cents of 1873 
were only struck in proof, even 
though used specimens or “debased” 
proofs are occasionally found of these 
coins, 





The three-dollar series, nickle three- 
cent pieces, and the two-cent pieces 
were coins purely for collectors, to 


maintain a “consecutive run of 
dates.” The 1873 two-cent pieces, and 
the 1877 and 1878 twenty-cent pieces, 
struck for this reason, turned out to 
be the last of the series, however. 

The four-dollar stellas were really 
trial or experimental pieces and were 
never coined for actual use. Some de- 
nominations during the 80’s had be- 
come unpopular for regular use, but 
were coined for a decade or so in 
small quantities probably to satisfy 
the collectors’ demand for a complete 
“run of dates.”

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The Centenary of 


Theodore Roosevelt 


106 
In Review - 
It’s rather typical of Theodore 


Roosevelt that it took several thou- 
sand people in forty-nine states and 
some foreign countries a full year 
to do justice to the one hundredth 
anniversary of his birth. 

The rugged, be-spectacled  ad- 
vocate of the “strenuous life” was 
born, October 27th, 1858, in a house 
on New York’s East Twentieth 
Street. His birthplace is now a na- 
tional shrine. 

The official observance commenced 
early in 1958. A whole year was 
needed to observe the fact that the 
many-sided T. R. was a statesman, 
soldier, historian, explorer, naturalist, 
athlete and — his proudest boast — 
just plain American. 

Each event in the _ observance 
commemorated some facet in the ca- 
reer of a man whose life story prob- 
ably would be sneered at as fiction 
if there weren’t so many people and 
documents around to attest to its 
truth. 

In July, 1958, units of the Pacific 
Fleet assembled ‘ in San Francisco 
to do honor to the President around 
the world in a peaceful display of 
power that echoes his philosophy: 

“Walk softly and carry a_ big 
stick.” 

At the same time, a rodeo and 
pageant in North Dakota recalled the 
“dude” rancher who won respect from 
tough cowboys and frontier hunters 
with flashing fists and displays of 
physical endurance.

President Eisenhower officiated at 
the planting of a tree at the White 
House, acknowledging the long fight 
of T.R. for conservation. During 
his term as President, the National 
eden’ Commission was creat- 
ed. 

Cuban Ambassador Nicholas Ar- 
royo presented delayed medals to 
eight former Rough Riders, men who 
followed the dashing Teddy in the 
famed charge up San Juan Hill dur- 
ing the Spanish American war. 

In New York’s Adirondack Moun- 
tains, they recreated Mr. Roosevelt’s 
wild ride in a buckboard io take over 
the responsibilities of the presidency 
upon the death of William McKinley 
who fell to an assassin’s bullet. 

The Nation of Panama, on Novem- 
ber 8th, 1958, mounted a bust of 
Theodore Roosevelt in its capitol, 
honoring the man responsible for the 
construction of the Panama Canal. 


During his two terms as President, 
Teddy Roosevelt earned the nickname 
of “trust buster” for his relentless 
attack upon the trusts and monopo- 
lies that threatened to submerge 
free enterprise. 

As an explorer he risked his life 
against savage Indians and disease 
to trace the path of Brazil’s little 
known River of Doubt. Today the ri- 
ver is known as Rio Yeodoro, in his 
honor. 

He wrote a best seller, “The Win- 


ning of the West”, the story of the 
settlement of the lands beyond the 
Mississippi. He knew the country 
well for he was long a rancher in the 
Dakotas. 


Roosevelt won the first Nobel 
Peace Prize ever awarded to an 
American. It honored his efforts that 
settled the Russo-Japanese war. The 
peace treaty was signed in Ports- 
mouth, N. H. 


Roosevelt was a _ politician who 
wouldn’t stay down. He was ap- 
pointed Civil Service Commissioner in 
an effort to get him out of the way. 
He responded by cleaning up- the 
service to the anguish of other poli- 
ticians. 

He was nominated for the vice 
presidency also to get him out of the 
way. Said political boss Mark Hanna 
of his nomination: 

“Don’t any of you realize that 
there’s only one life between this 
madman and the White House?” 

Most people don’t think of Teddy 
Roosevelt as a madman — although 
he did startle official Washington by 
importing professional wrestlers and 
boxers to wrestle and box with him 
in the White House. 

They think of him as the man who 
became President at a turning point 
in American history and _ started 
America on the road to being the 
world power it has become today. 





THE “ROSE BOOK” 


One of Sir Winston Churchill’s 
most treasured possessions was sent 
to the Smithsonian Institution, early 
in 1959 for temporary showing. It 
is the fabulous “Rose Book” present- 
ed to Sir Winston and Lady Chur- 
chill last September by their four 
children on the occasion of their Gol- 
den Wedding Anniversary. 

September 12, 1958, was the fiftieth 
anniversary of the wedding of Sir 
Winston and Lady Churchill. Ran- 


dolph Churchill and his three sisters~ 


marked that occasion by giving them 
an avenue of golden roses in the gar- 
den of their home, Chartwell. As this 
could not be planted until October, 
1958 and would not flower until the 
following ‘year, it was decided to mark 
the project by the _ presentation 
of a large illustrated vellum book 
in which there would be a 
dedication, a list of the 28 roses to be 
planted, and a plan of the pro- 
posed avenue. A friend then suggest- 
ed that the book be embellished with 


individual pictures of the roses, each 
to be done in watercolor. The paint- 
ers invited to carry out this further 
project included not only several of 
the most distinguished of living Eng- 
lish artists, but a group of emin- 
ent amateurs (among them the Home 
Secretary Mr. R. A. Butler), some 
neighbors of Randolph Churchill’s, 
and at least two members of the 
Churchill family. As the idea gath- 
ered momentum,  end-papers were 
contributed by M. Andre Dunoyer de 
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Segonzac: appropriate lines of verse 
were forthcoming, one from Meleager 
of Gandara, others from Paul Jen- 
nings of East Bergholt, Essex; and 
the book, when completed was put to- 
gether and bound up _ by Messrs. 
Maltby of Oxford. The script and 
illumination were the work of Den- 
zil Reeves of the College of Art, Col- 
chester, Essex, and the bookmarker 
was the gift of Garter King of Arms. 





UNIQUE SCRIPT 
DISCOVERED 


A unique form of writing with two 
sets of syllabic symbols has evolved 
in the Caroline Islands during this 
century. 

It has no resemblance to any other 
script known in the world, says Dr. 
Saul H. Riesenberg, Smithsonian In- 
stitution curator of ethnology, who 
has made a tentative reconstruction 
of its relatively recent development. 

The first and major syllabary con- 
tains 78 characters — most of them

objects — each representing a syl- 
lable in the native language. Among 
the symbols are representations of 
such objects as a sprouting coconut, 
a bird’s wing, a flyingfish net, a 
porpoise, a coconut tree, a cock’s tail 
feather. 


There is a very different second 
syllabary which appears to have been 
taken from capital letters of the Ro- 
man alphabet, more or less modified. 
Present evidence, Dr. Reisenberg 
says, is that the second set came 
first, the contribution of a forgotten 
American missionary who was cast 
ashore on one of the islands, Eauri- 
pik, in 1905. The Roman alphabet, 
of which 19 letters were used, ap- 
parently proved quite inadequate to 
express the language, and the other 
set was invented by the natives them- 
selves. Now both systems are used 
in combination. 


Various theories have been advan- 
ced as to the origin of this script, 
such as that it is quite ancient and 
was evolved for the ruling class of 
a vanished Pacific empire. 


Dr. Riesenberg finds, however, that 
the explanation is simpler and the 
origin much more recent. During 
field work in the Carolines a native 
of Eauripik informed him that an 
American missionary had been cast 
ashore on the island 53 years ago and 
had instructed the people in writing. 
When records of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, a Boston organization, were 
searched, Dr. Riesenberg came upon 
the story of a Rev. Alfred Snelling 
who was a missionary to Truk, start- 
ing in 1888, and had been supposedly 
lost at sea with a Trukese crew in 
1905. 

Further research, however, revealed 
that Mr. Snelling had not perished 
at sea but had reached Eauripik 
where he had instructed the people 
in writing. Development of the se- 
cond syllabary must have been very 
rapid. A German expedition in 1909 
found it in use, and it had spread 
to surrounding islands as much as 
800 miles away. 

Dr. Riesenberg obtained six diff- 
erent lists of the supposed “inven- 
tors” of the script. A few names 
recur in all the lists. Apparently it 
was the result of a group effort on 
a considerable scale. All the sup- 
posed authors now are dead. 


The script is found in use today, 


Dr. Riesenberg says, on five atolls 


in the Carolines, and as late as two 
years ago he found 27 persons who 
were literate in its use. Thirty to 
forty years ago, he believes, the 
dual syllabary was in use on about 
eight atolls, and it was known to a 
much larger number of persons.

THE MUSICAL FANTASIES OF L. 
FRANK BAUM, by Alla T. Ford and 
Dick Martin. Published by The Wiz- 
ard Press, Chicago, 1958. (Order books 
from Mrs. Robert Ford, 114 So. Palm- 
way, Lake Worth, Fla.) 80 pages. $3.75 


This book tells the story of L. 
Frank Baum as a writer, actor, and 
producer of plays about the turn of 
the century. His was the fabulous 
“Wizard of Oz,” which most peo- 
ple still love. His were some of the 
most pleasing fairy tales ever writ- 
ten, and they had an American flair. 
His were many successful plays, too. 

He had many unsuccessful 
plays, too, and what must have 
been heartbreaking failure in 
the theatre. But you feel only the 
gameness with which he met failure 
with a new story, a new play. 

This book gives the scenario or 
brief of three unpublished plays, 
“The Maid of Athens, The King of 
Gee-Whiz, and The Pipes of Pan.” 
Illustrations show reproductions of 
original title pages, two typescripts, 
one prospectus for these; as well as 
a song score, 1882, from Maid of 
Arran; sheet music from The Wog- 
gle Bug and The Tick-Tock Man of 
Oz, and others, Several old posters 
and play bills are shown, and a 1903 
drawing by W. W. Denslow of the 
characters of the “Wizard of Oz.” 
The D. Martin illustrations are 
charming. 

The Bibliography lists writings 
and plays of L. Frank Baum, tells 
the principals in the casts of the 
plays that were staged, and lists 
points of some of the First Editions 
for which collectors watch. 

Here is a glimpse back into the 
literary and theatrical world of 
Americana that will delight many.

This historical survey of the life 
span of interurbans in Allen Coun- 
ty by a city and county historian 
and member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Allen County- Fort 
Wayne Historical Society, covers an 
era in Americana transportation 
which lasted from the late 19th cen- 
tury to the 1940’s. 

Did you know that Indianapolis 
was once called the Interurban cap- 
itol of the world? That a great 9- 
track shed accommodated upward of 
380 cars at one time? That in 1914 
some 7,000,000 people rode the inter- 
urban into Indianapolis? That de- 
luxe service included parlor cars, din- 
ing cars, and sleeping cars? 

The “farewell” trip of Mr. Bates 
and his son, Newton, gave a feeling 
of nostalgia over the passing of in- 
terurbans into the realm of Ameri- 
cana. This book is sound research in 
interurban facts, and a bit of recent 
American life well rememhered. 





DECOUPAGE, by Dorothy Harrower.

In the foreward of this very inter- 
esting book, A. Hyatt Mayor, curator 
of prints at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, says: “Cutwork is in- 
ternational and has a long history. 
Before the Egyptians had scissors 
they composed decorations of bright 
leathers; and paper has been intri- 
cately snipped as far away as Bali 
and China.” 

The first three chapters of this 
beautifully illustrated and well writ- 
ten book tell of decoupage, collage, 
and related arts; the place of collage 
in modern art; and the ancient to 
modern history of the art of decoup- 
age. 

The story of the techniques Mrs. 
Delany of 18th century England pro- 
moted; the popular Peep Shows of 
19th century Europe; Lord Byron’s 
use of decoupage and the prize fight- 
ing screen he made; the ancient de- 
coupage of the Valley of the Frozen 
Tombs, found in Eastern Siberia in 
the 20th century — all these and 
other facts are told here. 

Chapter 4 takes up composition 
and arrangement. Chapter 5 tells 
how to cut and paste up. Part II 
gives Projects in Decoupage; and 
Part III The Craft of Decoupage— 
Materials and Methods. 

Here is a book on an art not well 
known now, but fascinating. I be- 
lieve many will read its history and 
use with intellectual profit. Others 
will practice its directions on crafts- 
manship with enjoyment and enrich-

The story is rich in research—the 
customs of the time, the way people 
dressed, the manners they used to- 
ward each other, their social “tradi- 
tions” and the household ways and 
tools are all brought into the story. 
Take this: “As cold as it was, the 
hall door had been flung back and a 
Betty lamp hung on each side of the 
door. This indicated that hospitality 
was extended to friends and neigh- 
bors. Barn, lanterns hung on the posts 
of the front and lane gates. Candles 
in the hall were protected from the 
draft by small glass chimneys.” 

And here is another. “Diana Lau- 
rel stopped the treadle of the spin- 
ning wheel. The sudden motion 
snarled the rove as she moistened 
her fingers in the water in the 
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gourd hanging on the elbow of the 
distaff to smooth the flax.” 

Did you ever pluck a goose for 
quills for pens?Herein is the descrip- 
tion of a young woman busy at it. 
Many other details of life in colonial 
days must interest antiquers. But 
there is the intrigue of coming war, 
and many young folks and much ro- 
mance to charm young readers.

The age of plastics is upon us, and 
we are now being “exposed” to fire- 
arms made of these materials. Not 
many years ago some of the com- 
panies came out with Tenite stocks, 
a plastic made by, I believe Eastman 
Kodak, but the idea never went over 
big, perhaps because they were an 
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imitation of wood, but in appearance 
only. The Remington Arms Com- 
pany, however, has come out with 
what they call their “Nylon 66 .22 
caliber autoloading rifle,” which has 
a one piece nylon stock, receiver, and 
fore-end molded in right and half 
halves which are cast separately and 
then welded around the essential me- 
tallic parts. It is still necessary to 
have an iron barrel and chamber, 
but who knows for how long now.

The Hagley Museum, Wilmington, 
Dela., (near the city outskirts) re- 
cently opened a temporary exhibit 
on the history of explosives which 
will occupy the second floor of the 
present museum building. It will 
replace for an indefinite time the 
exhibit “Sporting Powder in Amer- 
ica” which was on display for the 
past year. The exhibit leads off with 
a formula of Roger Bacon for the 
making of powder and is followed 
by a large model of the saltpeter re- 
finery erected by E. I. DuPont at 
“Eleutherian Mills” on the Brandy- 
wine. Working modeis of the stamp- 
ing mill, rolling mill, glazing mill de- 
monstrates the steps in the produc- 
tion of gunpowder. A second section 
deals with “soda powder,” a method 
for obtaining the necessary saltpeter 
without reliance on foreign sources. 
A third section deals with the de- 
velopment of smokeless powder in 
Europe and its use in this country, 
a fourth division shows the produc- 
tion of “brown or cocoa” powder 
which was used in our cannon of the 
Navy in the 1880’s. A special ex- 
hibit shows the largest non-atomic 
explosion in history at Ripple Rock 
in Canada on film. No admission is 
charged to the museum.

The military museum at the West 
Point Military Academy, West Point, 
New York, was recently opened to 
the public after complete remodeling 
and redesigning. It is now located 
across the street from its previous 
location, in the Thayer Building 
which was remodeled at a cost of 
some $500,000. Dating from the 
year 1854, this building was long 
used for administration offices and 
at one time as a cavalry school be- 
fore World War II. The present dir- 
ector of the museum, Colonel Fred- 
erick P. Todd, has a long experience 


with museum work and has applied 
all the most modern techniques of 
display to utilize properly the es- 
timated 50,000 items in the collection 
to best advantage. All these are 
not on display, of course. The mu- 
seum is open to the public without 
charge.

THE AGE OF FIREARMS, by Robert 
Held, assisted by Nancy Jenkins. Har- 
per & Co., 400 illust. 192 pgs. 1958. $7.50.

Books on firearms and _ related 
fields aren’t supposed to sell in large 
quantities, and most publishers do 
not expect to make a lot of money 
on them, but Harper and Co. have 
done remarkably well with this one, 
so well in fact that it is now ap- 
pearing in several foreign language 
editions. A note from English book- 
dealer K. H. Trotman indicates that 
the English publisher Cassell has just 
come out with the book in Great 
Britain. 

What makes this book so saleable? 
Well, for one thing it is terrifically 
illustrated with pictures from so 
many sources which the average citi- 
zen will never be able to see or 
touch. Many illustrations are from 
rare medieval works in public and 
private libraries. We’ve seen many of 
these before, but never so many 
“new” woodcuts and line drawings 
of vintage. People like pictures and 
Held has given them just that. He 
has further given them a book and 
text concerned not too much with all 
the mechanical developments but with 
the historical relationships between 
weapons and their effects on Wes- 
tern civilization; we are treated to 
the stories about the demons who 
rode astride rifle bullets, about 
Henry VIII and his efforts to sup- 
press the use of hand guns, the 
sanitary conditions and discipline of 
military life in the 18th and 19th 
century, some of the stories of how 
the ruler of the province of Hesse 


sold the British Army a bill of goods _ 


in supplying Hessian soldiers who 
were hardly the Jaegers they expec- 
ted to get, the art of the military 
surgeon, gunsmiths in operation, 
stories of duelling, all profusely 
aided by some 400 illustrations and 
192 pages of text. 

It covers the period 1475 to the 
present, but the emphasis is most 
definitely on the antique firearms.

THE POWDER FLASK, by Martin Ry- 
well. Pioneer Press, Publishers, Harri- 
man, Tenn. Copyright 1959. 81 pages. 
Paper back. 


Did you know that ivory and even 
the precious metals made powder 
flasks for the genteel but the poor 
used the lesser metals, or cow horns 
with the large end blocked and a 
stopper in the small end? Cow horns 
could be softened in boiling water, 
flattened, and carved with pictures 
and symbols for decoration. Colo- 
nists of the Revolutionary War pe- 
riod saved cattle horns for powder 
flasks for the soldiers. 

Here is the brief story of the de- 
velopment of gunpowder, of firearms, 
of ignition changes. Here is a thumb- 
nail sketch of the use of firearms 
in the exploration of the North Amer- 
ican Continent. “De Soto’s men de- 
scribe the Indians, ‘They never stand 
still, but are always running and 
traversing from one place to anoth- 
er; by reason whereof neither cross- 
bow nor arquebus can aim at them; 
and before one cross-bow man can 
make one shot an Indian will dis- 
charge 3 or 4 arrows; and he seldom 
misseth what he shooteth at.’” 

Again under Soldier—1619, “One 
of the greatest helpes consists in 
pouther and matche; for a souldier 
should ever buy his pouther sharp 
in taste (a test for nitre content) 
well incorporate with salt petre, and 
not full of coale-duste (used as an 
adulterant)” ete. 

For the collector, here is how to 
describe a flask; how to clean horn, 
metal, leather flasks; how to re-sol- 
der seams; remove dents; re-shape 
leather. Here is the meaning of 
markings, lists of American flask 
manufacturers, and patents; and 
British lists. Surely a collector’s 
book, but one all men interested in 
firearms and history will enjoy. The 
illustrations and their explanations 
greatly enrich the book.

On Getting Married 





Ag June is the traditional month for 
weddings, I thought it would be sea- 
sonable to see what I could find among 
our autographs about marriage cere- 
monies. I chose three documents, not 
because they were typical of a na- 
tion (or station!), but because they 
intrigued me and I thought they 
would intrigue autograph collectors. 
A marriage contract signed by Louis 
XIV and members of his Court, a 
souvenir of Gretna Green, and a far- 
mer’s account book of wedding pres- 
ents given to his children — surely 
there is a spread of time and circum- 
stances! 

The briefest document is the Gret- 
na Green memento. It is a one-page 
document, measuring 10%” x 14%”, 
excluded the top scallops in imitation 
of parchment deeds.

Mr. Linton doubtless had forms 
made up already signed with a com- 
ment such as he wrote on the left- 
hand side. In compliance with a spe- 
cific request (or more likely upon 
payment of a larger fee) Mr. Linton 
added the note on the rigkt-hand side. 

Gretna Green, or Gretna-Hall, was 
indeed a popular and romantic place 
in 1847. Couples could be married 
here immediately — without the pub- 
lication of banns required in Eng- 
land, and hence without the usual

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away couples went over the border 
to Scotland. There it was sufficient 
for them to declare their wish to mar- 
ry in the presence of witnesses. At 
Gretna Green almost any person could 
officiate at the ceremony: the black- 
smith, the toll-keeper, or the ferry- 
man. Weddings were held in the toll- 
house, the inn, and after 1826, in 
Gretna Hall, as noted in our docu- 
ment, The fees ranged from half a 
guinea upwards. Gretna Green lost 
much of its revenue and fame in 1856 
when the law required one of the 
contracting parties to reside in Scot- 
land three weeks previous to the 
event, but it has given its name to 
other “elopement towns.” 

There isn’t any space on the Gret- 
na Green certificate for a statement 
about worldly goods, but a Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch farmer’s account book tells 
how he started his children off on 
their married life. Jacob Landes of 
Hilltown recorded in a booklet meas- 
uring 6”x8” the wedding presents 
to his children. The little volume cov- 
ers the period from October 20, 1812, 
to April 3, 1838 — from the granting 
of the marriage portions to the dis- 
tribution of the estate of the father. 
One of the entries read: 


“December 2, 1817 


“Ralph Landes Was Married to Es- 
ther Oberholfer and Received of us 
as follows:

INDIAN RELICS 


Time was when any Indian mate- 

rial produced without benefit of white 
man’s influence was rated prehistoric, 
and ipso facto, old. But lately the 
A.D. artifacts have become practical- 
ly modern, and even some B.C. stuff 
is turning youthful. 
' Source of all this rolling back of 
the years is the still astonishing dis- 
covery of carbon 14 dating. By means 
of this device, which measures the 
degree of dissipation of certain radio- 
active energy from once living mate- 
rial, it has become relatively easy 
to measure how long ago organic mat- 
ter lived. So, wherever organic matter 
can definitely be linked with evi- 
dence of the presence of human be- 
ings, it is possible to prove that it 
is 8,000, 15,000, 20,000 years old, or 
just about “what have you?” 

A relatively few years ago it was 
the fashion among the big-wigs of 
American archaeology to “pooh-pooh” 
even the thought of anything so very 
old in human activity in the Amer- 
icas. A weather-eye was kept open 
for any fresh young archaeologist, or 
crank among the older ones, so a 
scornful whiff of “pooh-poohs’”’ could 
squelch any appearance of trying to 
give man in the Americas an age of 
more than about 8000 years. 

The late David Banks Rogers, who 
discovered the Oak Grove culture in 
the Santa Barbara coastal area, once 
told me that he’d had to scale down 
the real age of the cuiture to have 
his findings officially accepted al- 
though the geological evidence clear- 
ly established a much greater age 
than he felt safe in reporting. 

Why this phobia against antiquity 
for man in North America grew or 
existed is note clear, since scientific 
men are supposed to be open minded. 
But on the other hand, resistance to 
change of facts and beliefs by the 
authorities for those facts and beliefs 
is a common human weakness that 
has been known to attack scientists 
in much more developed fields than 
anthropology. 

However, the use of carbon 14 dem- 
olished these artificial blocks of au- 
thority in short order. Its findings 
could not be disputed and the process 
of application is, comparatively speak- 
ing, quite simple if the means, -i.e. 
presence of organic stuff that can 
be tested, is at hand. 

The January issue of American 
Antiquity, in a set of papers on what 
is now called “the Archaic Stage,” 
has some age dates for man in the 
Americas that would have stunned 
some of the old-timers. Three recent 
radiocarbon date are 19,550 B.C.— 
700; 27,700 B.C.—2500; and older 
than 36,050 B.C. These, of course, 
make 6000 B.C. look youthful, and 
B.C. itself becomes just about yes- 
terday. 


It is true that the professionals are 
still doing a little wrangling about 
these “extreme” dates, an important 
argument being about whether char- 
coal in “hearths” was really caused 
by humanly set firesor by “natural” 
fires set by some other agency. Some 
of the stone artifacts, too, have been 
suspected of being mere fragments 
caused by frost flaking, falling boul- 
ders, or other non-human processes. 
But there is no longer the brusque 
denial by the weight of authority. 


Meanwhile evidence is steadily ac- 
cumulating to establish firmly not 
only some of the cultures that pro- 
duced the now familiar Yuma, Fol-

som, Clovis ete. points, but to dis- 
close the presence of others, and im- 
minent discovery of yet more. There 
appears to have been as much as a 
continent-wide scattering of the old 
“Archaic” hunters and simple. gath- 
erers of food between 2000 and 5000 
B.C.; four to seven thousand years 
ago. Apparently the neolithic travel 
agencies did a roaring business, and 
it now looks as though paleolithic 
men rather commonly went off for 
long walks and didn’t go back. 


One of the drawbacks to all this is, 
of course, that it makes things pret- 
ty difficult for the relic collectors who 
desire to awe with displays of the 
“real old” points; Folsoms, Pintos, 
Yumas, Clovis, etc. Just about the 
time collectors get their displays go- 
ing along comes another crop. Here 
are some projectile types from the 
desert cultures: Ventana, Armagosa

Meanwhile the professionals, all 

rushing antiquity like a Wednesday 
dollar day sale, seem to be giving 
little heed to some discoveries about 
the juvenile cultures since B.C. One 
of these is the distinctive art-pro- 
ducing occupation along the middle 
Columbia in Washington and Oregon. 
Here the teaming up of amateurs 
and professionals has rescued numer- 
ous (beginning to run into the hun- 
dreds) carved stone objects of def- 
inite and considerable art status; evi- 
dence of a much closer approach to 
civilization than was ever conceded 
in the past. 
_ So, while the big hullabaloo is go- 
ing on now about “How old can an ar- 
tifact get?” Let’s not lose sight of 
the still fascinating interest of more 
recent cultures a mere few hundred 
years of age.

ANCIENT SPANISH CITY 
IN VENEZUELA

Dr. J. M. Cruxent archaeologist, of 
the National Science Museum of 
Caracas, Venezuela, is carrying on 
interesting archaeological work on 
the island of Cubagua, which lies 
just a few miles off the Venezuelan 
coast. 

Cubagua was the first city es- 
tablished in South America but was 
destroyed by hurricane and earth- 
quake in 1542. But Dr. Cruxent, in 
his excavations has found not only 
remains of the great Spanish build- 
ings that once occupied the site, but 
remains of a much older people, the 
Cubaguan Indians who apparently 
had lived on the island long before 
the Spanish came. Dr. Cruxent has 
turned up some very interesting finds, 
one is an urn filled with hundreds of 
pearls, of which the waters around 
the island at one time produced 
many. Spanish masonry, bits of 16th 
century tile and ceramics, pieces of 
metal objects, etc., are all throwing 
light on how the Spanish lived at 
that time in Colonial America. Dr. 
Cruxent does not seem to believe 
that the hurricane and earthquake 
was the real reason for the abandon- 
ing of Cubagua for the mainland, 
but rather the drying up of the is- 
land, constant pirate raids, or ex- 
haustion of the pearl oysters, might 
have been the real reason. Cubagua 
was known as “Nueva Cadiz” at that 
time.

ABORIGINAL ART 
IN FOREFRONT 


To satisfy the growing public in- 
terest in aboriginal art by exhibiting 
outstanding archaeological specimens, 
the Smithsonian Institution’s Division 
of Archaeology has just placed on 
permanent display a natural-size re- 
plica of a colossal stone head repre- 
senting the Olmec Culture of south- 
ern Mexico. It is exhibited on the 
second floor of the ‘Smithsonian’s Na- 
tural History Building, at 10th and 
Constitution Avenue, NW., in the 
south end of Hall 23 — “Highlights 
of Latin American Archeology.” 

This impressive specimen, measur- 
ing 9 feet high by 6 feet, 10 inches 
wide, was carved out-of basalt by 
using stone picks and chisels. Al- 
though the carving alone is an ac- 
complishment of great skill, almost 
as much interest attaches to the re- 
markable industry and engineering 
ability required to transport the 20- 
ton mass over 50 miles from the coast 
up the Rio Chiquito to the area 
where it was found, near San Lor- 
enzo in southern Veracruz, Mexico. 
The original specimen is technically 
known as San Lorenzo Monument 
1. It was excavated by Dr. Matthew 
W. Stirling, former Director of the 
Bureau of American Ethnology, 
Marion Stirling, and Dr. Philip 
Drucker in 1946 as part of a Smith- 
sonian Institution-National Geogra- 
phic Society archaeological program. 

Of the 11 known colossal heads, 
this one is noted for its large size, 
good state of preservation, general 
artistic merit, and impressive facial 
features. It reflects several charac- 
teristics of the distinctive Olmec art 
style — “baby face” sculpturing, 
flared nostrils, broad cheeks, promin-

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FRANCES BRUNDAGE designs. 
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Frances Brundage 
She Understood Children 


By FANNY G. TROYER 


The earliest post cards by Frances 
Brundage were designed in England 
around 1900 and were published by 
the Raphael Tuck Company of Lon- 
don. Strictly British address-side 
the little German printed chromo- 
graphs were individually numbered, 
although running in series, and 
among the many subjects were some 
interesting studies of the heads of 
children. They are found in groups 
of three or four: alert, laughing, pen- 
sive, sleeping and, yes, even crying. 
Occasionally they wear hats but more 
often they are curly heads set off 
with violets, forget-me-nots, and, 
sometimes, roses. Their numbering 
in the then Tuck style of registration 
is in the fifteen hundreds. Among 
still earlier items (660) are bust por- 
traits showing an international trend 
and entitled “Little Sunbeam” series. 
The “Little Maidens” sequence (650) 
shows more or less full length views: 
and there is a possibility that many 
of these earlier cards were repro- 
duced from story-book illustrations. 
The subjects look of the Victorian 
age and one wonders who were the 
little models. One wonders more on 
why was an outstanding American 
illustrator “designing in England.” 

The answer is found in the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the life of 
the artist. 

Frances Lockwood was born in 
Newark, N. J., June 28, 1854. She 
developed an early talent for draw- 
ing and her father. Rembraydt Lock- 
wood - a well known painter of 
church murals - became her only 
teacher. While still in her teens she 
began illustrating Louisa M. Alcott’s 
writings and ultimately did all of the 
Alcott books. She counted among 
other pictorial work: “A Child’s 
Garden of Verse,” “Rip Van Win- 
kle,” “The Legend of ‘Sleepy Hol- 
low.” “Arabian Nights,” and many 
of Shakespeare's plays. She wrote 
four books for children and _illus- 
trated them: “The Adventures of 
Jack,” ‘What Happened to Tommy,” 
“Boys and Girls Around the Coun- 
try” and “Little Maids.” In 1886 
she was married to an outstanding 
painter of marine life - William Ty- 
son Brundage - and together they 
made their home in Washington, 
D.C., and in Brooklyn, N. Y. Some- 
time in the final years of the last 
century armed with a portfolio of her 
drawings she approached the New 
York office of Raphael Tuck Com- 
pany and was promptly engaged to 
illustrate their juvenile books. In 
consequence she made many trips to 
England and much of her turn of 
the century work was done there. 

It is the Brundage association with 
the Raphael Tuck Company that of- 
fers the most challenge to the col- 
lector. Here we find the quality 


views whether they be signed or un- 
signed Here, further, are the views 
with all the Brundage props and 
backgrounds yet with center subjects 
that belie the artist’s style - anony- 
mous cards that probably will never 
be identified. “After Frances Brun- 
dage” — not unknown in Tuck copy- 
rights - was a tribute to her ability 
and standing. Before the post card 
era it was the custom for senders of 
valentines to observe anonymity and 
involved artists rarely attempted to 
identify their work. Frances Brun- 
dage was active here and many of the 
Tuck valentines can be attributed to 
her, valentines that later were reis- 
sued as post cards. Subjects in this 
field were often Dutch or colored 
children and occasionally Brundage 
models may be recognized. Rarely 
does a collector run across a Brund- 
age item that bears a title yet among 
these early cards the trend is broken. 
One example is in several Oilette 
sets devoted to colored children and 
their elders. These were reminiscent 
of the Cake Walk years. To the 
song and dance routine of this turn 
of the century phase Frances Brun- 
dage produced the most amusing of 
her Tuck designs. 

It was in 1910 after the foreign 
publishers left the American field 
that Frances Brundage began pro- 
ducing under her own copyright. 
Gradually there was a change. Gone 
were the overdressed darlings of the 
Edwardian era. Her subjects aban- 
doned their British beginning and 
came into pure Americana. The 
children began cutting capers on 
Hallowe’en, pursuing and catching 
turkeys, observing the little Ameri- 
ean courtesies of Thanksgiving and, 
hard to believe, jollying the forever 
staid puritan; while, on the other 
hand, the Brundage conception of 
Priscilla gives us the most demure 
of all portraits of the heroine of a 
great love affair. There will never 
be a problem of identification here 
seeing ninety-five percent of the work 
bears a full signature. 

Frances Brundage had the gift of 
being able to peer into the life of 
children through a child’s eyes. Of 
all the artists recognized and anony- 
mous — who entered the then lu- 
crative post card field she stands out 
as the leading exponent of animation 
and joy. The surprise on the face 
of a little girl sitting up in bed 
on a Christmas morning (series 200); 
The excitement in the eyes of horn- 
tooting young people on New Year’s 
eve (series 1301); and the dash of a 
little girl and boy off to a Hallowe’en 
party (series 120) illustrate the liv- 
ing quality that was recognized all 
through the post card years. Unlike 
the Clapsaddle cards where the chil- 
dren seem momentarily paused for a

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picture many of these later Brundage 
youngsters seem literally painted on 
the wing. Even in the declining years 
(1912-1914) when the patent glaze 
finish gave way to the less expen- 
sive linen type card, where back- 
ground was entirely eliminated, these 
active little figures continued to 
brighten the holiday seasons. How- 
ever, the collector will always regret 
the lack of quality. The sad repro- 
duction of earlier views adds to the 
dismay. 

The true collector of “Brundage” 
would not stop at post cards but 
would endeavor to assemble her 
books, valentines and, probably even 
trade cards seeing the illustrator was 
established long before the post card 
heyday. Yet it is through post cards 
that we know her. As to the amount 
of views to be credited, the correct 
total may never be known. Uncer- 
tainty abounds in the Raphael Tuck 
output seeing all the company re- 
cords and plates were lost by incen-

when nothing remained but the metal 
name plate and - the company pet 
cat who after nine days of imprison- 
ment in the smoldering basement 
was rescued into the British tabloids 
to become the most famous London 
cat since the days of Dick Whitting- 
ton. On the other hand (this IS skat- 
ing on April ice) a conservative es- 
timate of views since 1910 can be 
hazarded. Copyrights tabulate about 
two dozen series, many running to 
ten cards each. Counting the juggled 
reprints a collector could hope to 
accumulate some three hundred items. 
The last known record of a Brundage 
series was in 1916 when a group of 
four Indian designs was published by 
the Hayes Lithographing Company of 
Buffalo, N. Y. 

Frances Brundage never relaxed 
effort and although the post card 
era widely identified her the declin- 
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ing more obscure years were not lost. 
Almost up to her death, in 1937, she 
published a book for children: “It’s 
Fun to Draw.” It is also fun to 
collect the Brundage cards even if 
one flinches a bit at the current 
prices. It is a bit of irony to look 
back to the original cost and note 
that the House of Post Cards in 
Baltimore, Md., at one time offered 
the lovely New Year views (1301) at 
four dollars a thousand - wholesale 
of course. This 1911 set was of 
top quality. There was gold on these 
cards, - to say nothing of the gold 
that is in them now.

Maryland Post Cards

Are your post cards of Maryland 
searce? Ours are. Our Maryland 
friends have sent us many post cards 
over the years, but more often than 
not they have been lovely cards of 
nearby Washington, D.C. Maryland 
is not exactly what you would call a 
“Post Card state’, yet most of the 
cards we get from there are truly 
worthwhile. 

Annapolis, the home of our great 
United States Naval Academy, and 
the state capital, is about midway 
between Washington and Baltimore. 
We have an old multiview card from 
Annapolis that shows colonial land- 
marks. In the center is a view of the 
old state house, which contains a 
room in which General Washington 
resigned as Commander-in-Chief of 
the American Army. Other views 
show Brice House erected about 1770; 
Peggy Stewart house, home of the 
former owner of the Brig, Peggy 
Stewart, which figured in the Mary- 
land “tea party;’”’ The Chase House, 
home of a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence, Sam Chase; and 
Paga House, home of another 
“Signer.” 

From the Academy there are cards 
showing the life there. They include 
the Midshipman Roll Call Formation, 
and Dinner Formation at Bancroft 
Hall. We also have views of the Cha- 
pel, and of Carvel Hall which is 
a guest house nearby. (A general 
collection must necessarily be thin in 
spots, and Annapolis and the capital 
of Maryland are very thin in our 
collection.) 

We have a few cards from the 
U.S. National Monument at Antie- 
tam. This was called the “Bloodiest 
Battlefield in the Civil War.” Many 
who lost their lives in this battle 
are buried here and at nearby Sharps- 
burg National Cemetery. We have 


views of the National Monument, of 
Bloody Lane and the battlefield, also 
a view of the Dunkard Church at 


Antietam. 


Most of our Maryland cards are 
from Baltimore. These include sev- 
eral old cards by Raphael Tuck - 
one of the Fifth Regiment Armory. 
This armory which was built before 
1907, was at that time one of the 
largest Convention Halls in this coun- 
try. It seated 17,000. Another Tuck 
card shows Woman’s College and 
First Methodist Church. The college 
opened in 1888, and was known as 
the “Vassar of the South.” A beauti- 
ful hand painted card of 1906 shows 
Washington Monument and Mt. Ver- 
non Place. Another group of pre- 
1907 cards are illustrated cards show- 
ing the sea lions at Druid Hill Park, 
a view of Eutaw Place with many 
flower gardens, Lexington street, 
Shopping District with horse drawn 
vehicles, and Reconstructed Baltimore 
after the Great Fire. There are 
cobblestone streets and open air 
street cars. 

Old cards by Souvenir Post Card 
Co. show the Lexington Market 
(about as interesting looking as the 
old French Market in New Orleans), 
and a view after the great fire show- 
ing a great section of the city in 
ruins. Several Metropolitan News Co. 
ecards show Confederate Monument 
and Mt. Royal Station, the Wildey 
Monument and North Broadway, and 
the Madison Avenue Entrance to 
Druid Hill Park. 

A number of old cards were pub- 
lished by the Rinn Publishing Co. of 
Baltimore. One shows Greater Balti- 
more from the Basin. In the fore- 
ground are a number of large boats. 
There are views of the Post Office, 
Baltimore News, and Equitable 
Buildings. There is a watering trough 
in the middle of the wide street, 
and all the vehicles are horse-drawn. 
A view of the boat lake at Druid 
Hills is more interesting for the fa- 
shions in adult and children’s dress, 
the old fashioned bicycles, etc. Johns 
Hopkins Hospital and the Catholic 
Church Home are also on Rinn Cards. 
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Newer cards of Baltimore show the 
Enoch Pratt Free Library, the Ca- 
thedral, oyster fleet, the old shot 
tower, B & O Railroad building, sky- 
line of Baltimore, B & O Mt. Royal 
Station, Western High School, Bal- 
timore Street Looking West, Hebrew 
Hospital and Asylum, City College, 
Museum of Art, Fort McHenry, the 
Harbor, and aerial views of the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital Group. There are 
views of the Conservatory in Druid 
Hills Park, the War Memorial and 
Memorial Plaza, the Washington 
Monument, and the Conservatory of 
Music. 

From the Baltimore and Ohio 
Transportation Museum is a koda- 
chrome of the original Atlantic 
(1832) in front of the Mt. Clare 
Station opened in 1830. The station 
is the entrance to the museum. Other 
cards show Hutzler’s Towson, South- 
ern Hotel, Spanish Villa, Miller 
Bros. Restaurant, and art reproduc- 
tions from Haussner’s Restaurant. 
These last include “Portrait of an 
Old Woman” by Rembrandt, “Ise Big- 
gest” by Elsley, and the “Venetian 
Flower Vender” by Eugene de Baas. 

There is a set of Leighton cards 
called the Braddock Road Series by 
John Kennedy Lacock of Amity, 
Pennsylvania. We have a few views 
of this series. They are Braddock 
Spring, east of Clarysville; Brad- 
dock’s Grave; Tablet at Braddock’s 
Grave near Chalk Hill; Laurel Ridge 
beyond Jumonville; Union Springs at 
Mount Pleasant; Byerly’s Schoo! 
nouse near Circleville; Bandy Gap; 
and the old Road House near Farm- 
ington. 

There are Cumberland Road cards 
also. They include Toll House near 
Six Mile House west of Cumberland; 
Millers Old Tavern Stand; Lover’s 
Leap; the Narrows at Cumberland; 
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the Narrows viewed from Lover’s 
Leap; Cusselman River Bridge, and 
National Highway 40 at the Narrows. 
Here is a map showing the heights 
of the Mountains crossed by U.S. 
Highway 40 from Cumberland to 
Hagerstown. 

We have cards showing Deer 
Creek Hotel, Hotel Grounds, Eagle 
Rock (altitude 3,400 feet), and Deer 
Park Drive at Mountain Lake Park, 
all interesting. There are also very 
old cards showing views of the audi- 
torium and grove, and the Bradford 
Amphitheater at Mountain Lake. 

From Hagerstown we have a Tuck 
view of the Washington County Pub- 
lic Library, also old Valentine views 
of the First Christian Church, St. 
Paul’s M.E. Church, and another old 
view of the public Square and North 
Potomac Street showing street cars. 

Modern linen-finish cards show the 
City Hall and Hotel Alexander. 

Cards from Ocean City, Maryland, 
picture the Board Walk, Coast Guard 
Lookout, Boats ready for a sail on 
the Synepuxent Bay, airplane view 
and sand dunes. 

Miscellaneous cards of Maryland 
include the U.S. Naval Medical Cen- 
ter at Bethesda; Hotel at Betterton 
on the Chesapeake Bay; Birds eye 
view of Beverly Beach, Md.;__ the 
home of the First Governor of Mary- 
land, Frederick; the Justice Taney 
Shrine, Frederick; Maryland College, 
Lutherville; Normandy Farm; _ St. 
Barnabas Episcopal Church (1830) 
near Oxen Hills; Oyster Fleet at 
West River; Old House in Upper 
Marlboro; Church at Port Tobacco, 
built from brick of the original Court 
House; Grace Episcopal Church at 
Silver Springs and Toll House at 
Silver Spring.

Questions and Answers 


By DANA W. STEVENS 


Q: I keep running across the name 
of Samuel W. Gumpertz in circus his- 
tory. Who was he? 

A: Samuel W. Gumpertz was once 
in charge of the Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum and Bailey big show. He was 
a successful entrepreneur of strange 
human beings. While opefating 
Dreamland in Coney Island, he 
brought more so-called freaks into 
the United States and developed more 
American attractions than perhaps 
any other American showman. 

It was Gumpertz who was respons- 
ible for getting 19 wild men from 
Borneo in 1906, after paying their 
village chieftain some 300 bags of 
salt for the privilege. His most star- 
tling attraction was the group of 
five men and eight women from the 
Congo, known as Ubangis. These were 


the women who had beauty marks in 
the form of wooden disks inserted 
in their lips. 


Q: Does an elephant develop his 
taste for peanuts in his native hab- 
itat? 

A: I suppose he would eat them 
in the jungle if he found them there. 
However, elephants and peanuts are 
not natural companions. Elephants’ 
seeming taste and desire for the 
American peanut is an acquired taste 
forced on them by circus patrons. Ac- 
tually, they much prefer watermelon 
rinds, carrots, and oats. 


Q: Do elephants drink water 
through their trunk? 

A: Water is not swallowed through 
an elephant’s trunk, Water is sucked 
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part way only into it, and then squirt- 
ed into the mouth. 


Q: How long do elephants live? 


A: Despite a common idea, circus 
elephants do not live to be hundreds 
of years old. Their life span is about 
as long as a man’s, although some 
have lived to be a hundred. Most 
elephants are retired from working 
and performing when past sixty be- 
cause many trainers feel their use- 
fulness is over when they pass this 
age mark. 


Q: Isn’t all that clown make-up on 
a clown’s face pretty dangerous to 
him? 


A: The principal ingredient of a 
clown’s make-up and grease paint is 
zine oxide. Zine oxide is also a base 
for most cold creams, so the circus 
Joey gets a beauty treatment every 
time he takes off his painted face. 
Probably his make-up is no more dan- 
gerous to him than the make-up a 
modern woman uses each day is to 
her. 


Q: Do modern circuses use as 
many horses as the old-time shows? 


A: For laboring purposes, no. For 
performing purposes, modern circuses 
still use about as many horse acts 
as the earlier shows. 


Q@: Can you explain just what a 
“Liberty” horse act consists of? 


A: A “Liberty” act is probably 
the favorite of both performers and 
spectators. The name is circus jar- 
gon for mass horse drills, and is so 
named because the horses are rider- 
less and seem to perform at liberty. 
A whip’s cue or a ringmaster’s voice 
takes the place of a rider. 

Kentucky-bred horses are usually 
used in this kind of an act. The hor- 
ses are taught their wheeling, cire- 
ling, dividing, coupling, tripling, 
and quadrupling by an elaborate proc- 
ess which requires a high degree of 
skill on the part of the trainer as 
well as an almost superhuman amount 
of patience, 


Q: What is high school horseman- 
ship? 

A: A special attraction of any circus 
performance is presentation of high 
school horsemanship. L’haute ecole 
is a precision act which brings to the 
highest perfection the intelligence of 
a horse and the teaching of man. A 
shifting of weight on the part of the 
rider, a slight touch of the reins, or 
a touch of the heel gently on the 
horse’s side will mean a certain com- 
mand to a dancing horse. 

Such horses can trot slowly with 
their knees almost touching their 
chin. They learn to walk in a light, 
springy fashion, and to canter in a 
slow, rolling motion, Many are taught 
two extra gaits known as the “slow 
gait,” and the “rack.”

recovering 10c worth of gold than 
you would have to put into making 
several dollars in any other endea- 
vor. The rich placer regions have 
largely been worked out, and of 
course of all of those regions, Cali- 
fornia’s Mother Lode Region was the 
most notable. 

Gold dredges worked in all three 
Pacific Coast states. But at present 
only two areas of the West are 
still in the gold production basis, 
using dredges. The one is in North- 
ern California near Redding in Yuba 
Gulch, and the other near Battle 
Mountain in Nevada. Sporadically, 
a dredge operates east of Sacramento 
in the gravels, much of which orig- 
inated in the Mother Lode Country.

the ages of the Sacramento River, 
these gravels have come from the 
mountains of all the North Central 
California counties. 

If you are a novice in the business 
of gold panning, some suggestions 
are in order. Gold pans, as they 
come from the hardware store or 
mineral supply-house, will have a 
coating of grease on them. And 
grease, of course, will float on wa- 
ter. Grease also has an affinity for 
gold, and believe it or not, gold with 
grease on it tends to float, so do 
not expect to save gold in a greasy 
pan. 

The pan should be cleaned with 
lye water or strong soap, washed in- 
side and out thoroughly. Or if you 
use the “old prospector’s” method of 
cleaning the pan, you will build a 
good size camp fire and put the pan 
right on the glowing coals where the 
fire will burn off the grease. Of 
course a gas stove can be most effec- 
tive for burning off the oil or 
grease. 

Some prospectors use a copper - 
plated gold pan, and there are some 
gold pans’ being manufactured at 
present that have a rim of copper. 
Mercury, when rubbed on the copper, 
will coat it, giving it a surface of 
bright quicksilver. If, then, there 
is gold in the material being washed 
in such pans, the gold will stick to 
the quicksilver. 

Here another caution is appropri- 
ate. You may not see the gold, as 
the quicksilver is apt to cover it up 
completely. But if you see minute 
bumps in the quicksilver surface you 
should have a good idea that those 
are specks of gold coated with mer- 
cury. A razor blade’ is used to 
clean off the quicksilver and any

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gold flakes that may have collected, 
and the accumulation is heated over 
a stove which burns off the mercury, 
leaving the gold behind. Beware of 
mercury fumes. They are poisonous 
and toxic. 

Where would you go to pan gold? 
Well, nowadays there is no place 
that we can suggest where you can 
make a living panning gold, although 
there are a number of areas where 
commercial gravel-washing _opera- 
tions should offer opportunity for 
good gold recovery. 

If you live in the Sacramento or 
Central Valley area of California, 
drive eastward until you come to 
the first of the rising hills, and 
from there on the gravel or com- 
bined earth, stones, etc., of any slope 
may give you gold flakes. On the 
highway coming down from Yose- 
mite Valley I have stopped alongside 
a small stream, scooped some dirt out 
of the adjacent bank with my hand, 
washed it, and noted several tiny 
gold flakes. 

But again, alongside the small 
trickle of a creek right in the town 
of Snohomish, Wash., I have panned 
several pans full of gravel and every 
pan showed “colors.” One “color” 
is one speck. In other words a fleck 
of gold which you can see with the 
naked eye is the “color.” 

Really good panning grounds are 
the headwaters of the Mazama Creek 
and the Similkameen River, both in 
Okanogan County, Washington. Fair 
returns may be obtained in the Blew- 
ett Region of the Eastern Cascades 
of the same state. The gold hill dis- 
trict near Medford, Ore., is old placer 
country, and the aforementioned 
streams that flow out of the Mother 
Lode Country and the Yuba Gulch of 
North Central California are the no- 
table placer gold areas. a 

However, you may be surprised to 
find that it is possible to stop almost 
anywhere and any pan may turn up 
one or more flakes of gold. But of 
course you may pan any number of 
pans full and not find any color. (In 
the next article I will go into some 
detail on the method of panning gold 
and other gold-saving devices.) .

Anna. Three children, Magdelene Ma- 
ry, and Barbara, received livestock 
in September, 1837, probably as con- 
solation presents for not yet having 
married. The married daughters re- 
ceived livestock and household goods 
as shown in the inventory dated Octo- 
ber 20, 1812: 

“Agnes Landes Was Entermarried 
unto Abraham Shettinger and She Re- 


ceived of us as follows, viz: $ Cents

In contrast with the simplicity of 
the Gretna Green certificate and the 
modesty of the doweriés and presents 
of the Hilltown farmer is the third 
document: a fifty-page statement of 
the conditions under which the mar- 
riage of the Count de Clermont and 
Marie de Hanyuel took place. This 
is an imposing document, but it fit- 
ted an imposing occasion: a wedding 
approved and witnessed by Louis 
XIV, his family, and members of his 
Court. The year is 1687. As histo- 
rians of the period enjoy pointing 
out, it was the age of the impover- 
ished nobility and aristocratic for- 
tunes were rescued and repaired by 
marriages with the bourgeoisie. 
Whether the marriage described in 
this document was such a mesalliance 
I have not been able to find out, but 
according to my translation of the 
Seventeenth Century French manu- 
script, the bride’s dowery was more 
than substantial and the groom’s 
titles the quintessence of nobility. 

Translating French of this period 
can be a frustrating experience. Just 
enough is legible to translate a few 
sentences. Then the handwriting be- 
comes obscure, none of the words (the 
key words!) can be found in the dic- 
tionary, and the exact meaning of a 
passage is completely lost. The scribe 
did manage to write plainly when de- 
scribing the King. On page two the 
following is written clearly and large 
enough for the King to see without 
squinting; 

“,. . tres haut tres puissant tres 

excellent tres auguste et invinci- 

ble monarque Louis par le grace 
de Dieu Roy de France & Nav-

Every other page of the document 
is initialed or signed by the principal 
parties:

Motto: Volando reptilia sperno. 


The above description of the Gris- 
wold Coat-of-Arms is found in Bar- 
ry’s Dictionary of Heraldry as the 
arms of “John of Killingsworth;” in 
Matthew’s American Armory and 
Blue Book, Part 1, (1911); and in 
numerous works featuring Griswold 
genealogy. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield on which is 
charged a red (gules) band (fesse) 
one-third the width of the shield 
and drawn horizontally through the 
center of the shield. Above and be- 
low this fesse is a black (sable) grey- 
hound in running (courant) position. 
The crest is a greyhound of natural 
(proper) color in walking (passant) 
position. 

The fesse is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, 
straight-sided figures one-third the 
width of the shield, first symbols 
used to identify men encased in ar- 
mour. It symbolized the military 
belt of the knight and indicated lea- 
dership and faithfulness in military 
affairs. 

Dogs are always emblematical of 
services performed with courage and 
fidelity. Different kinds of dogs 
did not necessarily have a signifi- 
cance, but were sometimes given as 
a means of identification, distinguish-

ing one person’s arms from another’s. 
The two greyhounds in different at- 
titudes signify that whether in swift 
action or waiting patiently, the bear- 
er of the arms could be depended 
on for faithful service. 

Colors are personal characteristics 
and represent the qualifications out- 
standing in the first bearer of the 
arms. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; red, courage and magnani- 
mity; sable, one of the fur linings 
of royal robes, constancy and nobility. 

The motto is translated: “Flying, 
I despise creeping things.” 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, which 
the men wore in medieval times. The 
Griswold Coat-of-Arms pictured here 
is an example of a perfect emblazon, 
as, in addition to the shield, the draw- 
ing also includes the mantling, hel- 
met, crest, wreath of colors, and 
motto. 

As these appurtenances are pre- 
supposed, they are often omitted in 
a sketch and only the shield itself 
is depicted. Sometimes an armorial 
illustration will include the shield 
and the crest with a space between 
the two. But here again, it is un- 
derstood that if the Coat-of-Arms 
is to be emblazoned as a finished 
product, the space between the shield 
and crest will be filled in with the 
helmet and wreath, and the mantling 
will be added. 

The mantling was a large scarf of 
heavy cloth or leather thrown over 
the helmet to protect the neck from 
the heat of the sun, the armour from 
rust, and to foil the enemy’s sword. 
When Coats-of-Arms became popular 
as decorations in the home, there 
were certain rules adopted for their 
use. One was the conventionalizing 
of the torn mantling which the heroes 
of the day were proud to show when 
they returned from a conflict. 

In a hand-painting, wood carving, 
or other work, these mantlings must 
have the main color of the Coat-of- 
Arms on the outside, and the main 
metal for the lining. There must also 
be a wreath of the colors holding 
the mantling on to the helmet, six 
strands showing, the first of the 
metal, second of the color, and then 
alternating. Upon this six-stranded 
wreath the crest rests, should there 
be one granted. 

An article on the “Griswolds of 
Windsor,” printed over fifty years 
ago in the Connecticut Magazine, 
states: ‘Early Griswold settlers of 


Windsor and Lyme were men of edu- 
cation and property and always 
styled ‘Mr.,’? equivalent to ‘gentle- 
men,’ as distinguished from ‘yeoman’ 
or ‘tradesman.’ They came at a time 
when many sons, especially younger 
sons of the gentry, animated by a 


spirit of enterprise or adventure, 
sought broad estates in the New 
World.” 


There were at least four early Gris- 
wold (Grissell, Grisill, Gresold, Gres- 
hould, Grisold, Greshold, Greswold, 
Gryswold) settlers, and various theo- 
ries have been advanced as to the 
relationship between the men. How- 
ever, except for the brothers Ed- 
ward and Matthew, the connection is 
only through guesswork and conjec- 
ture. The Griswold Family of Eng- 
land and America by Glenn E. Gris- 
wold (1935) is divided into four sec- 
tions, one each for Francis, Edward, 
Matthew, and Michael and descend- 
ants. 


Edward Griswold (1607-1691) and 
his brother Matthew (1620-1698), 
sons of George of Kenilworth, Eng- 
land, came to New England about 
1639 and both became prominent in 
the affairs of the colony. 


In 1700 George Griswold, a son 
of Edwards,. testified that in his 
“youthful years” he lived with his 
father in England in a town called 
“Keillingsworth in  Warrackshire.” 
The Visitations of Warwick County 
in the year 1619 gives thirteen gener- 
ations of the Greswold family, but 
as the Parish Register of Kenilworth, 
prior to 1630, was destroyed, the 
precise connection between George, 
the father of Edward and Matthew, 
and the pedigree in the Visitations 
has never been established. 


Edward arrived in Windsor with 
his wife Margaret and five children, 
and in due time they had six other 
children, the youngest being baptised 
in Windsor in 1652. Edward, a foun- 
der of Windsor, Conn., was promin- 
ent in public affairs all his life. 
He later settled at Killingworth, 
Conn., where his wife had the dubious 
honor of the first burial. She died 
August 23, 1670, and two or three 
years later he married Sarah, the wi- 
dow of James Bemis of New London. 
He served as deputy to the Gen- 
eral Court from Windsor 1656-1663, 
and from Killingworth 1661, 1687, 
1689; and as justice, deacon, and 
representative to the General As- 
sembly. He is credited with buildirg 
the “Old Fort” at Springfield. He 
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died at Killingworth in 1691 at the 
age of 84. 


Matthew, a younger brother of 
Edward, settled first in Windsor, but 
did not remain long, for in 1644 
he removed to Saybrook, and later be- 
came a settler of Lyme. He, too, was 
active in public affairs, as he served 
as first magistrate of the Saybrook 
colony. He married Anna, daughter 
of Henry and Elizabeth (Saunders) 
Wolcott of Windsor, Conn. Matthew 
was a lawyer, but by trade worked 
as a mason. He died September 27, 
1698, leaving one son, Matthew, born 
1653, who married Phebe Hyde, and 
three daughters. 


Francis Griswold, another early 
settler, received a grant of land in 
Cambridge, Mass., where he was 
made freeman in 1645. He was also 
a proprietor of Charlestown where 
he was living in 1649. He was mar- 
ried before coming to this country, 
had issue four daughters, and died in 
Cambridge in 1652. 


Michael, of Wethersfield, Conn., 
was a mason by trade and a yeoman 
by rank. Unlike Edward and Mat- 
thew, he was not prominent as he 
did not interest himself in public af- 
fairs. He married Ann (surname 
unknown) and had nine children born 
between the years 1646 and 1666/7. 


Succeeding generations of Gris- 
wolds interested themselves in their 
country’s welfare, as evidenced by 
the long list of names in the “Index 
of Ancestors, Society of Colonial 
Wars.” This register includes Lieut. 
Daniel (1729-1817, and Lieut. Eben- 
ezer (1702-1771), members of the 
Crown Point Expedition, 1756; David 
(1701-1760) of Windsor; Lieut. Fran- 
cis (1635-1671) of Norwich, Conn.; 
Capt. Jacob (1690-1772), who was 
captured by the Indians;~ Joel of 
Connecticut, born in 1734; John 
(1652-1717), a soldier in the Narra- 
gansett War and_ Representative 
from Killingworth; John (1733-1784) 
of Norwich, Conn., and Lebanon, 
N. H., served in the French and In- 
dian War; Matthew (1653-1715) of 
Lyme, Conn., who served in King 
Philip’s War; Gov. Matthew (1714- 
1799), also of Lyme, who not only 
gave military service, but was a 
Representative 1751, Member of the 
Council from 1759 to 1765, Chief 
Justice 1766-1769, and Deputy-Gov- 
ernor 1771-1784; Lieut. Shubal (1724- 
1807), served with the 1st Connecti- 
cut Regiment in the _ invasion of 
Canada; and Ensign Thomas, born 
in 1646. 


As the years go on and“Wwe come 
to the time of the Revolutionary war 
we find on the D.A.R. rolls, this im- 
pressive list of Griswolds: Alexan- 
der, Amaziah, Andrew, Asa, Daniel, 
David, Ebenezer, Edward, Elihu, Eli- 
jah, Ezekiel, Elisha, George, Giles, 
Isaac, Jabez, Jacob, Jeremiah, Joab, 
Joel, John, Jonathan, Josiah, Mat- 
thew, Moses, Midian, Miles, Noah, 
Nathan, Nathaniel, Phineas, Ozias, 
Samuel, Selah, Seth, Solomon, Shu- 
bael, Thomas, Theophilus, White, 
William, and Zerviah — from A to

TAROTS 


and their variations 


By DICK MARTIN 


Some of the most attractive and in- 
teresting old cards ever issued will 
be found among those known as 
tarots. As most card collectors know, 
the tarots are the ancestors of all 
the playing cards of today. 

These colorful cards with their cu- 
rious extra suit of trumps, or atouts, 
first appeared in Italy toward the end 
of the fourteenth century. They are 


supposed to have been introduced in 
Venice via trading ships from the 
Near East. The 21 strange allegor- 
ical atouts have distinctly Oriental 
symbolism, but whatever their origin, 
these trump cards have fascinated 
card-players for centuries with their 
enigmatic pictures. The Hanged Man, 
the Tower struck by Lightning, the 
Wheel of Fortune, the Lovers visit- 
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ed by Cupid, the Dogs howling be- 
neath the Moon, and all the rest of 
the age-old designs have remained 
virtually unchanged in Italy and 
France for five hundred years. 

But soon after tarots first appeared 
in Europe, card-makers in Germany 
and Switzerland began to change the 
old emblematic atouts for fanciful 
devices of their own. Some of the 
Swiss decks showed Jupiter and Juno 
instead of the old Pope and Popess, 
and often a pirouetting Harlequin re- 
placed the more sinister Hanged Man. 
Soon the strange allegories disap- 
peared altogether and completely dif- 
ferent pictures took their place. 

One of the most popular and de- 
lightful innovations were the Animal 
tarots. These appeared during the 
late 1600’s, chiefly in Switzerland and 
Bavaria—though they were known in 
Belgium also, and even in Russia. The 
makers of these tried to outdo each 
other in fantasy; many of the cards 
pictured wonderful sea-serpents, 
sphinxes and griffins as well as the 
more conventional lions, dogs and uni- 
corns. One deck, made in Luxemburg 
in the 1700’s, has among other de- 
lightful animals, a yellow and pink 
turkey, a polka-dotted reindeer and 
a particularly engaging purple danc- 
ing bear. (In those times cards were 
colored by hand, usually through cut- 
out stencils, and the vagaries—or 
carelessness—of the colorists often 
produced such whimsical results). 

Another popular type, which ap- 
peared in many different issues, had 
Oriental motifs, probably as a result 
of the current rage of Chinese Chip- 
pendale, The atouts pictured man- 
darins, pagodas and howdah’d ele- 
phants, with delightfully droll mer- 
maids, cherubs and dolphins thrown 
in for good measure. sa 

By the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, tarots had appeared picturing 
every conceivable creature, object and 
aspect of life. In Germany and Austria 
some beautiful decks were being is- 
sued showing finely engraved illus- 
trated songs on their atouts. During 
the 1860’s Joseph Glanz of Vienna cre- 
ated many striking tarots with cos- 
tume designs and theatrical subjects. 
Some appeared with cartoon and polit- 
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ical satires, and one beautifully exec- 
uted set showed military maneuvers 
and battle scenes, All these types were 
issued by Piatnik & Sons and the Don- 
dorf manufactory as well, many of 
them in fine ‘luxury’ decks. 

A particularly charming variety— 
and one most prevalent today in Ger- 
man tarots—depicts diversions such 
as hunting, archery, skating and danc- 
ing, as well as homely domestic scenes, 
all peopled with quaint little figures in 
19th century peasant costume. Occa- 
sionally they picture the nobility, 
showing coronations, court presenta- 
tions, parades, balls and all the oth- 
pA agreeable aspects of Victorian high- 
ife. 

Tarot decks offer such an infinite 
variety of interesting and curious 
subjects that every card collector 
should have at least a few in his col- 
lection. New varieties of tarots are 
continually appearing, and the mod- 
ern ones are well worth watching out 
for. Only the other day a deck turned 
up with atouts picturing aspects of 
the “Four Arts and Skills:” Warfare, 
Games, Crafts, and Love—the latter- 
most suggesting, to this writer at 
least, that the possibilities in tarots 
are endless, :

The greatest amount of glitter oc- 
curs toward the end of the contract. 
The first signature is, of course, that 
of the King. His Queen, Marie The- 
rese, Infanta of Spain, had died in 
1683, and while Louis may have mar- 
ried Mme. de Maintenon, she did not 
sign this document. The second signa- 
ture is that of the Dauphin, Louis de 
France, who never became king as 
he predeceased his father, dying in 
1711. The Dauphine, Marie Anne 
Christine de Baviere, signs after Mon- 
seigneur, her husband. Monsieur, or 
Philippe, the Duc d’Orleans, brother 
of the King signs next, followed by 
his wife, Elizabeth Charlotte, whose 
bold signature hardly leaves room for 
that of Anne Marie Louise d’Or- 
leans, La Grande Mademoiselle, cou- 
sin of the King. This concludes the 
signatures on the same page with the 
King’s. On the following page are 
the signatures of the bride and 
groom and about thirty others—mem- 
bers of the Court and family, in- 
cluding Phelypeaux, the King’s sec- 
retary, whose signature is familiar to 
collectors who have commissions and 
less formidable documents of this 
period. 

This document, almost three hun- 
dred years old, is in beautiful con- 
dition.

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Lilliput Pitchers

Brass, Copper, Pewter

Of my two groups of pitchers, I 
tend to favor the metals over the 
glass and pottery ones. It’s true there 
are no riotously beautiful colors as 
in the glass, nor are there any fanci- 
ful shapes ase the glass violin and 
the pottery pig; nevertheless, the met- 
al pitchers are more appealing to me 
as a group. 

I find their lines so pleasing, and 
I have always loved the underlying 
rosy hue of copper, the slick gloss 
of brass, and the subdued softness of 
pewter. A black and white picture 
cannot reveal the true beauty of the 
metal group. 

Perhaps the most unusual pitch- 
ers in this group are the two with 
glass inserts in the sides. I assume 
they are glass. Certainly they are 
not gems of any kind and the pieces 
look more like glass than anything 
else. 

These two pitchers are both brass. 
They were made in China. The glass 
pieces are placed on the sides of the 
pitchers and held by brass wires 
which are arranged to look like flow- 
er stems, the pieces of glass appear- 
ing to be flowers. Little leaves of 
brass are attached to the stems. The 
“stones” making up the blossoms are 
on both the front and back sides of 
the pitcher—the ones on the front 
are green, and those on the back are 


orange. Beautiful with the brass! 

These two pitchers are on the row 
second from the back, and are the 
one on the extreme right, and the 
one next to the left end of the row. 
I regret the picture does not do 
these applied flowers justice. The de- 
tails do not show up on reduced scale. 

The other two pitchers in this row 
are also Chinese made. The second 
from the right is all copper, rosy but 
dull and soft The one on the left end 
is pewter, its color—dull gun metal. 
The pewter pitcher is panelled with 
eight panels, the handle is of good 
size, and the lip is pointed and service- 
able, as though the designer had in 
mind that the contents of pitchers 
are to be poured out and not splat- 
tered about. 

The three pitchers at the back are 
the largest in the group. All are 
English imports. And all have copper 
bodies with brass handles, collars, and 
lips. The one on the right differs from 
the others in that it has a brass base. 
These pitchers have always reminded 
me of the English people themselves 
—they have a “no nonsense” air about 
them, a decidedly dependable look. 

The second row from the front has 
three “loves” in it. The one on the 
extreme right is the most carefully 
made piece in the collection, and is 
the only one made in The Nether- 


lands. It has a copper body, but a 
brass base, handle, collar, and lip. Its 
lines and combination of materials 
are a sheer delight. 

The small one in the center of the 
row is copper with a brass handle 
which has minute chased work on it. 
It has twelve tiny panels around the 
body and is an Italian-made piece. 

The graceful pitcher at the extreme 
left of the row is pewter with cop- 
per wash, Chinese-made. It is most 
remindful of a measure, an object 
created for utility, Nevertheless, its 
pure, uncluttered, and simple lines 
make it also an object born for beau- 
ty as well, 

The two copper pitchers with brass 
handles on extreme right and left, 
front row, are very similar. One is 
Italian-made, and one American, pre- 
sumably, as it has no mark. They dif- 
fer little except in the shape of the 
handle. 

The littlest fellow out front is pew- 
ter, German-made, and of recent man- 
ufacture, I believe. When I look at 
this little one, I am reminded of past 
times of old-fashioned canning, of 
long days, heavy with heat, and op- 
pressive with work yet to be done. 
I see again rows of cabbage with 
frosty bloom on the green, waiting 
to be shredded for kraut, and I feel 
again, most acutely, the well-remem- 
bered kraut- maker’s cramp, both in 
the aching hands and--the--er--ah--sit- 
upon. For the shape of this pitcher 
is so much like the stone-ware jars 
in which kraut was often “put up” 
or “put down.” I recall both and 
never knew which to choose. 

The other two on the front row 
have shapes and handles which are 
decidedly unconventional to me. They 
are Chinese made. Both are hammered 
copper, and the handles have the 
smallest possible ridges and chased 
designs. 

Both my collections of miniature 
pitchers have remained small. I have 
not exerted any particular effort to 
enlarge them, though if I had ob- 
tained all those about which I have 
dreamed, I should have a collection, 
which, like the little pot that would 
not stop boiling, would run right out 
all the windows and doors, down into 
the street, and so on. ‘ 

For I have often dreamed about 
miniature pitchers, and for that mat- 
ter about other collectibles as well, but 
about miniature pitchers more often 
than anything else, These dreams have 
followed the seek, find, and lose pat- 
tern. I walk for miles and miles past 
countless stores, and just as I am 
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about to drop from exhaustion, there 
is a window full of lovelies. 

I race to the door, only to find it 
locked. As I pound away frantically 
for somebody to open up, the whole 
thing fades away, and I am left alone 
holding a door knob no longer there, 
desolate, and bereft. 

Another recurrent dream is of 
walking over acres and acres of floor 
in department stores, looking for 
pitchers. Just as I reach glassed cases 
or shelves loaded with beauties and 
start to look, the bell rings for the 
unseen employees to depart. The end 
of the day has come, and I have 
spent the whole of it searching only 
to reach the display too late. 

The elevators clang down to the 
basement (this is about the 179th 
floor) and the lights go off. The world 
is not left to darkness and to me, 
but I am left to darkness and the bit- 
terness of my loss. Always I find 
them—real delights, but always J lose 
them, frustrated in trying to obtain 
them. Moses and the Promised Land 
and the view from afar! How he 
must have felt! 

Sometimes I cannot remember what 
the pitchers looked like and some- 
times [ can. I have dreamed of min- 
iature pitchersof Tucker ware, Bel- 
leek, “Chinese Lowestoft,” Meissen, 
Dresden; replicas in miniature of 
some of Paul Revere’s museum pteces, 
and so many others. In the dreams 
I see glass, pottery, china, and metal, 
the same as [ really have in the col- 
lection. 

I also have dreamed up some things 
I don’t believe anyone has yet cre- 
ated, I guess I should call these “orig- 
inals,” and perhaps I should rush out

Efficient Flyers 


Insects are the most efficient fly- 
ing animals. They surpass both birds 
and bats. They are superior in some 
ways to any “flying machine” yet 
invented by man. 

The air was their exclusive domain 
for at least 100 million years be- 
fore any rival winged creatures ap- 
peared. During this time they de- 
veloped two flight systems, direct 
and indirect, which are in use today 
although the former is confined to a 
few groups such as the dragonflies. 

This is the claim of Dr. R. E. 
Snodgrass, research associate of the 
Smithsonian Institution, in a report 
on arthropod evolution just published 
by the Institution. The earliest 
known insects, with highly developed 
jumping mechanisms, were wingless. 
There are some wingless forms to- 
day. But, Dr. Snodgrass points out, 
the earliest known winged insects in 
the fossil record had the flying me- 
chanism fully developed so that its 
evolutionary development largely is 
a matter of conjecture. 

The first step, as deduced by Dr. 
Snodgrass, was the emergence from 
the sea of some long extinct many- 
footed worm-like creature. The feet 
were fleshy lobes by means of which 
it had moved clumsily along the sea 
bottom. A first evolutionary step 
was the elimination of these lobes 
on all but the first three segments 
of the body behind the head. These 
gradually evolved into legs. 

The earliest insects, Dr. ‘Snodgrass 
says, to come on land presumably 
were provided with so-called “para- 
notal lobes,” small appendages at- 
tached to the pack in the region of 
the thorax. These are not hypotheti- 
cal structures which since have dis-

appeared, he says, since there are 
traces of them in various modern in- 
sects and in others; during the nymph 
stage, wings first appear as lobe- 
like extensions from the back. 

“Presumably,” says Dr. Snodgrass, 
“when these paranotal lobes became 
sufficiently large in the primitive in- 
sects they first served as gliders. 
If the at first rigid lobes became 
flexible at their bases they could 
then, by action of the thoracic mus- 
cles, be flapped up and down, thus 
enabling the gliding insect to sus- 
tain itself longer in the air. Even 
this simple wing movement, however, 
involved modifications of the thoracic 
skeleton and some degree of adapta- 
tion in the musculature.” 

Eventually, he points out, the back 
muscles became differentiated to the 
point where they could move the 
wings without the help of any wing 
muscles per se. This is the “indirect” 
system of most insects. 

Development of wings was eviden- 
tly a response to demand. The 
first winged insects appear very 
shortly after the appearance of the 
first tall plants in the primeval 
swamps. 

The direct up-and-down movement, 
with various modifications, continues 
in the “direct flight” system, best 
exemplified by the dragonflies. 

During the long period of their 
undisputed domain of the air both 
systems developed. Then came the 
birds and bats to dispute their aerial 
supremacy. They fed chiefly on in- 
sects whose only defense was the 
development of greater speed and 
flying accuracy. 

As a result the less efficient sys- 
tems tended to become eliminated and 
the present methods of insect flight 
better developed. 


FOSSIL BONES REVEAL 
GIANT CONDOR 


Monstrous birds soared in the skies 
of North America during the mil- 
lion years of the ice age. There was, 
for example, a giant condor, Tera- 
tornis merriami, whose fossil bones 
have been found in California, Mexi- 
co, and Florida. Its wing span, so 
far as it can be reconstructed, must 
have been at least 12 feet — 2 feet 
or more greater than the largest 
of its living kin. Though huge com- 
pared to all extant hawklike birds, 
it was completely eclipsed by another 
vulture’ (Teratornis incredibilis) of 
the same era which is known only 
from a single wrist bone found in a 
Nevada cave. 

These giant scavengers, part of the 
281 bird species now known to have 
existed in North America in the Plei- 
stocene age which ended 30,000 years 





or less ago, are discussed by Dr. 
Alexander Wetmore, Smithsonian 
Institution research associate, in a 
bulletin recently issued by the In- 
stitution. The present normal bird 
population of the continent consists 
of 697 species, most of which cer- 
tainly were present in the Pleistocene. 
Fossil remains of 198 of them have 
been found in Pleistocene deposits, 
and in addition there are now known 
bones of 83 completely extinct spe- 
cies. 

The fossil record of birds, Dr. Wet- 
more points out, necessarily is 
sketchy for any period, since their 
fragile, usually hollow bones are 
likely to be preserved only under ex- 
ceptional circumstances. One such 
location is found at the Rancho La 
Brea asphalt pits, now in the city 
limits of Los Angeles, Calif. Here, 
for ages, tar exuded on the ground, 
where it was often covered by dust 
or water, and animals became trap- 
ped in passing. The tar pits attracted 
the attention of such predators as 
sabretooth tigers, wolves, and eagies, 
which were caught in turn. The 
whole formed an automatic trap 
which operated for thousands of 
years. As the bodies sank gradually 
into the asphalt, flesh disappeared 
and the porous parts of the bones 
became impregnated, with the result 
that preservation has been complete 
and nearly perfect. At Rancho La 
Brea 100,000 fossil bones have been 
collected. 

Other interesting species of the 
Pleistocene in addition to the great 
condors are a large-headed jabiru, a 
wood ibis at least a third larger than 
the living species, and a swan as 
large in bulk as the present trumpe- 
ter swan. Also there was an abun- 
dant flightless diving species, formed 
like a scoter but approaching a goose 
in body size. The wings were too 
small for flying, while the legs were 
large and strong and the pelvis 
heavy, an indication of the diving 
habit.
